PART  I 

Introduction 

This  Federal  property  inventory  report  represents  a  compilation  of 
assigned  values  of  real  and  personal  property  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  Federal  Government,  located  throughout  the  world,  as  of  June  30, 
1968.  This  comprehensive  recording  of  assets  of  the  Government  is 
the  12th  such  report  issued  by  the  House  Committee  on  Government 
Operations.  The  committee  has  issued,  on  an  annual  basis,  inventory 
reports  of  federally  owned  real  and  personal  properties,  on  a  fiscal 
year  basis,  from  June  30,  1955,  through  June  30,  1964.  Early  in  1965 
it  was  determined  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  that  future  in- 
ventory reports  of  the  committee  would  be  issued  on  a  biennial  basis. 
Consequently,  reports  were  not  issued  as  of  June  30, 1965,  and  June  30, 
1967. 

The  committee  staff  assigned  to  this  project,  aided  by  the  experi- 
ence of  Government  department  and  agency  representatives,  has  ex- 
plored inventory  accounting  systems  employed  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment in  an  effort  to  include  all  assets  of  a  department  and  to  bring 
records  covering  such  assets  under  accounting  control.  A  comparison 
of  our  previous  inventory  reports,  as  listed  below,  shows  clearly  the 
great  progress  which  has  been  made  in  improving  accounting  methods 
and  recordkeeping  operations  employed  in  recording  the  amounts  of 
real  and  personal  property  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. Constant  attention  is  being  focused  on  accurate  and  complete 
accounting  of  these  assets.  The  utilization  of  up-to-date  accounting 
systems,  motivated  by  stimulated  interest  in  property  inventories,  has 
strengthened  the  efforts  of  Government  departments  and  agencies  in 
bringing  inventories  under  accounting  control.  This  progress,  which 
is  being  observed  by  the  public,  Members  of  the  Congress,  and  espe- 
cially by  the  membership  of  this  committee,  has  been  most  encour- 
aging.

In  this  report,  as  has  been  done  previously,  Capitol  Hill  realty  is 
recorded  at  estimated  present-day  evaluations;  also  public  domain  is 
recorded  at  estimated  present-day  evaluations.  Federal  realty  listed 
on  Government  records  as  "zero  value"  or  at  "$1  for  accounting  pur- 
poses" is  listed  in  the  report  at  estimated  present-day  evaluations. 

In  June  1960  the  committee  published  a  document  entitled  "The 
Federal  Property  Inventory  Undertaking  of  the  House  Committee 
on  Government  Operations :  An  Endeavor  To  List  Real  and  Personal 
Assets  of  the  Federal  Government  on  a  Worldwide  Basis — A  Long 
Overdue  Accomplishment."  The  document  records,  in  narrative  his- 
tory form,  preparations  involved  in  recording  real  and  personal  assets 
of  the  Federal  Government,  on  a  worldwide  basis,  as  well  as  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations  from 
1955  until  1960.  The  document  is  designed  to  be  helpful  to  Members 
of  Congress  and  others  who  are  interested  in  studying  and  analyzing 
the  improvements  which  have  been  made  in  real  property  manage- 
ment and  accounting  control  over  an  investment  aggregating  billions 
of  dollars  which  is  represented  in  real  and  personal  property  of  our 
Government  located  throughout  the  world.  The  document  also  de- 
scribed how  the  inventory  undertaking  was  conceived  and  the  steps 
taken  to  obtain  data  for  inclusion  in  the  inventory  report. 

Federal  Personalty 

Most  Federal  personalty  figures  in  this  report  are  furnished  directly 
by  the  Department  of  the  Treasury,  on  request  of  the  committee 
chairman.  The  Department  of  Defense  reports  all  its  inventories, 
real  and  personal,  directly  to  the  committee  for  inclusion  in  the  report. 
These  figures  cover  assets  of  the  three  military  departments  and  the 
Corps  of  Engineers,  civil  functions.  Personalty  inventories  of  the 
Architect  of  the  Capitol,  the  Sergeant  at  Arms  of  the  U.S.  Senate, 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Library  of  Congress, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  the  U.S.  courts  of  appeals, 
U.S.  district  courts,  and  special  U.S.  courts  are  reported  directly  to  the 
committee. 

Federal  personalty  (exclusive  of  cash  and  related  cash  items)  is 
reported  herein  at  acquisition  cost.  This  manner  of  reporting  these 
assets  has  been  discussed  with,  and  approved  by,  officials  of  the  Gen- 
eral Accounting  Office  and  the  Department  of  the  Treasury.  It  is  the 
consensus  that  this  approach  represents  a  realistic  method  of  record- 
ing personal  property,  especially  when  comparing  replacement  costs 
and  amounts  received  for  such  items  when  they  are  declared  surplus 
and  offered  for  sale  by  the  Government.  In  recording  values  of  paint- 
ings, portraits,  statues,  numerous  publications,  and  volumes  of  books 
where  records  are  unavailable  as  to  the  known  costs,  an  estimated 
value  has  been  recorded.  Numerous  personalty  assets  of  the  Federal 
Government  are  listed  on  its  inventory  records  at  "no  value"  inas- 
much as  some  such  items  were  donated  to  the  Federal  Government 
(at  no  cost)  and  in  many  instances  it  is  impossible  to  place  a  realistic 
value  on  these  properties  because  of  their  patriotic  or  sentimental 
value  rather  than  intrinsic  value.  Such  is  the  case  of  numerous  items 
to  be  found  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
the  National  Archives,  and  in  other  storehouses  of  the  Nation.  The 
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famous  Hope  diamond,  which  was  donated  to  the  Government,  has 
a  value  ranging  from  something  like  $200,000  to  $2  million.  This 
particular  asset  is  worth  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  yet  its  value 
is  not  included  in  the  committee's  inventory  report  for  it  was  obtained 
at  no  cost  to  the  Government. 

The  increase  in  personalty  figures  in  our  reports  during  the  past 
few  years  represents  refinements  in  improved  recordkeeping  activities 
within  the  Government  or  improvements  resulting  from  inventories 
having  been  brought  under  inventory  accounting  control.  The  De- 
partment of  the  Treasury  has  been  instrumental  in  furnishing  per- 
sonalty data  which  reflect  refinements  in  many  areas  of  accounting 
throughout  the  Government. 

Federal  Realty  (Excluding  Public  Domain) 

Federal  realty  is  listed  herein,  for  the  most  part,  at  acquisition 
cost — with  usage  categories  and  number  of  acres  noted.  In  1960  the 
committee  requested  departments  and  agencies  which  had  realty  under 
their  jurisdiction  which  had  been  donated  to  the  Government,  or  ob- 
tained at  no  cost,  listed  on  the  books  of  the  Government  at  "no  value" 
or  recorded  at  "$1  (for  accounting  purposes)"  to  affix  thereon  an  esti- 
mated present-day  value  of  such  realty.  Cooperation  was  received  in 
this  endeavor  from  each  department  and  agency  concerned.  Methods 
employed  in  the  evaluation  of  public  domain  lands  were  used  in  the 
establishment  of  current  evaluations  of  "no  value"  lands.  This  practice 
has  been  followed  again  this  year  and  up-to-date  figures  on  such  prop- 
erties are  recorded  herein.  This  additional  refinement  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  efforts  of  experienced  and  qualified  personnel  within  the 
departments,  thus  making  unnecessary  the  expense  of  engaging  outside 
appraisal  firms  for  the  undertaking.  The  committee  is  gratified  with 
its  accomplishment  of  having  the  property  inventory  report  reflect 
either  estimated  present-day  values  or  acquisition  cost  of  all  Federal 
realty. 

At  the  request  of  the  committee,  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  has 
again  furnished  realty  figures  for  inclusion  in  this  report  which  reflect 
estimated  present-day  evaluations  of  properties  under  his  control. 

Construction  work-in-progress  figures  for  all  Government  depart- 
ments and  agencies,  including  the  Department  of  Defense,  are  again 
recorded  in  the  realty  portion  of  this  report.  The  accepted  procedure 
of  recording  the  value  of  a  Federal  building  project  (on  the  books  of 
the  Government)  is  to  await  its  completion.  When  the  Government 
actually  takes  possession  of  a  building  project,  the  title  thereof  is  then 
recorded  on  the  books  of  the  Government.  It  is  felt  that  a  realistic 
manner  of  recording  the  Government's  investment  in  a  project  which 
is  in  the  process  of  construction  is  to  record  the  actual  investment  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  rather  than  await  the  completion  of  the 
project  to  record  its  value.  Our  manner  of  recording  const ruction- 
in-progress  figures  is  in  keeping  with  our  objective  of  providing  a 
comprehensive  and  complete  listing  of  all  Federal  assets  in  all  areas 
at  a  given  time.  This  is  also  consistent  with  good  accounting  principles. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  acquisition  costs  recorded  for 
some  buildings  and  facilities  may  also  represent  present-day  evalua- 


tions.  This  is  true  when  considering  the  value  of  buildings  and  facil- 
ities which  have  been  constructed  or  purchased  during  the  past  few 
years. 

Recorded  in  the  realty  portion  of  the  report  this  year  is  a  listing 
of  Federal  realty,  excluding  public  domain,  by  departmental  juris- 
diction and  general  location  (whether  located  in  the  United  States, 
in  the  territories,  or  overseas) ,  as  well  as  a  breakdown  of  acreage  in  the 
various  States.  This  additional  information  is  of  particular  interest 
not  only  to  the  congressional  offices,  but  to  the  general  public  as  well. 
A  further  breakdown  of  real  property  by  State,  county,  and  depart- 
ment, as  well  as  cross-indexed  listings  of  federally  owned  realty,  is 
available  in  the  offices  of  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations, 
House  of  Representatives  or  from  the  General  Services  Adminis- 
tration. 

Public  Domain  Properties 

The  term  "public  domain  land"  embraces  all  the  areas,  title  to 
which  was  vested  in  the  U.S.  Government  by  virtue  of  its  sovereignty. 
The  term,  "public  domain  lands,"  includes  original  public  domain 
lands  which  have  never  left  Federal  ownership  and  lands  still  within 
Federal  ownership  which  were  obtained  by  the  Government  in  ex- 
change for  public  lands  or  for  timber  on  such  lands.  It  also  includes 
original  public  domain  lands  which  have  reverted  to  Federal  owner- 
ship through  the  operation  of  public  land  laws. 

Public  domain  acreage  is  listed  in  this  report  at  estimated  present- 
day  evaluations.  In  some  instances,  Federal  departments  and  agen- 
cies have  been  able  to  place  an  estimated  present-day  evaluation  on 
buildings,  structures,  and  facilities  located  on  public  domain  lands. 
However,  these  estimates  are  included  for  information  purposes  only 
in  the  public  domain  summary  table.  In  order  to  avoid  duplication 
and  for  the  sake  of  clarity,  all  buildings,  structures,  and  facilities  are 
recorded  in  the  realty  section  of  the  inventory  report  at  acquisition 
cost.  The  method  used  in  this  report  has  been  adopted  so  as  not  to 
confuse  the  reader  and  at  the  same  time  so  as  to  avoid  the  overlapping 
of  figures  and  properties.  In  some  instances,  because  of  the  nature 
of  the  property  and  the  location  of  the  installation  itself,  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  determine,  because  of  intermingling,  whether  some 
structures  are  located  on  public  domain  or  other  Federal  property. 

Estimated  present-day  evaluations  of  public  domain  have  been 
determined  by  field  representatives  employed  in  real  property  field 
offices  of  the  departments.  As  a  result  of  their  assistance,  evaluations 
have  been  determined  without  having  to  engage  the  services  of  private 
professional  appraisers.  Methods  used  in  the  appraisal  of  public 
domain  lands  have  been  determined  by  qualified  field  representatives, 
based  on  long  experience  in  the  property  appraisal  field  and  on  evalua- 
tion criteria  employed  in  the  evaluating  of  adjoining  federally  or 
privately  owned  properties. 

The  Department  of  the  Interior  is  responsible  for  determining  over- 
all values  of  mineral  resources  for  all  Government  departments  and 
agencies.  Estimated  overall  values  of  timberlands,  grazing  lands,  and 
grazing  rights  are  included  in  public  domain  data  furnished  the  com- 
mittee directly  by  the  department  or  agency  controlling  such  property. 

Since  its  Federal  property  inventory  report,  as  of  June  30,  1956,  the 
Committee  on  Government  Operations  has  listed  public  domain  lands 


in  inventory  reports  at  a  realistic  estimated  present-day  evaluation. 
Prior  to  that  date  those  lands  had  been  listed  at  "no  value."  An 
attempt  was  made  in  1937  by  representatives  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  evaluate  public  domain  acreage.  After  considerable  time, 
effort,  and  funds  had  been  expended  in  this  endeavor,  the  end  result 
was  an  overall  evaluation  of  these  properties  at  $1.25  per  acre.  Such 
an  unrealistic  figure  in  no  way  reflects  the  true  value  of  these  lands 
either  in  1937  or  today.  One  of  the  objectives  of  the  committee's 
preparation  of  a  Federal  property  inventory  report  has  been  to  en- 
courage improved  accounting  of  known  Federal  property  assets  on 
a  realistic  basis. 

As  a  result  of  much  effort,  coupled  with  experience  and  concentrated 
interest,  it  has  been  possible  for  all  departments  and  agencies  to  com- 
plete the  job  of  placing  estimated  present-day  values  on  public  domain 
acreage  under  their  control. 

"Functional  Use  Basis"  Data 

This  Federal  property  inventory  report  reflects  assets — real  and 
personal — in  a  manner  prescribed  for  Federal  usage.  Major  cate- 
gories, as  listed,  represent  inventories  as  of  June  30,  1964,  1966,  and 
1968  (for  comparative  purposes),  and  cover  the  major  functions  of — 

( a )  National  defense ; 

( b )  International  affairs  and  finance ; 

( c)  Space  research  and  technology ; 

( d )  Agriculture  and  agricultural  resources ; 

( e )  Natural  resources ; 

(/)   Commerce  and  transportation ; 

( g )  Housing  and  community  development ; 

(h)  Health,  labor,  and  welfare ; 

(i)  Education; 

( j)  Veterans'  benefits  and  services ;  and 

(k)  General  government. 

This  functional  breakdown  follows  the  same  analysis  as  the  receipts 
and  expenditure  classifications,  and  has  some  utility  in  illustrating 
how  the  assets  of  the  Government  are  being  utilized. 
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Conclusion 

The  compilation  of  Federal  Real  and  Personal  Property  Inventory 
Reports  by  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations '  has  been  a 
most  rewarding  experience  for  the  committee,  and  those  who  have 
followed  the  progress  made  by  our  offices  in  this  endeavor  continue  to 
focus  attention  on  the  committee  accomplishment.  The  reports 
contain  such  a  wealth  of  information  concerning  investments  in  real 
and  personal  property  assets  of  the  Federal  Government,  on  a  world- 
wide basis — an  up-to-date  compilation  of  the  Nation's  worth  as 
visualized  in  the  objectives  of  House  Resolution  No.  26,  introduced 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  January  5,  1955,  by  former 
Congressman  Martin  Dies  (which  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
House  Committee  on  Government  Operations).  The  resolution 
recommended  the  compilation  of  an  inventory  report  covering  assets 
of  the  Federal  Government.  Our  initial  report,  as  of  June  30,  1955, 
was  a  starting  point  and  the  report  recorded  Government-owned 
assets  in  the  form  of  an  annual  property  inventory  report.  Until 
the  issuance  of  our  initial  report,  there  was  no  one  central  location 
where  all  real  and  personal  property  assets  of  the  United  States, 
located  throughout  the  world,  could  be  located.  Inventory  records 
up  to  that  time  were  incomplete  and  up-to-date  inventory  accounting 
systems  were  not  in  operation.  Good  bookkeeping  practices  dictated 
that  this  situation  be  changed,  and  the  committee  feels  today  that 
property  accounting  records,  centrally  located,  are  current,  accurate, 
and  that  inventory  records  are  under  accounting  control. 

One  of  the  primary  objectives  in  improving  our  Federal  property 
inventory  reports  has  been  the  recording  of  real  and  personal  property 
assets  of  the  Federal  Government  in  a  realistic  manner — recording 
realty  assets  at  acquisition  cost,  as  well  as  at  estimated  present-day 
values  where  possible,  and  recording  personal  property  assets  at 
acquisition  cost.  Personal  property  assets  will  continue  to  be  reported 
in  inventory  reports  at  acquisition  cost.  This  decision  has  been 
made  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  as  a  result  of  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  General  Accounting  Office  representatives  and  other 
accounting  specialists  within  the  Government. 

As  stated  earlier,  the  report  lists  estimated  present-day  evaluations 
of  public  domain  properties,  as  well  as  real  properties  previously 
recorded  at  "zero  value,  or  at  $1  (for  accounting  purposes)."  This 
accomplishment  has  been  achieved  as  a  result  of  efforts  of  property 
representatives  of  departments  and  agencies  having  such  properties 
under  their  control  and  a  dedicated  interest  in  a  quest  for  evaluation 
knowledge  in  attempting  to  place  a  realistic  evaluation  on  such 
properties.  This  undertaking  has  been  a  tremendous  task  and  the 
results  achieved  have  been  most  gratifying. 

The  scope  of  an  inventory  covering  properties  owned  by  the  Federal 
Government  is  tremendous  in  size  and  complex  in  nature.  These 
inventories  are  located  in  areas  throughout  the  world  and  the  recording 
and  reporting  of  such  assets  is  a  massive  undertaking.  Government 
property  representatives  assisting  in  the  property  inventory  endeavor 
are  keenly  interested  in  improving  their  property  records.  It  has 
been  definitely  established  that  the  need  is  great  for  an  up-to-date 
Federal  property  inventory  accounting  such  as  the  committee  has 


undertaken.  The  project  will  continue  to  reflect  various  economic 
changes  in  values,  as  well  as  improved  inventory  reporting  practices. 
These  results,  represented  in  informative  report  form,  will  be  of 
constant  utility. 

In  compiling  and  reporting  data  of  a  classified  nature  for  inclusion 
in  this  report,  the  committee  has,  of  course,  complied  with  necessary 
security  regulations.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  record  classified  data 
in  a  manner  which  will  insure  secrecy,  and  at  the  same  time  remain 
informative  and  accurate.  This  is  reflected  particularly  in  some  areas 
of  Department  of  Defense  inventories.  Breakdown  figures  have  been 
used  in  each  instance  possible,  and  only  in  restricted  areas  have  lump- 
sum figures  been  recorded.  Substantial  data  covering  classified  areas 
are  available  within  the  departments  for  those  qualified  to  see  and 
study  on  a  need-for-use  basis. 

This  Federal  property  inventory  report  records  Federal  real  and 
personal  property  assets  located  throughout  the  world  as  being  $400 
billion,  as  of  June  30, 1968.  It  is  evident  that  recordkeeping  operations 
involved  in  the  accurate  accounting  of  inventories  of  this  magnitude 
is  an  exacting  undertaking.  Likewise,  when  considering  the  values  of 
real  and  personal  property  listed  in  our  Federal  property  inventory, 
it  is  interesting  to  observe  the  recorded  amount  of  our  national  debt. 
It  was  $348  billion  as  of  June  30, 1968. 

Favorable  commendations  continue  to  be  received  on  the  inventory 
project  and  the  work  the  committee  is  doing  in  continuously  improv- 
ing this  worthwhile  and  informative  public  undertaking.  The  results 
attained  to  date  bear  eloquent  validating  evidence  of  an  effective  per- 
formance by  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations  of  a  task 
assigned  to  it  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.  Even  so,  we  re- 
main mindful  of  the  fact  that  constant  surveillance  of  inventories  is 
necessary  to  assure  that  they  are  kept  up  to  date  and  that  the  federally 
owned  property  assets  are  properly  and  accurately  accounted  for.

SUMMARY    STATEMENT 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  House 
of  Representatives,  in  a  letter  dated  February  26, 1968,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  requested  data  as  of  June  30, 1968,  on  personal  proper- 
ty of  Government  departments  and  agencies.  These  data  have  been  re- 
quested by  the  committee  annually  from  1956  through  1964,  and 
biennially  since  1964. 

Treasury  Department  Circular  No.  966  requires  all  agencies  to  sub- 
mit financial  statements  as  of  June  30  of  each  fiscal  year.  These  re- 
ports enabled  the  Treasury  to  prepare  the  "Statement  of  Personnal 
Property  of  the  U.S.  Government"  shown  in  part  III  and  a  statement 
on  "Related  Real  Property  of  Selected  Agencies,  Other  Than  De- 
fense" shown  in  part  VI  of  this  report. 

As  in  the  past,  the  greater  part  of  the  asset  reports  of  the  legislative 
branch,  the  judiciary,  and  the  Department  of  Defense,  were  sent  di- 
rectly to  the  House  committee.  By  mutual  agreement,  the  amounts 
reported  directly  to  the  committee  by  the  legislative  branch  and  the 
judiciary,  and  certain  personal  property  items  reported  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Defense  directly  to  the  Treasury,  are  included  in  this  section 
of  the  report. 

Amounts  reported  for  June  30,  1968,  are  on  the  basis  of  the  new 
unified  budget  concepts.  Basically,  assets  of  trust  funds,  previously 
excluded,  are  now  included  and  the  investment  in  the  International 
Monetary  Fund,  previously  shown  at  the  total  subscription  value,  is 
now  reported  net  of  amounts  due  the  Fund.  These  two  changes  account 
for  approximately  $10.1  billion  (net)  of  the  total  increase  of  $24.0 
billion  shown  in  the  following  summary.  In  addition  to  the  compara- 
tive summaries  that  follow,  overall  summaries  that  contain  public 
domain,  donated  property,  and  other  real  property  have  been  ipre- 
pared  and  are  included  in  part  II  of  this  report.

Loans  receivable  as  of 
June  30, 1968  include  loans  of  trust  funds. 

Other  increases  in  asset  classifications  were  as  follows:  work  in 
process,  $514  million;  machinery  and  equipment,  $866  million;  and 
other  assets,  $4,647  million.  The  cash  balance  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  decreased  by  $5,713  million.  Other  cash  balances  in- 
creased by  $2,224  million.

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INTRODUCTION  AND  SUMMARY 
Introduction 


The  National  Security  Act  of  19^7  requires  the  Secretary  of 
Defense  to  report  annually  to  the  President  and  to  the  Congress  on 
the  property  records  on  "...  the  fixed  property,  installations,  and 
major  equipment  items,  and  stored  supplies  of  the  military  departments 
maintained  on  both  a  quantitative  and  monetary  basis  ..."  (Section  4l0 
of  the  National  Security  Act  of  19^7,  as  amended,  as  codified  in 
Section  2701  of  Title  10,  United  States  Code). 

This  report  showing  the  status  of  Department  of  Defense  real  and 
personal  property  as  of  30  June  1968  has  been  designed  to  meet  the 
statutory  requirement. 

The  values  reflected  in  the  report  for  land  and  buildings  and 
for  long-life  equipment,  such  as  ships,  represent  acquisition  cost. 
Acquisition  costs  of  ships  as  well  as  land  and  buildings  are  often 
substantially  below  current  replacement  values.   Construction  in 
progress  is  valued  on  the  basis  of  cost  of  material  and  labor  incor- 
porated in  the  projects  under  construction.   The  value  of  items  other 
than  major  equipment  in  supply  system  inventories  is  generally  based 
upon  standard  prices,  representing  replacement  or  estimated  purchase 
price.   The  value  of  major  equipment  is  derived  from  the  unit  cost 
based  on  the  jnost  recently  executed  contract  for  large  quantity 
production. 
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The  total  value  as  reported  is  exclusive  of:   (l)  properties  and 
equipment  of  the  National  Industrial  Plant  and  Equipment  Reserve,  which 
is  under  the  custody  of  the  General  Services  Administration;  and  (2) 
properties  and  supplies  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Civil  Works 
Division,  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army. 
The  value  of  properties  in  these  two  excluded  segments  are  shown 
separately,  however;  the  value  of  the  National  Industrial  Reserve  is 
shown  in  Section  C  of  Part  II  of  this  report  and  the  value  of  Civil 
Works  properties  shown  in  a  footnote  to  Table  2. 

Although  reports  on  some  of  the  inventories  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  contain  details  which,  for  reasons  of  military  security,  cannot 
be  publicly  released,  detailed,  classified  data  will  be  made  available 
to  appropriate  committees  of  the  Congress  as  required. 

Department  of  Defense  Summary  (Tables  1  and  2;  Charts  1  and  2) 

The  value  of  Department  of  Defense  property  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  30  June  1968,  was  $202-5  billion,  $7-0  billion  more  than  was 
reported  a  year  ago.  Of  this  increase,  $156  million  represents  the 
increased  cost  of  real  property  which  rose  from  $38,1*95  million  to 
$38>651  million  during  the  year.  Construction  in  progress  increased 
$112  million  to  $1,758  million.  The  value  of  personal  property  increased 
from  $155 .k  billion  to  $162.1  billion,  an  increase  of  $6.7  billion  during 
fiscal  year  1968,  as  contrasted  with  an  increase  of  $11.7  billion  during 
fiscal  year  1967. 

As  has  been  the  case  each  year,  more  effective  and  more  expensive 
equipment  has  been  acquired  together  with  improved  facilities.  This 
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results  in  an  increased  value  of  Department  of  Defense-owned  property, 
but  the  rising  costs  of  individual  weapons  and  facilities  may  be  offset 
to  some  extent  by  disposal  of  obsolete  and  unneeded  property,  acquired 
at  a  lower  cost. 

Table  1  shows  the  total  value  of  property  held  by  each  Department 
of  Defense  component,  i.e.,  military  service  or  Defense  agency.   Weapons 
and  supporting  equipment  assigned  to  operational  units,  amounting  in 
value  to  $100.0  billion,  makes  up  the  largest  segment  (^9 -^  percent)  of 
the  Department  of  Defense  total  of  $202.5  billion;  last  year  it  was 
$95-5  billion  (48.8  percent). 

The  value  of  supply  system  inventories,  including  stocks  afloat 
and  at  shore-based  installations,  amounts  to  $^3-8  billion,  21.6  percent 
of  the  DOD  total  (last  year:  21.2  percent)  makes  up  the  second  largest 
segment,  followed  by  real  property,  valued  at  $38*7  billion,  19-1  percent 
of  the  total. 

As  in  previous  years,  attention  is  invited  to  the  ratio  that  exists 
between  the  value  of  the  weapons  and  other  military  equipment  that  are  in 
use  and  the  value  of  the  equipment,  components,  parts  and  supplies  that 
support  them  and  their  users.   Over  the  years,  this  ratio  has  declined. 
In  1959  the  value  of  supply  inventories  was  70  percent  of  the  value  of 
weapons.  By  last  year  this  ratio  had  steadily  declined  until  it  stood 
at  43.3  percent.  At  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1968,  there  was  a  slight 
upturn,  certainly  as  a  result  of  continued  operations  in  Southeast  Asia, 
so  that  the  ratio  stood  at  V3.8  percent. 
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For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  neither  of  the  factors  that 
contribute  to  this  ratio  was  observably  affected  by  increased  coverage, 
so  that  the  ratios  for  1967  and  for  1968  are  on  the  same  basis.   It  can 
be  seen,  therefore,  that,  while  the  value  of  weapons  in  use  increased 
$4.5  billion  (4.7  percent),  the  value  of  inventories  of  supporting 
equipment  and  supplies  increased  almost  $2.5  billion  (6.0  percent)  and 
the  ratio  between  them  rose  slightly  as  it  became  necessary  to  back 
the  men  and  weapons  in  combat  with  larger  depot  stocks  and  longer 
pipelines . 

Navy  and  Marine  Corps  again  reported  the  largest  value  of  property 
"of  all  kinds,  $79-9  billion,  an  increase  of  $2.5  billion  during  the 
year,  and  39*5  percent  of  the  total;  about  $1.9  billion  of  this  increase 
was  in  ships,  aircraft,  and  other  weapons.  Air  Force  owned  $72.8  billion 
as  of  30  June  1968,  about  $0.2  billion  more  than  last  year,  and  36. 0 
percent  of  the  total.  Army  reported  a  total  of  $45-9  billion,  an 
increase  of  $4.1  billion  during  the  year,  and  22.7  percent  of  the 
total.  Defense  Supply  Agency  and  other  elements  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  account  for  $3-9  billion,  less  than  2  percent  of  the  total. 

Table  2  shows  the  geographic  distribution  of  properties  by  major 
type  located  (l)  in  the  United  States,  (2)  in  U.  S.  possessions  inclu- 
ding the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and  (3)  in  foreign  countries  and 
afloat.  Of  the  $202.5  billion  total,  $145-8  billion  (about  72  percent) 
was  located  in  the  United  States;  $53-5  billion  was  in  the  foreign 
countries  and  afloat  category,  an  increase  of  $4.7  billion.  More  than 
half  of  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  Navy  active  fleet  and  the  Fleet 
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Marine  Forces.   Property  in  U.  S.  possessions  amounted  to  $3-3  billion. 
Property  in  the  50  states  increased  $1-9  billion  during  the  year.   Again 
this  year,  reports  of  supply  system  inventories,  by  location,  place 
inventories  located  in  U.  S.  possessions  and  foreign  countries  together 
in  a  combined  "overseas"  total,  shown  in  the  foreign  category.

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PART  I  -  MILITARY  REAL  PROPERTY 
Section  A  -  Inventory  of  Military  Real  Property 
1.   General 

This  section  of  the  report  presents  a  summary  and  a  brief  analysis 
of  the  inventory  of  military  real  property  as  of  30  June  1968.  Detailed 
statistics  on  Civil  Works  property  (river  and  harbor  and  flood  control 
property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Army)  are  not 
included  in  this  report;  however,  summary  totals  for  informational 
purposes  are  shown  as  memorandum  items. 

The  real  property  under  the  control  of  the  military  departments  is 
one  of  the  most  important  assets  of  the  Department  of  Defense.  In  order 
to  achieve  maximum  defense  at  minimum  cost,  such  real  property  must  be 
administered  in  accordance  with  modern  management  principles.  The  real 
property  inventory  provides  information  required  to  achieve  management 
objectives  of  better  utilization,  use  of  existing  real  property  in  lieu 
of  new  acquisitions,  and  reduction  of  real  property  holdings  and  mainte- 
nance costs  by  effecting  prompt  disposition  of  excess  property. 

The  first  inventory  report  of  the  military  departments  submitted 
under  uniform  instructions  (Department  of  Defense  Instruction  kl6^.lk) 
covered  an  inventory  of  1  January  195^  which  was  completed  in  November 
195^«  Data  from  this  first  report  and  each  of  the  subsequent  inventory 
reports  have  been  used  in  the  preparation  of  Congressional  reports  by 
the  Department  of  Defense  and  the  General  Services  Administration. 

The  inventory  data  covering  military  real  property  include  land 
and  improvements  on  such  property  including  installed  equipment  such 
as  fixed  overhead  crane  runways,  elevators,  lavatories,  plumbing  and 
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electrical  systems.  Machine  tools  and  production  equipment  at  such 
installations,  however,  are  not  included,  hut  are  included  under 
personal  property,  Part  II. 
2.   Department  of  Defense  Summary  of  Real  Property 

Cost  of  Property  Controlled  -  The  total  cost  to  the  United  States 
Government  of  real  property  controlled  "by  the  three  military  departments 
as  of  30  June  1968  was  $38.65  billion  (see  Table  3).   The  increase  of 
less  than  one  half  percent  (0.4)  over  the  $38-50  billion  reported  one 
year  earlier  was  just  slightly  more  than  the  increase  for  the  preceding 
year.  The  dollar  increase  for  FY  1968  was  $156  million  as  compared  with 
$105  million  for  FY  1967,  $832  million  for  FY  1966  and  $822  million  during 
FY  1965. 

The  net  change  for  each  FY  1968  and  FY  1967,  both  dollar -wise  and 
percentage -wise,  is  lower  than  for  any  previous  year  since  1955-  A  part 
of  the  indicated  status  quo  in  activity  during  the  last  two  years  was 
the  reflection  of  close-out  of  many  properties  in  France.  Also,  annual 
inventories  are  affected  by  continuing  emphasis  by  the  Department  of 
Defense  on  disposal  of  unneeded  properties. 

Increases  of  $216  million  for  the  Army  and  $152  million  for  the 
Navy  were  partly  offset  by  a  decrease  of  $213  million  for  the  Air  Force. 
During  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  $252  million  was  reported  for 
ohe  Army  and  $3^0  million  for  the  Navy  whereas  the  Air  Force  decreased 
$487  million. 

Increases  of  $72  million  in  properties  in  the  possessions  and  $152 
million  in  properties  in  foreign  countries  occurred.   Properties  in  the 
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United  States  decreased  by  $68  million  as  compared  with  an  increase  of 
$105  million  for  the  preceding  year.  During  the  year  ending  30  June  1967 
there  was  an  increase  of  $50  million  for  possessions  and  a  decrease  of 
$50  million  for  foreign  countries. 

The  distribution  of  inventory  by  military  department  is  illustrated 
in  Chart  3.   Of  the  $38.7  billion  total  as  of  30  June  1968,  $32.6  billion 
was  in  the  United  States,  $1.4  billion  in  the  United  States  possessions, 
and  $4.6  billion  in  foreign  countries. 

"Controlled,"  as  used  throughout  this  report,  has  reference  to  the 
right  of  directing  the  use  of  property.   In  connection  with  buildings, 
structures,  or  land,  it  includes  (l)  owned  (acquired  through  purchase, 
condemnation,  donation,  or  transfer);  (2)  leased;  (3)  public  domain 
(withdrawn  permanently);  (k)   temporary  use  (acquired  through  license 
or  permit,  temporary  public  land  order,  temporary  executive  or  territor- 
ial order);  (5)  easements  (utility,  clearance,  etc.);  (6)  foreign  rights 
(base  rights  agreements,  reciprocal  aid,  requisitioned,  etc.) 

This  $38.7  billion  of  military  real  property  does  not  indicate  present 
market  value.  Some  of  the  land  now  owned  by  the  military  departments  was 
donated,  such  as  part  of  Fort  Monroe,  the  original  portion  of  which  was 
donated  to  the  Army  by  the  State  of  Virginia.   Also,  some  of  the  land  used 
by  the  military  departments  was  withdrawn  from  the  public  domain.  There 
is  no  cost  for  public  domain  lands  and  in  many  instances  no  costs,  or 
only  nominal  costs,  for  donated  lands.  Land  and  buildings  in  some  cases 
were  acquired  a  century  or  more  ago  when  land  prices  and  building  costs 
were  only  a  fraction  of  today's  prices  and  costs.  Cost  data,  in  some

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instances,  include  estimates  from  old  records,  and  are  not  always 
precisely  accurate  representations  of  original  cost. 

Offsetting  this  tendency  to  understate  real  property  values  is  the 
fact  that  no  allowance  for  loss  of  value  as  a  result  of  depreciation  is 
reflected.   However,  because  the  data  represent  an  inventory  as  of  a 
given  date,  they  do  not  include  costs  of  structures  which  were  demolished 
prior  to  that  date.   As  additional  construction  or  acquisition  is  accom- 
plished, it  is  written  into  the  inventory  at  the  cost  to  the  United  States. 
The  original  cost  figure  is  of  significance  as  a  historical  measure  of 
the  military  real  property  holdings  of  the  Department  of  Defense,  and 
in  the  absence  of  current  appraised  valuations  (which  would  be  very 
costly  and  of  doubtful  utility),  is  the  only  monetary  measure  of  the 
Federal  proprietary  interest. 

The  data  on  cost  to  the  Government  do  not  include  the  amount  of 
rentals  paid  nor  the  value  of  the  property  under  lease.  These  data, 
however,  do  include  costs  of  complete  facilities  and  any  improvements 
made  thereto  and  owned  by  the  Government  on  the  leased  properties. 

At  the  request  of  the  House  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  an 
estimate  has  been  made  of  the  current  value  of  the  donated  land  and  of 
the  public  domain  land  which  is  controlled  by  the  Department  of  Defense. 
These  estimates  for  either  public  domain  or  donated  lands  are  not  included 
in  the  $202.5  billion  book  value  total  of  the  real  and  personal  property 
for  military  use  or  in  the  $13. 7  billion  total  reported  separately  for 
civil  functions. 
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The  estimates  for  public  domain  lands  are  shown  in  Tables  k   and  5. 
Table  k   shows  total  estimates  for  military  and  civil  functions  separately, 
and  Table  5  distributes  the  estimates  for  military  functions  by  military 
department . 

The  estimates  for  the  lands  donated  to  the  Department  of  Defense 
are  shown  in  Tables  6  and  J.     Table  6  shows  total  estimates  for  military 
and  civil  functions  separately,  and  Table  7  distributes  the  estimates  for 
military  functions  by  military  department.

Real  Property  in  Foreign  Countries  -  The  $4.6  billion  investment 
in  real  property  in  friendly  foreign  countries  represents  the  cost  of 
that  real  property  to  the  United  States.   It  consists  of  troop  and  family 
housing,  storage  facilities,  airfields,  maintenance,  facilities,  hospitals, 
and  various  other  kinds  of  real  property  required  by  our  armed  forces 
overseas . 

International  agreements  which  make  it  possible  to  station  our

investment  in  such  real  property.   In  recent  years  negotiation  of  such 
agreements  has  provided  some  recognition  of  the  residual  value  of 
United  States  facilities  constructed  with  appropriated  funds.   Occupancy, 
in  effect,  is  on  a  term  basis  varying  from  month  to  month  (revocable  at 
the  sole  discretion  of  the  host  government)  to  a  firm  term  of  99  years. 
Areas  occupied  vary  from  small  amounts  of  privately-owned  space  to 
large  holdings  of  host  governments. 

In  the  occupied  area  of  West  Berlin,  some  occupancies  have  been 
effected  through  the  use  of  requisitions.   These  occupancies  are  financed 
from  the  Berlin  Magistrate  Budgets  by  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany 
with  Deutschmarks.  This  report  includes  only  the  cost,  if  any,  to  the 
United  States  of  properties  in  this  area. 

During  the  past  few  years,  a  number  of  properties  in  Japan,  Korea, 
West  Germany,  the  Philippines,  France,  and  other  countries  have  been 
released  by  the  Department  of  Defense  to  the  governments  of  these  countries, 

In  certain  countries,  title  to  improvements  constructed  by  the 
Department  of  Defense  is  vested  in  the  United  States  until  termination 
of  agreements  by  which  occupancy  was  established.   Upon  expiration  of 
such  an  agreement  disposition  of  the  property  is  accomplished  in  accord- 
ance with  terms  of  the  agreement.   (Title  may  pass  automatically  to  the 
host  country  or  the  property  may  be  removed  or  sold  by  the  United  States 
or  its  ultimate  disposition  may  be  left  open  for  further  negotiations.) 
In  other  instances,  residual  value  clauses  provide  that,  upon  termination

of  agreements,  the  host  government  agrees  to  pay  the  residual  value  of  the 
improvements  constructed  by  the  Department  of  Defense  in  such  amounts  as 
may  be  jointly  agreed  upon  by  the  host  government  and  the  United  States. 

These  facts  emphasize  the  desirability  of  awareness  that  our  real 
property  in  foreign  countries  is  carried  on  the  books  of  the  Department 
of  Defense  and  in  this  report  at  its  cost  to  the  United  States.  The 
physical  facility  represented  by  an  investment  in  a  foreign  country  may 
be  identical  with  a  facility  within  the  United  States  owned  by  our 
Government  but  it  represents  a  very  different  type  of  an  investment.   It 
is  an  investment  arising  from  the  world  situation  at  the  time  it  was  made 
and  the  resulting  national  commitments  of  the  United  States. 

The  report  does  not  include  any  investment  by  the  United  States  for 
Infrastructure  (the  NATO  common  infrastructure  program),  which  is  a  term 
used  to  identify  the  fixed  military  facilities  needed  to  support  effective 
combat  operations  by  the  integrated  NATO  forces.   Construction  costs  for 
Infrascructure  facilities  are  shared  by  all  NATO  nations.  Actual  con- 
struction is  the  responsibility  of  the  nation  in  whose  territory  a  project 
is  located. 

Ownership  and  Status  -  The  figures  in  Table  3  show  that  on  a  cost 
basis  Qk-.k-   percent  of  the  military  real  property  controlled  is  located 
within  the  United  States.   Of  the  remainder,  3.7  percent  is  in  the  United 
States  possessions  and  U.9  percent  in  foreign  countries.  As  of  30  June 
I960  the  proportions  were  83. 1  for  United  States,  3.7  for  possessions, 
and  13.2  for  foreign  countries. 

The  distribution  by  military  department  of  world-wide  military 
real  property  of  the  Department  of  Defense  has  continued  to  change  with 
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the  Air  Force  total  moving  up  more  rapidly  than  that  of  the  other  two 
military  departments.  A  large  part  of  this  is  accounted  for  by  con- 
struction, which  has  been  larger  for  the  Air  Force  during  the  past  several 
years  than  for  the  other  two  military  departments.  As  of  11  years  ago 
(30  June  1957)*  "the  distribution  of  real  property  inventory,  on  a  dollar 
basis,  was  33*3  percent  for  Army,  33*0  percent  for  Navy  and  33*7  percent 
for  the  Air  Force.  Distribution  as  of  30  June  1968  was  29-7  percent  Army, 
28.2  percent  Navy  and  42.1  percent  Air  Force.  Whereas  the  major  portion 
of  the  indicated  increase  during  the  past  several  years  for  the  Air  Force 
is  from  new  construction,  a  small  part  is  due  to  improved  covereage  which 
occurred  during  the  1955-1958  years. 

On  a  dollar  cost  basis,  Air  Force  controlled  the  largest  portion 
(lj-1.3  percent)  of  the  Department  of  Defense  total  within  the  United  States, 
Navy  had  the  largest  part  (5O.5  percent)  of  properties  in  the  United  States 
possessions,  and  Air  Force  controlled  52.1  percent  of  the  Defense  total 
in  foreign  countries  on  30  June  1968.  As  of  the  end  of  FY  1966,  the 
Air  Force  proportion  of  the  Defense  total  in  foreign  countries  was  57-9 
percent.  A  portion  of  this  change  was  due  to  pull-out  from  France. 

It  should  be  recognized  that  from  the  standpoint  of  construction, 
Air  Force  installations  are  generally  newer  than  those  of  either  of  the 
Army  or  Navy,  and  thus,  their  costs  are  generally  more  fairly  represen- 
tative of  current  value.  Some  of  the  facilities  transferred  to  the 
Air  Force  during  the  late  19^0' s,  however,  fall  into  the  category  of  rather 
old  structures  for  which  original  costs  are  not  truly  representative  of 
current  values.  Only  as  new  construction  occurs  within  the  specified 
inventory  period  are  the  inventory  costs  more  indicative  of  current  values.

The  cost  of  properties  at  nonindustrial  installations  (training 
centers,  depots,  hospitals,  command  headquarters,  ports,  housing,  etc.) 
vas  86.5  percent  of  the  cost  of  all  properties  on  a  world-wide  basis; 
the  corresponding  percentage  for  the  preceding  year  was  85.6.  As  of  10 
years  ago  (30  June  1958)  the  nonindustrial  total  cost  was  79  percent  of 
the  total  dollar  cost.  This  proportion  for  nonindus trials  has  been 
increasing  slightly  during  the  past  few  years  because  new  construction 
is  generally  for  nonindustrial  types  of  facilities  and  because  several 
industrial  plants  have  been  sold  to  private  enterprise. 

Properties  at  installations  classified  as  industrial  totaled  $5.2 
billion  as  of  30  June  1968.  Of  this  total  46.3  percent  was  Navy,  4l-3 
percent  Army,  and  12. k   percent  Air  Force. 

Reference  to  Table  8  shows  that  properties  located  at  installations 
in  an  inactive  or  standby  status  on  a  world-wide  basis  cost  $1.9  billion, 
k.9   percent  of  all  properties.  As  of  the  end  of  the  preceding  year  the 
inactive  properties  were  inventoried  at  $2.4  billion,  or  6.3  percent  of 
all  world-wide  properties.  At  the  end  of  fiscal  year  i960  the  inactive 
properties  comprised  9-1  percent  of  all  properties.  The  general  trend 
of  reduction  of  properties  in  an  inactive  status  is  partially  the  result 
of  continuing  efforts  to  effect  prompt  disposals  and  return  property  to 
the  local  economy. 

Types  of  Properties  -  Table  9  shows  the  military  real  property  costs 
for  the  entire  Department  of  Defense  by  broad  geographical  locations  and 
by  major  facility  groupings.  The  largest  single  facility  group  is  the 
utilities  and  ground  improvements  group  which  is  made  up  mainly  of  heat, 
power,  water  and  sewer  systems  coupled  with  roads,  bridges,  walks  and

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parking  areas.  This  group  accounts  for  23-6  percent  of  the  entire  world- 
wide amount.  Next  in  order  is  the  operational  and  training  group  which 
comprises  23-2  percent  of  the  world-wide  total.   Housing  and  community 
facilities  make  up  21.9  percent  of  the  world-wide  total;  in  foreign 
countries  this  group  comprises  2^.8  percent  of  the  foreign  countries 
total. 

Tahle  10  shows  the  10  categories  of  real  property,  listed  in  order 
of  cost,  in  which  the  Department  of  Defense  has  the  largest  dollar 
investment.  These  data  are  illustrated  in  Chart  k.     The  10  categories 
on  a  world-wide  basis  represent  a  total  cost  of  $2^.2  billion  or  nearly 
two-thirds  (62.7  percent)  of  the  cost  of  all  Defense -controlled  real 
property. 

Family  housing  is  the  largest  single  category  followed  by  troop 
housing  and  airfield  pavements.  Family  housing  has  an  acquisition  cost 
of  $3-58  billion  and  comprises  9.3  percent  of  the  total  real  property 
investment.  Family  housing  inventory  rose  about  $83  million  during  the 
year  ending  30  June  1968  as  compared  with  only  $0.8  million  for  the 
preceding  year.  Some  of  this  increase  was  the  result  of  lifting  of  the 
restriction  deferring  construction  of  family  housing. 

The  total  world-wide  inventory  of  troop  housing  of  $3*07  billion  was 
about  $90  million  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  Troop  housing  makes 
UP  7*9  percent  of  the  total  world-wide  cost  for  the  three  military  depart- 
ments combined.  Airfield  pavements  and  maintenance  facilities  each  make 
up  7-7  percent  of  the  world-wide  inventory  cost. 

Comparable  data  on  the  10  largest  categories  within  the  United  States 
are  presented  for  each  of  the  military  departments  in  Tables  21  (Army), 
25  (Navy),  and  29  (Air  Force).

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The  cost  of  land  controlled  by  the  Department  of  Defense  represents 
only  1.7  percent  of  the  total  cost  of  all  real  property  controlled  by 
the  Department  of  Defense.  Cost  of  buildings,  on  the  other  hand, 
represents  55.4  percent  of  the  total  costs  of  military  real  property 
controlled.   Other  improvements  not  classified  as  buildings  such  as 
airfield  pavements,  communication  towers,  utility  systems,  operational 
and  test  structures,  and  roads  and  streets  account  for  42.9  percent. 

Table  11  shows  the  cost  of  buildings  by  broad  geographical  areas 
and  by  military  department.  The  over-all  inventory  cost  of  buildings, 
world-wide  is  $21.4  billion  as  compared  with  $21.2  billion  one  year 
earlier  and  $21.1  billion  two  years  earlier.   From  Table  11,  it  may  be 
noted  that  about  one-half  of  the  Navy  and  Air  Force  properties  are 
classified  as  buildings,  on  a  dollar  basis;  for  Army  about  two-thirds 
of  the  properties  are  classified  as  buildings.   Of  the  total  cost  for 
buildings  39  percent  is  for  buildings  in  Air  Force  inventory,  35  percent 
for  buildings  in  Army  inventory,  and  26  percent  for  buildings  in  Navy 
inventory. 

Lease  Rentals  -  The  total  world-wide  annual  rental  bill  paid  for 
properties  used  by  the  Department  of  Defense  on  the  basis  of  leases  in 
effect  on  30  June  1968  was  $60-54  million  as  compared  with  $68.85  million 
one  year  earlier  and  $58.65  million  two  years  earlier.  The  drop  of  $8.3 
million  amounted  to  a  12  percent  decrease.   The  largest  change  occurred 
in  Army  leases  in  foreign  countries  which  were  reduced  $11  million. 
Air  Force  leases  in  foreign  countries  increased  about  one  million  dollars 
during  the  year.   Of  all  rentals  paid  65  percent  are  for  properties  in 
foreign  countries.  Table  12  shows  annual  rentals  paid.

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Offsetting  in  part  the  $60.5^  million  paid  out  in  rentals  were 
receipts  of  $8.7^  million  for  properties  leased  to  others  on  the  basis 
of  leases  in  effect  at  the  end  of  the  year  (see  Table  13).  The  1968 
total  was  about  k  percent  more  than  that  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
bulk  (97  percent)  of  rental  receipts  was  for  properties  in  the  United 
States.  About  50  percent  of  total  receipts  were  from  Army,  33  percent 
from  Navy,  and  17  percent  from  Air  Force  properties  leased  to  others. 

Acreage  Controlled  -  The  Department  of  Defense  through  the  three 
military  departments  controlled  a  total  of  28.99  million  acres  of  land 
throughout  the  world  on  30  June  1968  (Table  Ik) .  This  was  a  decrease  of 
k-96   thousand  acres,  or  1.7  percent  less  than  the  29.48  million  acres 
reported  a  year  earlier.  The  world-wide  holdings  on  30  June  1966  of 
the  Department  of  Defense  were  almost  6  million  acres  less  than  the  35 '0 
million  of  30  June  1957*  H  years  earlier. 

The  reductions  during  FY  1968  of  4-91  thousand  acres  for  the 
United  States  and  39  thousand  for  foreign  countries  were  offset  slightly 
by  an  increase  of  3^  thousand  for  possessions.  The  reductions  in  foreign 
countries  resulted  from  return  of  acreages  to  the  government  while  part 
of  the  apparent  reductions  in  the  United  States  were  a  reflection  of 
acreage  adjustments. 

Of  the  total  reduction  of  k96   thousand  acres,  385  thousand  were 
Army,  7^  tnousand  Navy,  and  37  thousand  Air  Force.  Each  of  the  three 
military  departments  had  increases  in  acreage  in  the  possessions  as 
contrasted  with  reductions  for  each  in  foreign  countries. 

The  largest  recorded  change  within  the  major  types  of  land  tenure 
was  in  land  used  on  a  temporary  basis  which  was  reduced  31^-  thousand 
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acres.   Zhe  eve rail  amount  of  land  leased  from  others  dropped  47  thousand 
acres  and  the  amount  of  owned  land  vas  lower  by  17  thousand  acres. 

Total  land  holdings  include  owned,  withdrawn  from  the  public  domain, 
used  on  a  temporary  permit,  leased  and  various  occupancy  rights 
(easements  and  foreign  rights  of  different  types).   The  distribution 
of  vorld-vide  acreage  controlled  by  the  Department  of  Defense  is  shown 
in  Table  14  and  Char-*;  5.   Table  15  shows  the  type  of  occupancy  of  the 
land  on  a  geographic  basis.   Reference  to  Table  15  shows  that  more  than 
one  lalf  (63  percent)  of  the  total  acreage  used  in  the  United  States  is 
classified  as  public  domain  land. 

Of  Defense -controlled  acreages,  about  91  percent  is  within  the 
United  States,  one  percent  in  the  United  States  possessions,  and  8 
percent  in  foreign  countries.   The  Army  has  47. 0  percent,  the  Air  Force 
37-5  percent,  and  the  Navy  I5.5  percent  of  the  total  world-wide  acreage  of 
the  Department  of  Defense. 

Acreage  controlled  by  the  military  departments  in  the  United  States 
represents  1.16  percent  of  the  total  land  area  in  the  50  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  26,331*964  acres  owned  or  leased,  or  under 
permit,  represent  about  4l,l43  square  miles.  This  total  DOD- controlled 
acreage  in  the  50  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  is  a  little  more 
than  the  land  area  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  The  relationship  of  the 
Defense -controlled  lands  to  the  total  acreage  in  the  United  States  is 
shown  in  Table  16. 

In  each  of  5  states  the  Department  of  Defense  controls  more  than 
2  million  acres  and  nearly  2  million  acres  in  a  sixth  state.  The  6 
are,  in  order  of  magnitude  of  acreage  controlled:  California,  Arizona, 
Nevada,  5ev  Mexico,  Alaska,  and  Utah.  Total  acreage  in  these  6  states 
under  Department  of  Defense  control  is  19.3  million,  representing  73. 1

Of 
all  DOD  controlled  acreage  within  the  United  States  nearly  one-sixth 
(16.5  percent)  is  in  California.  Tahle  17  lists  the  total  cost  and 
acreage  included  in  Defense-controlled  real  property  for  each  state  and 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  8  states  in  which  the  Department  of  Defense  has  more  than 
1  billion  dollar  investment  in  real  property  in  order  of  magnitude  of 
investment  are  California,  Texas,  Alaska,  Virginia,  Florida,  Maryland, 
New  York,  and  Hawaii.  Total  costs  of  the  military  real  property  controlled 
in  these  8  states  ($l4.6  billion)  represent  45  percent  of  the  total 
controlled  in  the  50  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Property  in 
California  totals  $4.5  billion  or  nearly  l4  percent  of  the  total  controlled 
by  the  Department  of  Defense  within  the  United  States. 
3.   Department  of  the  Army 

Real  properties  owned  and  controlled  on  a  world-wide  basis  by  the 
Department  of  Army  on  30  June  1968  cost  $11.46  billion,  an  increase  of 
1.9  percent  over  the  $11.24  billion  one  year  earlier.  Reductions  of 
$184  million  due  to  disposals  of  installations  in  France  and  $42  million 
because  of  disposal  of  installations  in  the  United  States  were  more  than 
offset  by  new  construction  both  in  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries. 
Of  the  Army  world-wide  total  on  a  cost  basis,  87.3  percent  was  located 
within  the  United  States,  2.6  percent  in  U.  S.  possessions,  and  10.1 
percent  in  foreign  countries. 

Annual  rentals  ($37.61  million)  paid  by  Army  for  property  it  was 
leasing  on  30  June  1968  was  about  22  percent  less  than  the  $48.27  million 
at  the  previous  year  end.  This  net  decrease  was  accounted  for  largely 
by  reductions  in  oversea  areas;  the  United  States  amount  of  $10. 60  million 
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was  $394  thousand  more  than  that  for  the  preceding  year.   Of  the  total 
Army  rental  bill  about  72  percent  is  now  for  properties  in  foreign  countries 
as  compared  with  46  percent  at  the  end  of  FY  1965.   A  large  part  of  the 
rentals  paid  in  foreign  countries  are  for  facilities  in  connection  with 
Southeast  Asia  operations. 

On  the  basis  of  leases  in  effect  on  30  June  1968,  the  Army  was 
receiving  $4.4  million  for  properties  it  was  outleasing.  Part  of  this 
is  for  grazing  and  agricultural  uses. 

Total  world-wide  acreage  under  Army  control  as  of  30  June  1968  was 
13.66  million  acres;  92.3  percent  within  the  United  States,  1.0  percent 
in  U.  S.  possessions,  and  6.7  percent  in  foreign  countries.  The  net 
decrease  of  385  thousand  acres  during  the  year  was  made  up  of  a  decrease 
of  389  thousand  in  the  United  States,  a  decrease  of  9  thousand  in  foreign 
countries,  and  an  increase  of  13  thousand  in  United  States  possessions. 

Military  real  property  under  Army  control  within  the  United  States 
as  of  30  June  1968  has  a  total  cost  of  almost  10  billion  dollars,  about 
seven-eights  of  the  Army  world-wide  total  of  $11.5  billion.  Of  the  total 
world-wide  Army  increase  of  $2l6  million  during  the  year,  $174  million  was 
in  the  United  States,  $18  million  in  foreign  countries,  and  $l4  million  in 
possessions.  Of  the  increase  in  the  United  States  about  $54  million  was 
accounted  for  by  a  transfer  of  some  properties  from  the  Air  Force. 

The  proportion  of  Army  installations  in  an  active  status,  on  a  dollar 
cost  basis,  within  the  U.  S.  was  90.8  percent  as  compared  with  90. 6  percent 
one  year  earlier.  Table  18  presents  cost  and  rental  data  reported  by  the 
Army  for  the  military  real  property  under  its  control  within  the  United 
States  on  30  June  1968.

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On  a  basis  of  cost  to  the  Government,  Army's  nonindustrial 
installations  within  the  United  States  constituted  78.5  percent  of  the 
cost  of  all  Army  installations  in  the  United  States.  Based  on  cost, 
91.4  percent  of  the  Army  nonindustrial  type  installations  in  the 
United  States  were  in  an  active  status. 

The  percent  of  industrial  installation  property  in  an  active 
status  remained  at  88.8  percent.  As  of  three  years  ago  the  proportion 
was  only  70.2;  the  increase  results  from  reactivation  of  several 
industrials  during  FY  1966  and  FY  1967.   Of  the  active  industrial 
installations,  k-0   percent  on  a  dollar  basis,  was  operated  by  the 
Government  and  the  remainder  (60  percent)  was  operated  by  contractors. 

Annual  rentals  paid  by  Army  for  property  it  leases  in  the  United 
States,  amounting  to  $10.6  million,  were  offset  considerably  by  rentals 
received  in  the* amount  of  $4.3  million.  Of  the  rentals  received,  53 
percent  was  from  industrial  properties. 

The  total  acreage  controlled  by  Army  within  the  United  States  is 
reported  in  Table  19  by  status  and  by  type  of  tenure  and  installation. 
Of  the  12.61  million  acres  controlled  by  the  Army  within  the  United 
States,  4.05  million  (32  percent)  were  owned  and  7-35  million  (58 
percent)  were  public  domain  lands.  Part  of  a  sizeable  reduction  in 
acreage  in  the  temporary  use  classification  resulted  from  an  adjustment 
made  to  eliminate  those  lands  formerly  reported  as  leased  and  permitted 
in  which  the  Army  had  rights  to  use  only  on  occasion  for  a  specific 
operation. 

The  acreage  and  cost  to  the  Government  of  the  military  real 
property  controlled  by  Army  in  each  of  the  States  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  within  the  United  States  are  shown  in  Table  20.  Five  states

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had  Army  real  properties  costing  more  than  one-half  billion  dollars;  in 
order  of  magnitude  these  were  Virginia,  Texas,  California,  Alaska  and 
Maryland.  The  cost  ($3.03  billion)  of  the  properties  in  these  five 
states  constituted  30  percent  of  Army's  total  United  States  cost. 

The  total  acreage  (7.6  million)  controlled  by  Army  in  the  four 
States  each  having  over  one  million  acres;  i.e.,  New  Mexico,  Alaska, 
California  and  Arizona,  constituted  about  60  percent  of  the  Army 
United  States  acreage.  Virtually  all  (98  percent)  of  the  public  domain 
land  under  Army  control  was  located  in  the  five  States  of  New  Mexico, 
Alaska,  Arizona,  Utah  and  California.  The  total  acreage  controlled  in 
New  Mexico  by  the  Army  makes  up  nearly  25  percent  of  all  Army  acreage  in 
the  United  States. 

The  10  categories  of  real  property  in  which  Army  has  the  greatest 
dollar  investment  in  the  United  States  are  presented  in  Table  21.  They 
are  illustrated  in  Chart  6  along  with  Navy  and  Air  Force  data.  The  total 
cost  represented  by  the  10  largest  Army  categories  is  $6.h8   billion,  6k. 8 
percent  or  almost  two-thirds  of  the  total  Army  United  States  cost.  During 
the  year  ending  30  June  1968  the  same  categories  made  up  the  10  largest; 
however,  there  was  some  shifting  in  the  last  five  categories. 

Troop  housing  with  $1.11  billion  is  the  largest  category.  Family 
housing  is  in  the  number  two  position,  following  troop  housing,  with 
investment  of  $986  million  in  dwelling  units  in  the  United  States. 
Troop  housing  and  family  housing  constitute  11.1  and  9.9  percent,  respec- 
tively, of  the  total  Army  property  inventory  cost  in  the  United  States. 
The  third  category  (22,721  miles  of  roads  and  streets)  has  a  cost  of 
$876  million.

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Department  of  the  Army  real  properties  in  foreign  countries  repre- 
sented a  cost  of  $1.16  "billion  on  30  June  1968  as  compared  with  about 
$800  million  six  years  earlier.  Army  net  investment  in  foreign  countries 
increased  $18  million  during  the  year  despite  sizeable  disposals  in 
France. 

The  Army  had  control  through  base  rights  and  leases  of  910  thousand 
acres  in  foreign  countries  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1968.   In  possessions 
about  1^2  thousand  acres  were  under  Army  control. 

Troop  housing  continued  to  comprise  the  Army's  largest  cost 
category  in  foreign  countries.  In  U.  S.  possessions,  troop  housing 
is  the  third  largest  category,  dollar  wise,  preceded  by  R&D  test 
facilities  and  family  housing. 
k.        Department  of  the  Navy 

Real  property  controlled  and  used  by  the  Navy  on  a  world-wide 
basis  cost  $10.9  billion,  an  increase  of  $152  million  dollars  (1.4 
percent)  from  that  reported  one  year  earlier.  Of  the  $152  million 
increase,  $92  million  was  in  the  United  States,  $27  million  in  possessions, 
and  $33  million  in  foreign  countries. 

Annual  rentals  paid  by  the  Navy  on  a  world-wide  basis,  as  of 
30  June  1968,  amounted  to  $7*1  million  as  compared  to  $6.7  million 
one  year  earlier.  An  increase  of  $551  thousand  in  the  United  States 
was  partly  offset  by  a  decrease  of  $110  thousand  in  foreign  countries. 
Overall  rental  payments  by  the  Navy  were  offset  significantly  by  rental 
receipts  of  $2.9  million  for  use  of  Navy  properties. 

Navy's  acreage  controlled,  on  a  world-wide  basis,  was  4.48  million 
acres  as  compared  with  13-66  million  for  the  Army  and  10. 85  million 
for  the  Air  Force.  During  the  year,  world-wide  acreage  controlled 
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by  the  Navy  decreased  fk   thousand  acres,  or  1.6  percent.   Of  this 
decrease  65  thousand  acres  was  in  the  United  States  and  12  thousand  in 
foreign  countries  offset  slightly  by  an  increase  of  3  thousand  in 
possessions. 

On  a  cost  basis,  83.7  percent  of  Navy -controlled  property  is 
located  within  the  United  States,  6.7  percent  in  the  U.  S.  possessions, 
and  9.6   percent  in  foreign  countries.  Table  22  presents  data  showing 
costs  and  rentals  for  Navy-controlled  installations  in  the  United  States 
by  nonindustrial  and  industrial  types. 

Of  Navy  properties  controlled  on  30  June  1968  within  the 
United  States  k.l   percent  was  at  inactive  installations,  measured 
on  a  cost  basis.  Properties  classified  as  industrial  type  facilities 
comprised  on  a  cost  basis  28.8  percent  of  the  Navy  real  properties 
within  the  United  States. 

Of  the  total  acreage  Navy  had  under  its  control  within  the 
United  States  on  30  June  1968,  32  percent,  or  1.3^-  million  acres, 
was  owned  outright.  An  additional  2.26  million  acres  (5^  percent 
of  the  total)  were  public  domain  lands. 

The  data  in  Table  23  provide  certain  detail  relative  to  Navy 
acreage  by  type  of  tenure  and  installation.  A  large  part  of  the  decrease 
in  the  United  States  total  was  in  temporary  use  acreage  (that  held 
under  permit)  in  the  State  of  California.  Of  total  acreage  controlled  by  the 
Navy  in  the  United  States,  97-^  percent  was  located  at  installations 
which  were  in  an  active  status  on  30  June  1968.

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In  Table  2k   data  are  presented  showing  State  detail  as  to  total 
cost  and  acreage  of  the  military  real  property  controlled  by  Navy 
within  the  United  States.  Navy  has  properties  exceeding  one-half 
billion  dollars  in  cost  in  the  four  States  of  California,  Virginia, 
Hawaii,  and  Maryland.  These  properties  make  up  $4.3  billion  or  kj 
percent  of  the  cost  of  Navy  properties  in  the  United  States.  The 
cost  to  the  U.  S.  Government  of  Department  of  the  Navy  real  property 
in  the  State  of  California  amounted  to  $2.29  billion  on  30  June  1968. 
This  was  25  percent  of  the  $9-l4  billion  cost  of  all  Navy  Department 
real  property  in  the  United  States. 

In  terms  of  acreage,  67  percent  of  the  Navy  United  States  total 
on  30  June  1968  was  California  land.  This  amounted  to  2-79  million 
of  the  Navy  U.  S.  total  of  4.15  million  acres.  The  next  largest 
amount  (270  thousand)  is  in  Nevada.  The  public  domain  land  (1.7^ 
million  acres)  used  by  the  Navy  in  California  represents  77  percent  of 
the  Navy  U.  S.  total  (2.26  million  acres)  of  public  domain  land. 

The  10  real  property  categories  representing  the  greatest  cost 
to  Navy  are  shown  in  Table  25  and  are  illustrated  in  Chart  6.  In 
total,  they  constitute  6l.6  percent  ($5.6  billion)  of  the  over-all 
Navy  real  property  costs  in  the  United  States.  The  broad  diversifi- 
cation of  Navy  activities  in  the  country  is  illustrated  by  the  data 
in  Table  25.  While  shipbuilding  is  one  of  the  Navy's  leading  peace- 
time activities  and  accounts  for  a  large  part  of  its  industrial 
activity,  the  Navy  has  numerous  other  activities  of  importance  within 
the  industrial  field,  namely,  ordnance  plants,  various  test  stations 
(underwater  laboratories,  torpedo,  radar,  electronics,  ballistics, 
etc.)*  propellant  plants,  ammunition  depots,  and  other  munitions  type

Of  the  Navy  real  property  world-wide  total,  9*6  percent  ($1.05 
billion)  was  in  foreign  countries  as  of  30  June  1968.   At  the  end 
of  the  previous  year  the  amount  was  $1.01  billion.   Investment  in 
U.  S.  possessions  by  the  Navy  totaled  $725  million  at  end  of  fiscal 
year  1968. 

Acreage  controlled  by  the  Navy  in  foreign  countries  as  of 
30  June  1968  amounted  to  2^3  thousand  as  compared  with  256  thousand 
one  year  earlier.   The  amount  of  acreage  controlled  as  of  30  June  1968 
by  the  Navy  in  possessions  was  85  thousand  acres. 
5-  Department  of  the  Air  Force 

Real  property  under  Air  Force  control  throughout  the  world 
on  30  June  1968  cost  the  Government  $16.28  billion  as  compared  with 
$16.50  billion  one  year  earlier.  This  represented  k2   percent  of 
the  Department  of  Defense  total  investment  in  military  real  property. 
The  Air  Force  total  decreased  1.3  percent  during  the  year.  Increases 
of  $101  million  in  foreign  countries  and  $20  million  in  properties  in 
the  United  States  possessions  were  offset  by  a  decrease  of  $33^-  million 
for  the  United  States.  Investment  in  real  properties  of  the  Air  Force 
outside  of  the  United  States  on  30  June  1968  comprised  17-3  percent 
of  all  Air  Force  properties. 
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Air  Force  annual  rentals  paid  for  property  used  throughout  the 
world  on  the  basis  of  leases  in  effect  on  30  June  1968  amounted  to 
$15.8  million  as  compared  with  $13*9  million  for  the  preceding  year 
end.   Of  the  $15-8  million,  58  percent  was  for  properties  in  foreign 
countries  and  k2   percent  for  properties  in  the  United  States.   Of  the 
$1.9  million  increase  during  FY  1968  in  rentals  paid  by  the  Air  Force 
$1  million  was  in  foreign  countries  and  $0.9  million  in  the  United 
States. 

Returns  to  the  Air  Force  on  the  basis  of  leases  in  effect  on 
30  June  1968  for  Air  Force  properties  used  by  others  amounted  to  $1.W»- 
million.  This  was  a  lk   percent  increase  over  the  $1.26  million  reported 
for  the  previous  year. 

Land  controlled  by  the  Air  Force  throughout  the  world  totaled 
IO.85  million  acres  on  30  June  1968,  a  decrease  of  37  thousand  acres 
from  the  10. 89  million  acres  reported  a  year  earlier.  Decreases  of 
38  thousand  acres  in  the  United  States  and  18  thousand  in  foreign 
countries  were  partly  offset  by  an  increase  of  19  thousand  acres 
for  the  United  States  possessions.  The  1968  world-wide  amount  is 
the  lowest  reported  during  the  past  15  years  and  is  8.3O  million  acres 
less  than  the  19«15  million  acres  reported  by  the  Air  Force  on 
30  June  1957- 

The  data  in  Table  26  show  that  military  real  property  controlled 
by  the  Air  Force  within  the  United  States  represented  a  cost  to  the 
Government  of  $13-5  billion.   Of  the  total  world-wide  Air  Force 
investment,  83  percent  represented  installations  within  the  United 
States,  2  percent  in  U.  S.  possessions  and  15  percent  in  foreign 
countries.

Of  the  I6.5  million  acres  held  as  withdrawals  from  public  domain 
by  the  Department  of  Defense  within  the  United  States,  the  Air  Force 
controls  nearly  k2   percent.  Much  of  this  land  is  used  for  missile 
ranges  and  advanced  fighter  bomber  training.   Of  the  9-6  million 
acres  held  by  Air  Force  in  the  United  States  on  30  June  1968,  1.6 
million  (17  percent)  was  owned  and  6.9  million  (72  percent)  was  public 
domain  land.  Table  27  provides  additional  detail  on  categories  of 
lands  held  by  the  Air  Force. 

The  state  pattern  of  military  real  property  controlled  by  the 
Air  Force  is  shown  in  Table  28.  The  Air  Force  has  properties  costing 
more  than  one-half  billion  dollars  in  the  States  of  California,  Texas, 
Alaska,  Florida,  Ohio,  and  North  Dakota.  These  properties  amount  to 
l«-0  percent  of  the  total  cost  for  the  Air  Force  in  the  United  States. 
Those  properties  in  California,  on  an  investment  basis,  are  12  percent 
of  the  Air  Force  U.  S.  total.  The  Air  Force  has  some  real  properties 
in  each  of  the  50  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.

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The  acreage  of  land  controlled  in  Nevada  and  Arizona,  each  with 
over  2  million  acres  comprised  60  percent  of  the  total  Air  Force- 
controlled  acreage  in  this  country.  Two  other  states  (Florida  and 
Utah)  each  have  well  over  one -half  million  acres  in  use  by  the 
Air  Force.  The  land  (7.3  million  acres)  in  these  four  states  makes  up 
77  percent  of  the  land  controlled  by  the  Air  Force  in  the  United  States, 
The  major  part  (89  percent)  of  the  Air  Force-controlled  acreages  in 
these  four  states  is  land  from  the  public  domain. 

On  the  basis  of  cost,  Table  29  presents  the  10  largest  categories 
of  Air  Force -controlled  real  property  in  the  United  States.  The 
comparisons  are  shown  in  Chart  6.  The  total  cost  of  these  10  major 
categories  ($9«7  billion)  represented  72  percent  of  the  Air  Force 
total  cost  within  the  United  States.  Land  operational  facilities 
with  $1.7  billion  accounted  for  the  largest  segment  of  total  Air  Force 
investment  within  the  United  States.  Three  other  categories  costing 
more  than  one  billion  dollars  each  were  airfield  pavements,  family 
housing,  and  maintenance  facilities.  Operational  facilities  repre- 
sented 12.8  percent,  airfield  pavements  12.0  percent,  family  housing 
10.5  percent  and  maintenance  facilities  8.2  percent  of  the  total     / 
Air  Force  investment  in  real  property  in  the  United  States. 

Air  Force -controlled  properties  in  foreign  countries,  on  the 
basis  of  cost,  amounted  to  $2 A  billion  on  30  June  1968  as  compared 
with  $2.3  billion  for  the  previous  year  end.  Of  the  Department  of 
Defense  investment  in  all  real  property  in  foreign  countries,  52 
percent  was  under  Air  Force  control  on  30  June  1968.  Air  Force 
investment  in  possessions  totaled  $409  million  at  the  end  of  fiscal 
year  1968. 
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Foreign  base  rights  of  varying  types  held  by  the  Air  Porce  in 
foreign  countries  involved  1.21  million  acres  of  land.  This  was  18 
thousand  less  than  the  amount  at  the  previous  year  end  as  a  result 
of  return  of  some  segments  of  acreage  to  host  governments.  In 
possessions  the  Air  Force  now  controls  73  thousand  acres. 

Airfield  pavements  constitute  the  single  largest  Air  Force 
investment  category  in  foreign  countries  followed  by  land  operational 
facilities  and  troop  housing.  In  possessions,  airfield  pavements  is 
the  largest  single  category  followed  by  family  housing  and  troop 
housing  in  order  of  United  States  investment. 
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Section  B  -  Military  Construction  in  Progress 

The  cost  of  work  in  place,  as  reported  by  the  military  departments, 
on  construction  projects  which  has  been  started  but  not  completed  and 
transferred  to  the  inventory,  is  shown  by  major  geographical  areas  in 
Table  30.   The  cost  reported  represents  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials 
incorporated  on  the  construction  projects.   The  Federal  Government  has 
a  property  interest  in  these  projects  -  most  of  them  are  being  built  on 
Government -owned  land. 

Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  project  and  acceptance  by  the 
military  department,  the  total  cost  of  the  completed  project  is  added 
to  the  real  property  inventory  account  of  the  respective  department. 
On  inclusion  in  inventory  the  amount  is  no  longer  shown  as  construction 
work  in  progress;  thus,  the  amounts  in  Table  30  may  vary  considerably 
from  year  to  year. 

As  of  the  year  ending  30  June  1968,  the  amount  of  military 
construction  in  place  for  active  projects  was  $1.76  billion  as  compared 
with  $1.65  billion  at  the  previous  year  end.   An  additional  $4.4  billion 
was  in  place  on  Civil  Works  projects  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers.

PART  II  -  MILITARY  PERSONAL  PROPERTY 

Section  A  -  Inventory  of  Military  Equipment  and  Supplies  in  the 
Consolidated  Supply  Systems  and  in  Stock  Funds 


1.  General 

This  section  of  the  report  deals  with  the  inventories  in  the 
supply  systems  of  the  Department  of  Defense.  For  each  of  the  four 
military  services,  and  for  the  Defense  Supply  Agency,  dollar  data  are 
presented  in  terms  of  the  major  purposes  for  which  the  supplies  and 
equipment  are  held. 

Secretary  of  Defense  logistics  guidance  establishes  an  objective 
for  acquisition  of  materiel  related  to  the  Approved  Forces  specified 
in  the  Five  Year  Defense  Program.   This  objective  is  the  quantity  of 
an  item  authorised  for  peacetime  acquisition  to  equip  and  sustain  these 
U.S.  forces  in  peacetime  and  in  wartime,  from  D-Day  through  the  period 
and  at  the  levels  prescribed  by  such  guidance.  Assets  in  excess  of  this 
level  may  also  be  retained,  within  prescribed  limits,  to  support  these 
forces  and  Specified  Allied  Forces,  and  for  other  retention  objectives. 

The  inventories  in  the  following  tables  are,  therefore,  stratified 
into  those  held  for  the  Approved  Force  of  the  component,  as  well  as 
economic  retention  stock,  contingency  retention  stock,  Allied  Force 
retention  stock,  and  potential  DOD  excess  stock  for  which  disposal 
action  has  not  yet  been  initiated.  Those  stocks  that  have  been  earmarked 
for  Military  Assistance  Programs  although  not,  as  of  the  date  of  report- 
ing, delivered,  are  also  shown.  The  inventories  are  also  subclassified 
into  broad  commodity  categories  representing  families  of  similar  kinds 
of  items. 

Inventories  are  accounted  for  in  the  supply  systems  of  the  military 
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services  and  the  Defense  Supply  Agency  from  time  of  acceptance  until 
they  have  been  issued  to  a  using  unit.  The  supply  system  inventories 
are  those  being  held  in  the  storage  or  warehousing  facilities  of  these 
services  for  issue  to  the  user.  They  constitute  that  segment  of  the 
overall  materiel  supply  system  which  is  defined  in  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff  dictionary  as  the  "phase  of  military  supply  which  extends  from 
receipt  of  finished  supplies  by  the  military  services  through  issue  for 
use  or  consumption". 

The  stocks  are  physically  located  at  depots,  posts,  camps,  stations, 
and  bases  in  the  United  States  and  possessions,  and  in  foreign  countries. 
They  are  stored  in  warehouses,  open  storage  spaces,  ammunition  dumps, 
fuel  tanks,  etc. 

Supply  items  which  have  been  issued  to  the  consuming  military 
units,  such  as  divisions,  air-wings,  and  most  ships,  are  not  considered 
as  assets  of  the  supply  system.  These  items  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
ultimate  user  and  as  such  are  carried  in  unit  records  until  consumed, 
destroyed,  captured,  lost,  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

In  this  category,  throughout  the  Department  of  Defense  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  report,  are  ships,  complete  aircraft,  complete  ICBM  and 
IRBM  missiles,  and  space  vehicles  which  are  generally  considered  to  be 
operational  weapons  systems  and  not  supply  system  items.  The  Navy  and 
Air  Force  do  not  accept  aircraft  and  these  types  of  missiles  into  the 
supply  system  nor  are  they  returned  to  the  supply  system  for  overhaul 
or  modification,  control  being  retained  in  operational  commands.  The 
Army  follows  a  different  practice  for  aircraft  and  maintains  supply 
system  inventories  which  are  issued  upon  requisition  the  same  as  supply 
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items.   To  be  consistent  in  this  report,  however,  Army  inventories  of 
aircraft  have  been  excluded  from  the  supply  system  tables  and  are  carried 
as  "in-use". 

Part  II,  Section  B,  of  this  report  includes  data  on  major  items  which 
have  been  issued  from  the  supply  system  to  the  ultimate  users  and  are 
still  in  the  hands  of  the  user.   If  such  an  item  in  a  military  unit 
becomes  unserviceable,  it  is  normally  replaced  by  a  serviceable  item 
from  the  supply  system.   The  unserviceable  item  (if  of  a  repairable 
type)  is  returned  to  the  supply  system  where  it  may  be  repaired  and  put 
back  in  supply  channels  or  declared  excess  and  disposed  of. 

Also  not  included  in  the  supply  inventory  totals  is  the  value  of 
excess  stocks  for  which  disposal  action  has  been  initiated.   Table  45 
consists  of  the  value  of  such  stocks  as  well  as  excess  and  surplus  stocks 
from  other  sources  such  as  using  units. 

Stock  Funds 

Stock  funds  do  not  constitute  a  separate  supply  system.   They  are 
operational  and  financial  systems  employed  by  the  military  services  and 
the  Defense  Supply  Agency  principally  to  facilitate  financial  control 
over  con sumption -type  supply  items  for  which  there  is  recurring  demand. 
The  stock  fund  mechanism  permits  the  Services  to  handle  inventories  of 
such  continuous  demand  items  on  a  replacement  basis  much  as  private 
business  firms  do  when  they  replace  stocks  depleted  by  sales  with  new 
stocks  purchased  with  the  proceeds  from  such  sales.   Stock  fund  inven- 
tories for  each  military  service  and  the  Defense  Supply  Agency  are  shown 
separately  in  this  section;  however,  they  are  also  included,  as  a  one-line 
entry,  in  the  overall  totals  for  the  entire  supply  system  of  each  military 
service. 
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Reporting  of  Inventory  Categories  and  Strata 

Data  representing  the  dollar  value  of  inventories  in  the  aggregate 
supply  system,  both  the  items  which  are  financed  by  stock  funds  and  those 
financed  by  appropriated  funds,  are  shown  for  each  of  the  military  services 
and  the  Defense  Supply  Agency  (stock  fund  only)  in  the  numbered  tables 
in  this  section. 

Each  of  these  tables  shows  the  dollar  amount  of  inventories  in  each 
major  commodity  category  (groupings  of  similar  kinds  of  supplies  and 
equipment  as  reported  by  the  services)  and  in  each  stratum  (groupings 
according  to  the  purpose  for  which  the  supplies  are  retained). 

The  stratification  accounts  in  use  by  the  services  and  DSA  are  uni- 
formly prescribed  by  DOD  Instruction  UlU0.l8,  and  are  (l)  Approved  Force 
Acquisition,  (2)  Approved  Force  Retention,  (3)  Economic  Retention,  (k) 
Contingency  Retention,  (5)  Allied  Force  Retention,  and  (6)  Potential 
Excess  Stocks.  These  inventory  accounts  are  defined  as  follows: 

a.  Approved  Force  Acquisition  Stock  is  the  value  of  assets  allocated 
to  the  Approved  Force  Acquisition  Objective,  which  is  the  quantity  of  an 
item  authorized  for  peacetime  acquisition  to  equip  and  sustain  the  U.  S. 
Approved  Force  in  peacetime  and  in  wartime  for  the  period  and  at  the  level 
of  support  prescribed  by  the  latest  logistics  guidance  issued  by  the 
Secretary  of  Defense.   Stocks  in  this  stratum  held  by  one  service  are  not 
required  to  be  transferred  to  another  service  without  reimbursement,  but 
all  other  strata  are  subject  to  transfer  without  reimbursement. 

b.  Approved  Force  Retention  Stock  (AFRLS)  is  the  value  of  the  assets  allo- 
cated to  the  Approved  Force  Retention  Level,  which  is  the  quantity,  in 
addition  to  the  Approved  Force  Acquisition  Objective,  that  is  required 
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to  equip  and  sustain  the  Approved  Forces  from  D-Day  until  production 
equals  the  rate  at  which  the  item  is  required. 

c.  Economic  Retention  Stock  (ERS)  is  the  value  of  assets  excess  to 
the  Approved  Force  Retention  Level  which,  it  has  been  determined, 

will  be  more  economical  to  retain  for  future  issue  than  to  replenish 
by  procurement. 

d.  Contingency  Retention  Stock  (CRS)  is  the  value  of  assets  excess  to 
the  Approved  Force  Retention  Level  which  normally  would  be  allocated 

to  Potential  DOD  Excess  but  which,  it  has  been  determined,  will  be 
retained  for  possible  contingencies  for  U.  S.  Forces. 

e.  Allied  Force  Retention  Stock  (AFRS)  is  the  value  of  assets  excess  to 
the  U.  S.  Approved  Force  Retention  Level  which  are  required  to  equip 

and  sustain  Specified  Allied  Forces  to  the  degree  and  at  the  rate 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Defense. 

f .  Potential  DOD  Excess  Stock  is  the  value  of  assets  above  all 
authorized  retention  levels  of  the  reporting  DOD  component  which  are 

in  process  of  screening  for  utilization,  but  for  which  final  determina- 
tion as  DOD  excess  has  not  been  made. 

In  addition  to  the  stratified  stocks  shown  above,  the  tables  that 
follow  show  Undelivered  MAP,  which  represents  the  value  of  assets  for 
which  military  assistance  grant  aid  orders  have  been  received,  but  for 
which  constructive  delivery  to  the  Military  Assistance  Program  has  not 
been  made.  Also  shown,  are  unstratified  stocks  consisting  of  in  transit 
stock,  stocks  in  hands  of  contractors,  and  other  stocks  that  are,  for  the 
time  being,  unstratified  for  some  reason.

Accounting 
systems  of  reporting  components  may  not  always  reveal  these  in  transit 
or  other  stocks  separately;  instead  these  stocks  may  be  stratified  as 
appropriate  by  the  DOD  component. 
2.   Summary  of  DOD  Supply  System  Inventories  (Tables  31  and  32) 

The  dollar  value  of  supply  system  inventories  of  the  DOD  as  of 
30  June  1968  totaled  $43,786  million,  an  increase  of  $2,1*85  million 
over  the  reported  total  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  and  the 
1968  total  was  not,  as  far  as  can  be  determined,  the  result  of  any 
increased  coverage.  The  increase  therefore  compares  with  the  real 
increase  of  $3,060  million  reported  for  fiscal  year  1967. 

Table  31  shows  these  inventories,  which  include  the  shipboard 
supplies  that  are  not  shown  in  succeeding  tables,  by  source  of  funds. 
Appropriation-financed  inventories  which  account  for  82  percent  of 
the  total,  reported  $35*873  million,  an  increase  of  $2,075  million 
or  6  percent,  while  stock-funded  inventories  which  represent  18 
percent  of  the  total  are  valued  at  $7,913  million,  an  increase  of 
5  percent. 

The  total  increase  in  appropriation-financed  inventories  was 
shared  in  by  all  reporting  components:  Army  increased  8  percent, 
Navy  7  percent,  Marine  Corps  18  percent,  and  Air  Force  2  percent. 
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DSA,  of  course,  has  no  appropriation-financed  stocks.  Stock  fund 
inventories  increased  for  every  component  except  Marine  Corps:  Army 
increased  7  percent,  Navy  6  percent,  Air  Force  17  percent,  and  DSA 
5  percent.  Marine  Corps  stock  fund  inventories  decreased  23  percent. 

Table  32  shows  a  stratification  of  these  stocks  according  to  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  held.  As  of  30  June  1968,  Approved  Force 
Acquisition  stocks  totaled  $28.9  billion,  73  percent  of  all  stratified 
stocks.  The  proportion  remainds  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier. 
Transferable /disposable  assets,  consisting  of  all  of  the  retention 
stocks  and  Potential  DOD  Excess  amounted  to  $10-7  billion.  While  most 
retention  stocks  decreased  (ERS  was  up  about  3  percent)  the  Potential 
DOD  Excess  increased  about  30  percent  in  total,  with  all  components 
except  Marine  Corps  increasing.  Army  and  Navy  increased  around  50  percent 
in  this  stratum. 

Unstratified  stocks  -  much  of  it  in  transit  and  some  of  it  unmatched 
vouchers  at  the  cut-off  date  -  rose  about  6  percent  to  $2,960  million. 
Undelivered  MAP  stocks  were  up  about  5  percent. 

As  of  30  June  1968,  the  Army  owned  32  percent  of  the  $43.8  billion 
shown  in  Table  31;  while  Navy  (including  Marine  Corps)  accounted  for 
33  percent,  Air  Force  for  28  percent,  and  DSA  7  percent. 

The  numbered  tables  that  follow  show  the  stratified  supply  system 
inventories  of  each  of  the  DOD  components  by  the  commodity  categories 
that  each  component  uses  in  accounting  for  its  stocks.  Since  there  are 
some  170  of  these  categories  or  classes  of  items  covering  the  appro- 
priation-financed and  stock  funded  inventories  of  the  several  components, 
differing  in  nomenclature  as  well  as  in  content,  it  has  not  been 
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practical  to  prepare  a  consolidated  DOD  table  using  each  of  them.   In 
an  effort,  however,  to  reduce  the  consolidation  to  manageable  propor- 
tions, there  has  been  established  a  set  of  23  standard  categories  of 
broad  application  into  which  the  170  service  categories  have  been  aggre- 
gated. The  assignment  of  service  categories  to  the  standard  grouping 
has  been  done  with  the  advice  of  service  personnel,  but  it  is  not  perfect 
since  some  of  the  service  categories  contain  both  principal  items  and 
some  of  the  secondary  items  that  support  them,  while  others,  for  service 
reasons,  join  items  of  more  than  one  standard  category.  Somewhat 
experimental  in  nature,  the  aggregation  is  intended  to  provide  a  brief 
summary  overview  of  Defense  stocks,  by  broadly  comparable  groupings, 
for  management  purposes. 

The  following  table  shows,  by  these  standard  categories,  the 
stratified  stocks  of  the  Department  of  Defense  as  of  30  June  1968. 
Approved  force  stocks  are  not  transferable  on  a  non-reimbursable  basis, 
but  all  other  stocks  are,  and  they  are  aggregated  in  a  subtotal  in  the 
last  column.  The  abbreviations  shown  in  the  box  heads  refer  to  the 
retention  strata  described  earlier  in  Section  A.l  of  this  part. 

While  the  dollar  values  shown  here  are  in  millions  of  dollars  and 
the  total  of  them  will  conform  to  the  total  shown  in  Table  31  which,  as 
the  footnote  indicates,  includes  the  shipboard  supplies  not  included  in 
Table  32  and  the  following  tables,  the  totals  shown,  although  rounded, 
should  essentially  conform  with  those  shown  in  Table  32. 

As  footnote  2  indicates,  uncategorized  stocks  are  those  which,  at 
this  date,  were  not  assignable  to  specific  materiel  categories;  a 
substantial  part  of  them  are  stocks  that  are  in  transit  on  the  books  of 
the  reporting  component.

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3.  Army  Supply  System  Inventories  (Table  33) 

The  total  value  of  Army  supply  system  inventories  as  of  30  June  1968 
was  reported  to  be  $14.2  billion,  an  increase  of  a  little  over  $1.0  billion, 
or  almost  8  percent,  during  the  year.  Included  in  this  total  value  are 
almost  $3.3  billion  of  assets  financed  by  the  Army  Stock  "Fund  (see  below) 
and  $10.9  billion  of  appropriation-financed  inventories.  These  latter 
include  $9 '8  billion  of  principal  items  financed  from  the  Procurement  of 
Equipment  and  Missiles,  Army  (PEMA)  appropriation;  almost  $1.1  billion  of 
secondary  items  also  financed  by  PEMA;  $33  million  of  secondary  items 
financed  by  the  Operation  and  Maintenance,  Army  (O&MA)  appropriation;  and 
$29  million  of  secondary  stocks  in  the  hands  of  U.  S.  Property  and  Fiscal 
officers  for  the  National  Guard  Bureau.  Not  included  this  year  are  the 
value  of  inventories  held  at  overseas  posts,  camps,  and  stations  not  under 
the  Army's  financial  inventory  accounting  (FIA)  system  which  have  been 
absorbed  and  are  not  reported  separately.  This  value  has  been  steadily 
diminishing  over  the  years. 

Table  33  presents  a  stratification  of  these  inventories  shown,  for 
the  appropriation-financed  stocks,  by  materiel  category.  The  stock- 
funded  inventories  are  shown  as  a  one-line  entry,  being  presented  in 
detail  in  the  table  following. 

By  category,  considerable  gains  in  the  value  of  total  stocks  were 
registered,  some  of  the  largest  occurring  in  Air  Materiel  ($193  million), 
Other  Combat  Vehicles  ($1^0  million),  Communications  and  Electronic 
Equipment  ($102  million),  Tactical  Vehicles  ($88  million),  Surface-to- 
Surface  Missiles  ($83  million),  and  Ammunition  ($72  million).  These, 
with  some  other  lesser  gains,  account  for  the  largest  part  of  the  gain 
in  the  value  of  appropriation-financed  inventories. 
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The  inventories  shown,  as  stated  earlier,  do  not  include  complete 
aircraft  in  store,  valued  at  $263  million,  although  they  do  include 
aircraft  components  and  parts.   Following  Air  Force  and  Navy  practice, 
which  is  to  issue  all  complete  aircraft  to  using  units  and  not  to  retain 
them  in  depot  stocks,  Army  aircraft  are  reported  with  other  weapons  and 
military  equipment  in  use  in  Section  B  of  Part  II  of  this  report  and,  as 
appropriate,  in  Table  1. 

Army  supply  system  stocks  are  stratified  as  follows:  79  percent  of 
the  stratified  stocks  are  allocated  to  Approved  Force  Acquisition  with 
an  additional  3  percent  in  Approved  Force  Retention;  11  percent  to  Economic, 
Contingency,  and  Allied  Force  Retention;  and  7  percent  to  Potential  DOD 
Excess.  This  distribution  is  not  significantly  different  from  that  of 
last  year. 

The  unstratified  stocks  shown  are  mostly  related  to  the  stock-funded 
inventories.   In  general,  Army  in  transit  and  other  miscellaneous  stocks 
are  stratified  in  the  Approved  Force  Stratum. 
Army  Stock  Fund  Inventories  (Table  3*0 

The  $3>243  million  of  inventories  financed  by  the  Army  Stock  Fund 
as  of  30  June  1968  represents  an  increase  of  $21^  million  over  the 
June  1967  value.   These  inventories  are  divided  into  13  materiel  cate- 
gories and  are  located  in  the  United  States  and  overseas  under  the 
control  of  the  Army  Materiel  Command,  the  AMC  Installations  Division, 
the  Medical -Dental  Division,  and  the  Defense  Supply  Service,  as  well  as 
the  five  Command  Channel  divisions,  CONARC,  USARPAC,  USAREUR,  USARAL  and 
USARSO.

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Total  stocks  of  Medical -Dental  Materiel,  Industrial  Supplies, 
Electronics  and  Air  Materiel,  Special  Weapons  and  Chemical,  and  Weapons 
and  Fire  Control  increased  during  the  year,  while  stocks  of  Clothing, 
Subsistence,  General  Supplies,  POL,  Missile,  Ground  Forces,  and  Tank/ 
Auto  materiel  declined. 

As  of  30  June  1968,  71  percent  of  the  stratified  stocks  were 
allocated  to  Approved  Force  Acquisitions,  the  same  proportion  as  the 
previous  year,  while  8  percent  were  in  retention  strata,  and  21  percent 
Potential  DOD  Excess.  This  latter  is  2  percent  more  than  last  year. 
k.        Navy  Supply  System  Inventories  (exclusive  of  Marine  Corps)  (Table  35. 

Supply  system  inventories  of  the  Navy  at  30  June  1968  were  valued  at 
$12.0  billion,  an  increase  of  $858  million  during  the  year.  This  value, 
as  in  previous  years,  excludes  the  value  of  Shipboard  Supplies  shown  in 
Table  31  since  they  are  not  considered  part  of  the  "managed"  Supply 
System.  The  inventories  shown  include  $10, 9kk  million  (91  percent)  of 
appropriation-financed  inventories,  and  $1,066  million  (9  percent)  of 
stock-funded  inventories. 

The  totals  include  a  small  amount  of  undelivered  MAP  stocks  and  a 
very  large  amount,  $1-9  billion,  of  instratified  stocks,  largely 
designated  as  in  transit  stocks.   While  the  in  transit  between  storage 
locations  has  been  distributed  by  materiel  category  this  year,  the  in 
transit  from  procurement  is  not  distributable  and  has  been  reported  as  a 
lump  sum.  Unstratified  stocks  increased  $566  million  in  the  year. 

The  remaining  $10.1  billion  is  stratified  according  to  the  purpose 
for  which  retained.   In  support  of  Approved  Forces,  both  acquisition 
and  retention,  are  $6,836  million  (68  percent  of  stratified  stocks,

Navy  Stock  Fund  Inventories  (exclusive  of  Marine  Corps  (Table  36) 

Inventories  of  materiel  financed  by  the  Navy  Stock  Fund  are  valued 
at  $1,066  million  as  of  June  1968,  an  increase  of  $57  million  over  the 
previous  year.  By  individual  category,  there  are  no  startling  changes 
in  inventory,  although  total  stratified  stocks  of  electronic  repair  parts 
increased  in  value  about  $15  million,  and  of  FMSO  retail  commodities 
about  $17  million. 

Among  stratified  stocks,  assets  retained  in  support  of  Approved 
Forces,  both  acquisition  and  retention,  account  for  80  percent;  other 
retention  stocks  amount  to  only  k   percent,  with  15  percent  in  the  Poten- 
tial DOD  Excess  stratum. 
5.   Marine  Corps  Supply  System  Inventories  (Table  37) 

The  value  of  Marine  Corps  stocks  in  the  supply  system  as  of  30  June 
1968,  totaled  nearly  $1.6  billion,  an  increase  of  $152  million  in  the 
fiscal  year,  and  the  highest  level  in  the  last  10  years. 

These  gains  in  in-store  stocks  are  actually  somewhat  greater  than 
the  total  increase  would  imply,  since  one  of  the  greatest  single  changes 
in  the  totals  shown,  arises  from  a  reduction  of  over  $100  million  in 
in  transit  stocks  reported,  as  a  result  of  a  continuing  effort  to  obtain 
realistic  data  on  in  transit  stocks  rather  than  to  rely  upon  unmatched

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vouchers  at  the  time  of  reporting.   Such  efforts  to  obtain  a  better  view 
of  in  transit  stocks  are  paying  off  in  improved  information. 

Largest  gains  in  the  in-store  position  are  registered  in  the 
Ammunition  ($116  million),  Support  Vehicles  ($63  million),  Engineer 
Equipment  ($27  million),  and  Missile  Equipment  ($25  million)  categories. 
The  increase  in  the  value  of  Support  Vehicles  is  partly  owing  to  the 
turning  into  store  of  vehicles  replaced  in  use  by  new  multi-fuel  vehicles. 
Automotive  Equipment  and  Supplies,  a  category  of  secondary  items,  increased 
in  value  by  $12  million,  but  this  nearly  tripled  the  value  of  these  stocks, 
as  depot  reparable  items  migrated  from  the  stock  fund  to  the  appropriation 
stock  account. 

The  class  of  General  Property,  hitherto  maintained  in  the  Marine 
Corps  Supply  System  and  including  both  principal  and  secondary  items 
has  been  combined  with  the  Engineer  Equipment  and  Supplies  categories 
this  year  as  Engineer  and  Other  Equipment,  principal  and  secondary.  The 
classes  showed  a  gain  of  about  $33  million  in  in-store  stocks. 

These  gains  in  appropriation-financed  inventories  were  somewhat 
offset  by  a  $4l  million  decrease  in  stock-funded  items,  as  shown  in 
Table  38. 

As  of  30  June  1968,  91  percent  of  the  stratified  stocks  in  the 
Marine  Corps  supply  system  were  classed  as  Approved  Force  stocks 
(Acquisition  and  Retention).  Again  this  year,  3  percent  is  stratified 
as  Economic  and  Contingency  Retention  stocks,  and  6  percent  as  Potential 
DOD  Excess. 
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Marine  Corps  Stock  Fund  Inventories  (Table  38) 

The  value  of  Marine  Corps  Stock  Fund  inventories  as  of  30  June  1968, 
totaled  $193  million,  $59  million  less  than  a  year  earlier.  The  reduction 
centered  largely  in  the  Ordnance -Tank-Automotive  category  with  the  trans- 
fer of  depot  reparables  noted  above,  and  in  the  Clothing  and  Textile 
Category  where  clothing  stocks  were  drawn  down,  but  all  categories,  except 
the  very  small  Fuel  category,  were  down  slightly. 

Approved  Force  stocks  account  for  69  percent  of  stratified  stocks. 
Retention  stocks  make  up  3  percent  while  Potential  DOD  Excess  stocks 
comprise  28  percent,  slightly  less  than  last  year. 
6.   Air  Force  Supply  System  Inventories  (Table  39) 

As  of  30  June  1968,  Air  Force  supply  system  inventories  were  valued 
at  slightly  more  than  $12.0  billion,  an  increase  of  $314  million  (almost 
3  percent)  during  the  year.  A  little  over  3  percent  of  this  is  financed 
by  che  Air  Force  stock  fund,  somewhat  more  than  in  previous  years, 
perhaps  reflecting  the  big  migration  to  the  stock  fund  that  will  take 
place  in  fiscal  year  1969. 

Approved  Force  stocks,  including  base-funded  and  in  transit,  increased 
somewhat  and  now  account  for  about  72  percent  of  total  stocks,  Retention 
stocks,  including  Allied  Force  Retention,  amount  to  18  percent,  while  ' 
Potential  Excess  remains  less  than  10  percent. 

Individual  categories  of  material  in  general  did  not  vary  greatly 
from  the  stocks  reported  a  year  earlier.  Exceptions  were  shown  in 
Ammunition,  which  increased  $1^3  million  (lk  percent),  in  Spare  Engines, 
which  increased  $126  million  (7  percent)  and  in  Base  Maintenance  and 
Support  Equipment  which  increased  $3^  million  (over  50  percent).

Air  Force  Stock  Fund  Inventories  (Table  kO) 

The  fiscal  year-end  value  of  Air  Force  Stock  Fund  inventories  rose 
some  $52  million  to  $365  million,  an  increase  of  about  17  percent,  largely 
as  a  result  of  increased  stocks  of  aviation  fuels,  plus  the  addition  of 
two  new  categories:  Medical -Dental  materiel,  valued  at  about  $3  million, 
and  General  Support  Materiel,  valued  at  about  $15  million.  This  latter 
represents  inventories  of  housekeeping  supplies  of  the  Air  Training 
Command,  the  pilot  project  under  PRIME,  formerly  funded  with  O&M  funds 
and  obtained  from  DSA,  GSA,  and  local  purchase.  This  category  shows  the 
only  substantial  amount  of  retention  on  potential  excess  stocks  in  the 
stock  fund.  The  category  will  of  course,  be  greatly  expanded  when  Project 
PRIME  is  completely  implemented. 
J.       Defense  Supply  Agency  Supply  System  Inventories  (Table  kO) 

Inventories  financed  by  the  Defense  Stock  Fund  were  valued  at 
$3*841  million  as  of  30  June  1968,  an  increase  of  $l4l  million  (5  percent) 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  an  increase  of  $902  million  (45  percent) 
in  fiscal  year  1967-  Receipts  at  standard  price  totaled  $3>963  million 
during  the  year,  exceeding  sales  by  $76  million,  while  the  net  effect  of 
the  excess  of  capitalizations  and  other  gains  over  transfers  to  disposal, 
decapitalizations,  and  other  losses  accounted  for  the  remainder  of  the 
net  increase. 

By  category  of  materiel,  gains  were  registered  in  stratified  stocks 
of  all  categories  except  medical  materiel  and  subsistence,  with  construc- 
tion supplies  showing  the  greatest  gain.

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Tabxe  kl   and  chart  12  show  the  stratification  of  DSA  stocks  as  of 
30  June  1968.  Unstratified  stocks,  largely  in  transit,  were  reduced  to 
k   percent.   Of  stratified  stocks,  72  percent  were  in  support  of  Approved 
Forces,  1^  percent  for  Economic  Retention,  and  Ik   percent  for  Potential 
DOD  Excess. 
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Section  B  -  Personal  Property  Other  Than  Supply  System  Inventories 

This  section  of  the  report  covers  personal  property  owned  by  the 
Department  of  Defense  other  than  materiel  in  the  supply  system  inven- 
tories. It  includes  various  types  of  personal  property,  as  follows: 
1.  Weapons  and  Other  Military  Equipment  in  Use 

This  category  of  equipment  generally  comprises  items  of  materiel 
assigned  to  using  units  and  includes  all  major  weapons  and  supporting 
equipment.  The  equipment  may  have  been  issued  from  the  supply  system 
inventories,  at  which  time  accountability  is  picked  up  by  the  using  unit 
or  (as  in  the  case  of  aircraft,  ships,  etc.)  it  may  have  been  purchased 
from  a  manufacturer,  military  or  private,  for  direct  shipment  to  a  using 
unit. 

Quantitative  property  records  are  maintained  on  major  items  in  use 
until  the  item  is  destroyed,  lost  or  otherwise  disposed  of;  minor  and 
consumable  type  items  are  not  maintained  on  property  records  since  they 
are  assumed  to  be  consumed  at  time  of  issue.  In  addition  to  quantita- 
tive records,  the  Navy  and  Air  Force  maintain  monetary  accounting  records 
of  the  principal  equipment  in  use.  Army  derives  statistical  values  of 
such  property  by  periodically  pricing-out  quantities  of  items. 

The  total  value  of  this  type  of  equipment  which  had  been  issued  or 
assigned  to  using  units  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1968  was  $100.0  billion, 
an  increase  of  $4-5  billion  over  the  value  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1967> 
and  of  more  than  $12  billion  in  the  preceding  two  years.  Because  this 
category  includes  the  more  costly  types  of  military  items,  it  constitutes 
by  far  the  largest  element  of  the  total  property  of  the  Department  of 
Defense,  and  one  which  has  been  steadily  rising  in  value,  as  the  more 
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expensive  modern  weapons  are  added.   Since  active  fleet  ships  are  included, 
almost  42  percent  of  it  is  located  outside  the  United  States. 

a.  Army 

The  reported  value  of  Army  weapons  and  other  military  equipment 
in  use  as  of  30  June  1968  was  $13-1  billion,  an  increase  of  $2.0  billion 
when  compared  with  the  30  June  1967  value  of  $11.1  billion.   Included  in 
the  list  are:  aircraft  valued  at  $2,640  million,  an  increase  of  $kS0 
million;  guided  missiles  valued  at  $2,212  million,  an  increase  of  $264 
million;  tanks  and  combat  vehicles,  $2,060  million,  an  increase  of  $560 
million;  tactical  and  support  vehicles,  $2,271  million,  an  increase  of 
$179  million;  artillery,  small  arms  and  chemical  weapons,  $505  million, 
an  increase  of  $39  million;  and  other  major  items,  such  as  communications 
and  electronics,  and  heavy  support  equipment,  valued  at  $3,390  million,  an 
increase  of  $4-92  million.  As  has  been  noted,  the  value  of  aircraft  includes 
complete  Army  aircraft  in  store,  $263  million. 

b.  Navy 

Ships,  service  craft,  aircraft,  missiles,  ammunition,  aircraft 
ground  support  equipment,  and  Marine  Corps  organic  property  in  use  as 
of  30  June  1968  was  valued  at  $47-1  billion,  a  net  increase  of  about 
$1.9  billion  in  the  fiscal  year. 

Ships  of  the  active  and  inactive  fleets  account  for  $31. 3  billion 
of  this,  an  increase  of  $1-3  billion  during  the  year. 

Service  craft,  such  as  Utility  Landing  Craft,  Minesweeping  Boats, 
Open  Lighters,  Floating  Derricks,  and  Harbor  Tugs,  were  valued  at 
$908  million,  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
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Navy  and  Marine  Corps  aircraft,  reported  to  be  valued  at  $11.8 
billion,  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  $700  million  during  the  year. 
Aircraft  ground  support  equipment  of  $836  million  is  also  reported, 
a  small  increase  in  value  during  the  period. 

Complete  missiles,  valued  at  $912  million,  a  decrease  of  $150 
million  during  the  year,  were  reported  by  Navy.  This  does  not  include 
any  of  the  missile  components  reported  in  the  supply  system.  Ammu- 
nition and  other  expandable  ordnance  to  the  value  of  $352  million  is 
also  in  use,  most  of  it  afloat. 

Fleet  Marine  Force  organic  equipment  is  reported  at  $879  million, 
a  $70  million  increase,  and  other  Marine  Corps  equipment,  at  $1^2 
million,  a  $40  million  decrease  during  the  year. 

c.  Air  Force 

As  of  30  June  I968,  weapons  and  other  military  equipment  in 
use  are  reported  by  the  Air  Force  to  total  $39 • 8  billion,  an  increase 
of  about  $600  million  in  value  since  30  June  I967.  Included  are 
aircraft  valued  at  $28.6  billion,  an  increase  of  about  $313  million; 
missiles  valued  at  $2-9  billion,  a  decrease  of  about  $171  million; 
ground  communications  and  electronic  equipment  valued  at  a  little  less 
than  $2.0  billion,  an  increase  of  $130  million;  vehicles  valued  at  a 
little  over  $1.0  billion,  an  increase  of  $72  million,  and  other  Unit 
Missile  Equipment  -  most  of  it  located  at  Air  Materiel  Areas  -  valued 
at  $5.3  billion,  an  increase  of  $257  million.  This  last  includes  the 
Air  Force  plant  equipment  in  military  hands  which,  it  is  planned,  will 
in  future  be  reported  in  Table  42,  as  is  done  by  the  other  military 
departments . 
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2.   Plant  Equipment  (Tables  k2   and  ^4-3 ) 

This  is  personal  property  of  a  capital  nature,  including  machinery, 
equipment,  furniture,  vehicles,  machine  tools,  and  accessory  and  auxi- 
liary items  for  manufacturing  or  administrative  use.   Prior  to  1964,  this 
property  was  owned  by  the  military  departments  whether  it  was  in  use  at 
military -owned  installations  or  at  private  contractors'  plants,  or  was 
held  in  an  idle  status  in  departmental  industrial  equipment  reserves. 
During  fiscal  year  1964,  the  Defense  Industrial  Plant  Equipment  Center 
(DIPEC),  an  element  of  the  Defense  Supply  Agency,  located  at  Defense 
Depot,  Memphis,  Tennessee  became  operative.  DIPEC  has  management 
responsibility  for  idle  industrial  plant  equipment  within  its  scope,  and 
it  controls  the  allocation  and  re -utilization  of  such  equipment.  The 
military  departments  and  DSA  itself,  for  equipment  used  in  its  manu- 
facturing processes,  retain  control  over  IPE  in  active  use  and  in 
mobilization  packages.  DIPEC,  however,  maintains  the  records  of  much 
of  the  equipment  and  has  contributed  much  of  the  statistical  information 
appearing  in  Tables  k-2   and  ^3- 

Included  in  these  tables  are  the  plant  equipment  and  property  owned 
by  the  Defense  Supply  Agency,  reported  separately,  as  well  as  that  of 
the  Advanced  Research  Projects  Agency,  which  is  included  with  the 
equipment  of  the  military  department  that  is  managing  and  using  it. 

Added  for  the  first  time  in  Table  k2,   although  it  has  been  long 
reported  in  Table  1,  is  the  value  of  the  other  capital  plant  equipment, 
much  of  it  furniture  and  specialized  equipment  not  usually  associated 
with  production  or  plant  use,  that  is  owned  by  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  Defense  and  the  several  Defense  agencies  (other  than  DSA) . 
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The  total  value  (acquisition  cost)  of  plant  equipment  reported  by 
DIPEC  and  the  military  departments  and  Defense  agencies  as  of  30  June 
1968  was  $11.8  billion,  an  increase  of  a  little  over  $400  million,  on 
a  comparable  basis,  or  less  than  k   percent  during  the  year. 

Comparison  with  the  inventory  values  reported  as  of  30  June  1967 
shows  that  Army  increased  about  $90  million  in  total,  with  each  type  of 
equipment  increasing  slightly.   Navy's  inventory  of  metalworking 
machinery  increased  modestly,  but  an  increase  of  $l6k  million  was 
registered  in  other  IPE  as  a  result  of  identification  and  reporting 
to  DIPEC,  while  Navy  Class  k  property,  other  plant  equipment,  increased 
some  $300  million,  partly  owing  to  an  increase  in  the  value  of  this 
property  in  military  custody,  much  the  largest  part  of  it,  and  partly 
owing  to  a  change  in  the  reporting  system  for  such  property  in  the 
hands  of  contractors.  Air  Force  also  shows  a  small  gain  in  value  of 
metalworking  machinery,  but  substantial  decreases  in  other  IPE  and  in 
other  plant  equipment  have  resulted  from  an  intensive  survey  of  equipment 
from  the  standpoint  of  essentiality  which  made  a  significant  quantity 
available  for  redistribution  or  disposal.  The  DSA  inventory  decreased 
slightly. 

The  inventory  of  metalworking  machinery,  by  Production  Equipment 
Code,  is  shown  in  Table  ^3. 
3.  Inventories  Held  in  Industrial  Funds  (Table  kk) 

Reported  as  personal  property  of  the  Department  of  Defense  are 
inventories,  consisting  of  raw  materials,  supplies,  and  work-in-process, 
held  in  all  industrial  funds.  Use  of  industrial  funds,  authorized  by 
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Table  44  -  Industrial  Fund  Inventories 
as  of  30  June  1968

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Section  k05   of  Title  IV  of  the  National  Security  Act,  permits  the 
financing  of  industrial  or  commercial -type  activities  and  the  develop- 
ment of  production  costs  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  charging  the 
appropriations  of  customers  for  the  products  or  services  furnished 
to  them  by  the  activity  financed  by  the  fund.   For  financial  details 
of  the  Department  of  Defense  Industrial  Funds,  see  the  annual  report, 
"Working  Capital  Funds  of  the  Department  of  Defense". 

As  of  30  June  1968,  75  activities  in  the  Department  of  Defense 
were  operated  under  industrial  fund  charters.   The  Army  operated  20, 
the  Navy9  50  (one  of  which  is  a  printing  activity  located  in  36  separate 
plants)  the  Air  Force,  k   (one  of  which  is  a  printing  activity  located 
in  10  different  plants;  another  is  a  laundry  and  dry  cleaning  activity 
operated  at  33  installations);  and  DSA,  1. 

The  total  inventories,  consisting  of  raw  materials,  supplies  and 
work-in-process,  held  in  all  industrial  funds  of  the  DOD  amounted  to 
$U95  million  on  30  June  1968,  an  increase  of  $lU 3  million  in  the  year. 
h.     Excess,  Surplus,  and  Foreign  Excess  Personal  Property  (Table  k$) 

This  is  personal  property  on  which  disposal  action  has  been 
initiated  by  a  DOD  component.   It  may  have  emanated  either  from 
supply  system  inventories  or  from  equipment  in  use;  in  either  case 
accountability  is  dropped  at  the  time  of  transfer  by  the  owning 
agency  to  disposal  channels  and  is  picked  up  in  the  property  disposal 
account  shown  in  Table  k$.     Here  it  is  considered  an  element  of  DOD 
personal  property  until  actually  disposed  of  through  sale,  donation,

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or  transfer  to  some  non-DOD  agency.  In  the  case  of  industrial  plant 
equipment  (IPE),  although  accountability  may  be  picked  up  by  the 
disposal  offices,  and  the  value  included  in  Table  k5 ,   the  control 
inventory  maintained  by  the  Defense  Industrial  Plant  Equipment 
Center  (DIPEC)  will  continue  to  maintain  a  record  so  that  a  piece 
of  IPE  for  which  a  requirement  develops  may  be  recovered  from  disposal 
channels  right  up  to  the  time  of  final  disposition.  As  noted  in  the 
footnote  to  Table  k2,   however,  this  is  not  included  in  the  IPE  inventory. 

The  value  of  property  in  disposal  as  of  30  June  1968  totaled 
$2,043  million,  a  decrease  of  $126  million  during  fiscal  year  1968. 
This  decrease  was  entirely  in  the  domestic  segment  which  showed 
$1,911  million,  or  $132  million  less  than  the  previous  year.  Foreign 
excess  increased  $6  million. 

Air  Force  accounted  for  $833  million,  or  kl   percent  of  the  DOD 
total;  Navy,  $735  million,  or  36  percent;  Army,  $375  million,  or  18 
percent;  and  DSA,  $99  million,  or  5  percent.  Domestic  inventories 
accounted  for  9^  percent  of  the  total,  while  foreign  made  up  6  percent. 

The  increase  in  the  DOD  total  reflects  a  very  substantial  lowering, 
from  $1,078  million  to  $833  million,  of  Air  Force  inventories.  Those 
of  all  other  components  increased. 

Data  shown  do  not  include  combatant  ships  which  are  in  process 
of  disposal  because  they  are  not  personal  property  as  defined  by 
statutes  governing  disposal  of  Government  property.  The  value  of 
such  ships  at  30  June  1968  was  $190  million;  this  value  is  included 
in  Section  B.l,  Weapons  and  Other  Military  Equipment  in  Use,  and  in 
Tables  1  and  2. 
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5.   Government -Provided  Material  (Other  than  from  Supply  System) 

This  is  material  which  has  been  purchased  by  the  Government  from 
one  contractor  and  furnished  to  another,  generally  for  incorporation 
in  an  end  item  being  fabricated,  or  has  been  acquired  by  the  manu- 
facturer under  the  terms  of  his  contract  for  Government  account  for 
the  same  purpose.  Examples  of  such  equipment  are  aircraft  engines, 
electronic  systems,  and  other  parts  which  are  furnished  to  a  contractor 
by  procurement  offices  for  incorporation  in  an  airplane,  ship,  or 
other  weapon.  These  items  do  not  go  through  the  supply  system  and 
therefore  are  not  included  in  the  "Stocks  in  Hands  of  Contractors" 
shown  in  supply  system  tables. 

When  the  end  item  has  been  delivered,  the  value  of  these  components 
is  included  in  the  value  of  the  end  item.  As  of  any  given  time,  however, 
substantial  dollar  values  of  this  Government- owned  property  are  in  the 
contractor's  hands  awaiting  further  fabrication.   Accountability  for 
such  property  is  vested  in  the  contractor  in  terms  of  item  and  control 
accounts.  The  amount  of  such  property  in  the  hands  of  contractors  is 
reported  in  Table  1  under  the  caption  of  Government -provided  property. 
In  1968,  however,  the  Navy  total  reported  was  reduced  owing  to  a  change 
in  the  method  of  reporting. 
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Section  C  -  National  Industrial  Reserve 

1.  General 

Public  Law  883,  80th  Congress,  the  "National  Industrial  Reserve 
Act  of  19kQ, "  provides  for  establishing  "adequate  measures  whereby 
an  essential  nucleus  of  Government-owned  industrial  plants  and  a 
national  reserve  of  machine  tools  and  industrial  manufacturing 
equipment  may  be  assured  for  immediate  use  to  supply  the  needs  of 
the  Armed  Forces  in  time  of  national  emergency  or  in  anticipation 
thereof." 

The  properties  still  owned  by  the  Government  are  managed  by 
che  General  Services  Administration  (as  successor  to  the  Federal 
Works  Agency)  under  general  policies  established  by  the  Secretary 
of  Defense.  Since  the  Department  of  Defense  has  a  contingent  claim 
and  production  priority  rights  in  all  the  National  Industrial  Reserve 
plants,  including  those  which  GSA  has  disposed  of  or  leased  with  a 
National  Security  Clause,  data  on  these  are  included  in  this  section 
of  this  report.  However,  data  on  none  of  the  properties  in  this 
Reserve  have  been  included  in  the  totals  for  real  property  (Part  I) 
or  metalworking  equipment  (Part  II,  Section  B)  of  this  report  because 
they  are  held  by  the  General  Services  Administration. 

2.  Plant  Reserve 

The  National  Industrial  Plant  Reserve  contained  ten  facilities  as 
of  30  June  1968,  the  same  number  as  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  fiscal 
year.  Only  portions  of  some  of  the  facilities  are  being  set  aside  for 
use  by  the  military  services.  The  sponsoring  military  department  and

In  keeping  with  Department  of  Defense  policy  to  release  as  many 
Reserve  Plants  as  possible  to  private  corporations,  nine  of  the  ten 
plants  have  been  sold  subject  to  appropriate  restrictions  and  recapture 
clauses  and  one  is  being  operated  under  lease  or  contract  agreement. 
The  status  of  the  ten  plants  by  category  of  product  is  shown  in 
Table  k6.     The  plant  still  owned  by  the  Government  produces  jewel 
bearings. 
3.  Equipment  Reserve 

The  National  Industrial  Equipment  Reserve  on  30  June  1968  contained 
8,54l  items  of  metalworking  machinery  and  800  nonmetalworking  items  of 
industrial  production  equipment.   The  original  acquisition  cost  of  the 
8,5^1  items  of  metalworking  machinery  was  $65.0  million  and  of  the  800 
other  industrial  production  items,  $1.5  million. 

Under  existing  legislation  these  tools  are  available  for  redistribu- 
tion to  essential  civilian  industry,  Armed  Services,  qualified  nonprofit 
educational  institutions  and  training  schools,  and  to  other  Federal 
agencies. 
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PART  III  -  PROGRESS  IN  MANAGEMENT,  RECORDING,  AND  REPORTING  INVENTORIES 
Section  A  -  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense 

Department  of  Defense-wide  policies,  programs,  and  projects  developed 
or  continued  in  fiscal  year  1968,  all  aimed  at  improvements  in  the  management, 
recording,  and  reporting  of  inventories,  are  summarized  below: 

Improvement  of  Logistics  Information  Systems 

During  fiscal  year  1968,  progress  was  made  in  DOD-wide  logistics  data 
systems  through  (l)  the  implementation  of  short-range,  quick  pay-off 
improvements  and  (2)  the  development  of  long-range  plans  for  the  next 
generation  of  information  system  change,  which  would  begin  to  occur  towards 
the  mid-1970s. 

Existing  DOD-wide  standard  systems  were  used  to  improve  supply  per- 
formance and  reduce  costs.  For  example,  the  backorder  reconciliation 
procedures  implemented  within  the  framework  of  Military  Standard  Requisi- 
tioning and  Issue  Procedures  (MILSTRIP)  were  expanded  to  include  a  larger 
number  of  requisitions.  The  General  Services  Administration  joined  in  this 
purge  of  over-age  backorders.  Overseas  requisitions  which  used  to  be 
referred  for  reconciliation  after  120  days  are  now  referred  after  90  days, 
the  age  criteria  used  for  CONUS  requisitions.  Under  these  improved  recon- 
ciliation procedures  in  fiscal  year  1968,  approximately  284,000  requisition 
lines  were  cancelled  resulting  in  total  cancellations  valued  at  $688.6 
million.  Another  extension  of  MILSTRIP  permitted  the  automatic  referral 
and  processing  of  backorders  from  one  Service  Inventory  Control  Point  ( ICP) 
to  another  Service  ICP.  This  was  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  inter- 
Service  communications  capability  provided  by  military  standard  logistics 
systems . 

The  implementation  of  Military  Supply  and  Transportation  Evaluation 
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Procedures  (MILSTEP)  has  produced  standard  supply  availability  and  workload 
data  for  each  military  service/DSA  distribution  system.   Intransit  pipeline 
and  performance  data  is  also  being  aggregated  to  measure  logistics  systems 
performance  over  all  pipeline  segments  on  a  comparable  basis. 

Phased  implementation  of  Military  Standard  Contract  Administration 
Procedure  (MILSCAP)  also  was  initiated.  MILSCAP  provides  standard  data 
elements  and  formats  which  will  be  used  to  expand  the  use  of  automation 
and  to  improve  the  flow  of  information  among  buying  offices,  ICPs,  con- 
tract administration  activities,  and  Defense  contractors.  During  the  year, 
machine -sensible  Shipment/Performance  Notices  and  acceptance  reporting  were 
implemented  in  accordance  with  MILSCAP  by  several  activities. 

A  major  program  aimed  at  improving  the  accuracy  of  inventory  record 
keeping  was  initiated  as  a  result  of  the  findings  of  the  special  DOD  study 
group  on  inventory  control.   This  group  reviewed  the  practices  of  military 
and  industrial  activities  in  managing  wholesale-level  supply  systems,  and 
submitted  a  comprehensive  report  in  April  I968  listing  more  than  50  recom- 
mendations for  DOD-wide  management  actions  to  improve  and  standardize 
inventory  control  procedures .   They  may  be  summarized  under  the  following 
headings : 

1.  Improve  and  expand  DOD  standard  data  systems  to  (a)  provide  more 
useful  identification  of  the  various  reasons  for  materiel  denials,  thus 
preventing  unnecessary  physical  inventories  being  taken  and  keeping  loss 
adjustments  to  a  minimum,  and  (b)  prescribe  systems  specifications  to  improve 
control  of  receipts  in  process. 

2.  Augment  basic  DOD  policy  guidance  to  provide  uniform  and  improved 
systems  to  reconcile  and  validate  stock  location  information. 
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3.  Motivate  improved  individual  work  performance  by  establishing 
specific  goals  and  quality  control  checks  of  work  processes  affecting 
inventory  accuracy. 

k.     Motivate  more  useful  research  of  potential  inventory  adjustments. 

5.  Establish  continuing  DOD-wide  programs  to: 

a.  Improve  documentation  control  on  materiel  received  at  depots 
and  materiel  being  released  from  depots. 

b.  Reduce  the  problems  which  in-float  documentation  present  to 
accomplishment  of  an  accurate  physical  inventory. 

c.  Develop  criteria  for  more  selective  counting  of  items,  and 
thus  use  inventory-taking  resources  more  economically. 

Implementation  of  these  recommendations  was  under  development  as 
fiscal  year  1968  closed. 

Long-range  logistics  Automated  Data  Processing  (ADP)  systems  planning 
was  initiated  at  the  ASD(I&L)  military  service  Materiel  Secretaries  level 
with  an  agreement  to  set  common  policies  and  objectives  in  the  form  of  a 
blue  print  for  all  future  DOD  logistics  information  systems.   This  joint 
effort  at  ADP  systems  planning  was  started  under. the  supervision  of  the 
ASD( I&L) . 

Selective  Inventory  Management  of  Secondary  Items 

A  system  for  selective  inventory  management  of  secondary  items,  directed 
by  DODI  UlU0.30,  was  established  in  May  I967.  The  purpose  of  the  system 
is  to  enable  inventory  managers  to  monitor  selected  high  procurement  value 
secondary  items  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  opportunities  to  increase, 
reduce  or  cancel  procurement,  production  and  repair  of  these  items.  During 
fiscal  year  1968,  the  system  resulted  in  the  monthly  review  by  DOD  compon- 
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ents  of  supply  control  studies  for  about  500  items,  each  with  an  annual  pro- 
curement value  of  $1  million  or  more,  and  with  a  total  procurement  value  of 
$1.7  billion.  The  0ASD(I&L)  reviewed  each  of  those  with  an  annual  procure- 
ment requirement  in  excess  of  $5  mill]  ion.  This  latter  group  contained  about 
60  items  with  a  total  procurement  value  over  $800  million. 

Because  this  monthly  review  of  selective  secondary  items  has  been 
superimposed  on  the  regular  reviews  of  the  national  inventory  control  points, 
subsequent  decreases  in  procurement  cannot  be  attributed  directly  to  the 
new  system.  Nevertheless  it  is  believed  that  the  intensive  management 
required  by  the  system  has  contributed  to  significant  savings  in  specific 
instances . 

Defense  Logistics  Service  Center  Integrated  Data  System 
The  system  (DIDS),  described  in  the  previous  year's  report,  will  com- 
bine and  unify  DLSC's  currently  separate  data  systems  for  cataloging,  pro- 
visioning, screening,  utilization,  and  marketing  into  a  single  integrated 
system.  A  world-wide  logistics  communication  network  designed  to  transmit 
logistics  data,  as  transactions  occur,  on  a  self-addressing  basis,  between 
materiel  management  echelons  of  the  DOD  and  GSA,  will  form  a  part  of  the 
system. 

During  fiscal  year  1968,  DSA  asked  vendors  for  offers  to  replace  ADP 
equipment  installed  at  DLSC,  Battle  Greek,  to  support  the  system.  A 
staff  of  programmers  are  now  setting  up  the  program  for  analyzing  these 
data. 

Inventory  Ttem  Reduction  Program 

The  Inventory  Item  Reduction  Program  is  designed  systematically  to 
remove  items  of  supply  no  longer  required  in  support  of  assigned  missions 
from  the  DOD  supply  system.  Efforts  to  eliminate  inactive  items  of  supply 
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from  the  DOD  inventory  have  been  intensified.  A  policy  directive  imple- 
menting a  DOD-wide,  continuing,  inactive  item  program  was  released  in 
February  1968.  Detailed  standard  procedures  for  the  detection,  elimin- 
ination,  and  reporting  of  inactive  items  were  published  in  a  DOD  manual. 
These  procedures  provide  for  the  routine  categorization  of  potentially 
inactive  items  of  supply  by  automated  means.   The  registered  inventory 
managers  are  responsible  to  conduct  detailed  reviews  of  all  potentially 
inactive  items  thus  categorized  in  accordance  with  the  predetermined 
schedule.  Yearly  performance  goals  for  this  program  have  been  developed 
and  are  being  reported  through  the  DOD  Cost  Reduction  and  Management 
Improvement  Program. 

Efforts  in  this  area  resulted  in  inventory  management  organizations 
withdrawing  management  interest  on  586,639  items  of  supply  during  fiscal 
year  1968  as  compared  to  396,709  withdrawals  during  fiscal  year  I967. 

Item  Management  Coding  Program 

The  Item  Management  Coding  (IMC)  Program  is  designed  to  assure  that 
avoidable  duplication  and  overlapping  effort  by  inventory  managers  for 
items  of  supply  in  Federal  Supply  Classes  already  assigned  to  the  DSA  is 
totally  eliminated. 

As  of  June  30,  I968,  the  IMC  Program  has  resulted  in  the  coding  of 
approximately  996,000. items.  Of  the  total  items  coded  to  date,  58.U 
percent  were  coded  for  integrated  management,  18.6  percent  for  Service 
management,  and  23  percent  coded  for  withdrawal  of  management  interest. 
In  line  with  the  intent  of  this  program,  approximately  157,000  additional 
items  are  scheduled  for  coding  by  November  30,  I968. 
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Integrated  Weapon  Support  Management 

Integrated  support  of  Navy  and  Air  Force  weapon  systems  has  been  further 
expanded  during  the  past  year.  As  of  30  June  1968,  7,25^  items  were  under 
Integrated  Weapon  Support  Management  (IWSM).  Supply  system  assets  of  these 
items,  totaling  $11.0  million,  owned  by  Navy  were  transferred  to  the  con- 
trol of  the  Air  Force  integrated  materiel  manager  for  the  F/RF-U  on  1  March 
1968.  In  addition,  2,559  other  F/RF-U  items  in  common  use  between  the  Navy 
and  Air  Force,  but  not  qualifying  for  IWSM,  have  been  identified  for  inter - 
service  supply  support.  The  inventory  release  levels  for  these  common-use 
items  have  been  reduced  by  six  months,  thus  providing  more  assets  for 
inter servicing.  As  further  evidence  of  the  expansion  of  IWSM,  arrangements 
have  been  made  whereby  the  assets  of  one  service  can  be  drawn  down  to  zero 
when  a  supply  demand  exists  to  fill  a  "Not  Operationally  Ready,  Supply" 
requirement  in  the  other  service.  Service  tests  are  now  in  progress  to 
determine  the  best  management  techniques  and  procedures  for  applying  IWSM 
to  the  depot  maintenance  function,  and  for  the  interservicing  of  depot  main- 
tenance for  common-use  items  between  Services. 

The  knowledge  being  gained  through  the  experience  and  testing  of  IWSM 
on  the  F/RF-U  is  being  applied  to  other  multiservice  aircraft  programs  in 
production  such  as  the  A-7,  OV-10,  UH-1  and  HH-53  and  to  aircraft  engines  of 
multiservice  use  such  as  the  J -79,  TF-30,  TF-hl,   T-53,  T-58,  T-&+  and  T-76. 
Further,  interservice  support  agreements  are  being  developed  and  used  to 
meet  common  supply  and  maintenance  requirements  for  those  multiservice 
aircraft  and  engines  no  longer  in  production. 
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Transfers  to  GSA 

Under  the  agreement  between  DOD  and  GSA  governing  supply  management 
relationships  made  in  I96U,  a  total  of  65  Federal  Supply  Classes  incorpor- 
ating  approximately  68,000  items  have  been  designated,  as  of  30  June  1968. 
for  primary  support  by  the  Federal  Supply  Service  of  GSA.  Arrangements 
were  made  during  fiscal  year  1968  to  transfer  13,321  items  from  DSA  to 
GSA  inventory  management  effective  1  July  1968.   This  will  result  in  an 
asset  decapitalization  to  GSA  totaling  $37  million.   In  May  an  agreement 
was  made  for  the  handling  by  GSA  of  DOB  mobilization  required  items. 
Throughout  the  fiscal  year  I&L  continued  to  work  very  closely  with  GSA 
in  developing  compatible  operating  procedures  for  performing  the  various 
materiel  management  functions. 

DSA  Support  of  Federal  Civil  Agencies 

Progress  was  made  in  the  area  of  increased  support  of  Federal  civil 
agencies  by  the  DOD.  DSA  currently  supports  Ik   agencies  under  formal 
interagency  supply  support  agreements.   The  Coast  Guard  and  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  are  supported  with  a  full  range  of 

I  DSA  materiel.   Other  Federal  civil  agencies  are  supported  on  a  limited 
basis,  e.g.,  Veterans  Administration  and  Public  Health  Service  with 
selected  medical  items  and  perishable  subsistence;  GSA  (Transportation 
and  Communications  Service)  with  electronic  items;  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  with  clothing  and  textiles  and  subsistence  items,  etc. 
Currently,  DSA  is  planning  to  assume  mission  support  of  all  Federal 

]    civil  agencies  for  fuel  and  electronic  items. 
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Red  Ball  Express 

The  program,  established  in  December  I965  to  airlift  repair  parts  to 
Vietnam,  was  designed  to  reduce  the  large  numbers  of  aircraft  and  equipment 
that  we.re  inoperable  for  lack  of  these  parts.  To  date,  a  total  of 
U2,8U2  tons  of  cargo  have  been  airlifted  from  Travis  Air  Force  Base  in 
California  to  Vietnam  via  the  Red  Ball  Express. 

Provisioning  Screening 

Provisioning  screening  is  a  mechanized  process  whereby  manufacturers ' 
part  numbers  and  other  identifying  numbers  are  screened  to  identify  support 
items  prior  to  their  entry  into  the  Defense  supply  system  during  provision- 
ing, and  to  screen  them  against  on-hand  assets,  and  thus  increase  utiliza- 
tion of  stocks  on  hand  in  lieu  of  new  procurement. 

During  fiscal  year  I968,  6,3^1,^06  part  numbers  were  screened  against 
master  Federal  Catalog  files  and  against  on-hand  assets,  2,60^,301  or  kl 
percent  were  matched  to  existing  numbers  on  file  having  assigned  FSNs.  A 
total  of  217,553  matches  were  made  to  reported  transferable/retention  stocks 
and  to  potential  and  declared  excess  assets  during  the  year,  thus  making  it 
possible  for  provisioning  activities  to  offset  new  requirements  with  on- 
hand  assets,  and  thus  prevent  or  reduce  new  procurement. 

NATO  Codification  System 

With  the  ultimate  objective  of  a  single  classification,  name,  identifi- 
cation, and  stock  number  for  an  item  whenever  used  by  a  NA.T0  country,  the 
U.S.  continued  to  provide  Federal  Catalog  services  and  data  under  terms  of 
international  codification  agreements  revised  and  signed  during  the  past 
fiscal  year.  As  of  30  June  1968,  the  DISC  files  recorded  a  gross  total  of 
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1,235 ,551  management  registrations  for  a  total  of  8  NATO  countries, 
Australia,  Japan,  and  South  Africa,  and  the  NATO  Supply  Center.  The  net 
total  of  FSNs  with  registered  foreign  managers  was  738, 72U.   Of  this  total, 
1^0,992  were  managed  solely  by  foreign  governments  and  the  remainder, 
597,732,  were  managed  by  one  or  more  U.S.  activities  as  well  as  by  one  or 
more  foreign  governments. 

Worldwide  Incentive  Tariffs  for  Retrograde  Air  Cargo 

Upon  the  direction  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  a  test 
was  conducted  during  fiscal  year  1968  covering  the  movement  via  the 
Military  Airlift  Command  (MAC)  air  transportation  system  of  repairable  and 
serviceable  items  from  the  Pacific  Ocean  area  to  the  continental  United 
States  at  greatly  reduced  tariff  rates.  It  was  a  basic  objective  of  this 
service  test  to  utilize  the  available  excess  retrograde  cargo  capabilities 
of  the  MAC  system  to  return  materiel  to  CONUS  more  rapidly,  and  thus  achieve 
savings  in  the  materiel  pipeline  through  more  rapid  transportation.  The  test 
proved  successful  in  providing  earlier  visibility  of  assets  to  the  inventory 
control  managers.  As  a  result,  the  Air  Force  was  directed  to  formally 
establish  procedures  and  reduced  tariff  rates  for  the  retrograde  movement 
of  specific  classes  of  materiel  to  the  CONUS  from  all  overseas  areas.  The 
tariff  rates  applicable  to  the  movement  of  these  specific  classes  are  to  be 
approximately  equivalent  to  the  cost  of  surface  sea-lift  of  general  dry 
cargo,  including  origin  and  destination  terminal  handling  charges. 

Project  Plus 

The  central  mechanized  DOD  utilization  screening  system  (Project  PLUS) 
continues  to  provide  for  matching  transferable  retention  and  potential 
excess  stocks  both  from  inventory  control  points  (ICPs)  and  retail  levels 
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against  ICP  requirements.  Through  the  PLUS  program,  $2^+2  million  of  long 
supply  was  utilized  during  fiscal  year  1968. 

Centralized  Utilization  Screening  of  POD  Releasable  Assets  in  Europe 
In  November  1966  OASD  (i&L)  requested  the  Air  Force  to  develop,  in 
collaboration  with  the  Army,  Navy  and  DSA  as  appropriate,  a  mechanized 
procedure  for  screening  all  DOD  releasable  assets  in  Europe  against  all 
European  military  requirements  for  possible  interservice/intraservice 
redistribution  and  utilization.   The  establishment  of  the  Materiel  Asset 
Redistribution  Center,  Europe  (MARCE),  became  effective  on  July  1,  1967. 
During  fiscal  year  1968,  the  first  year  of  operation,  MARCE: 

1.  Received  information  on  879,088  excess  items  valued  at  $73 •  *+ 
million. 

2.  Received  61+5,867  requisitions  of  which  222,531  or  3^-  percent  were 
filled  completely  and  another  17,862  were  filled  partially.   The  remaining 
requisitions  were  either  passed  to  an  ICP  for  supply  or  returned  to  the 
requisitioner  in  accordance  with  the  requisitioner 's  instructions. 

3.  Initiated  redistribution  orders  resulting  in  the  shipment  of 
2U7,l6*+  line  items  with  a  value  of  $7-*+  million. 

k.     Expended  $183, 600  for  the  operation  of  equipment  and  the  salary  of 
personnel. 

Utilization  and  Redistribution  of  Excess  Materiel  in  the  Pacific  Area 
(PURM) 

Recognizing  that  the  speed  and  magnitude  of  the  Vietnam  buildup  has 
resulted  in  the  accumulation  of  some  imbalances  and  excesses  in  inventories, 
action  was  taken  to  initiate  a  program  for  the  utilization  and  redistribution 
of  these  excesses  against  approved  military  requirements  in  the  DOD  supply 
system. 
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An  interservice  working  group  completed  the  overall  plan  in  coordin- 
ation with  the  military  departments  and  Defense  Supply  Agency  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  program,  which  was  approved  by  OASD(l&L)  on  March  1, 
1968. 

The  salient  features  of  the  plan  are  to: 

1.  Identify  excess  materiel  of  all  services  in  the  Pacific  area. 

2.  Screen  and  redistribute  excesses  to  satisfy  service-wide  require- 
ments in  Pacific  Area. 

3.  Cancel  outstanding  requisitions  upon  receipt  of  materiel. 

k.     Make  funding  and  budgetary  adjustments  at  departmental  level. 

5.  Report  property  found  excess  to  Pacific  Area  requirements  to  CONUS 
inventory  management  for  world-wide  redistribution. 

6.  Dispose  of  excess  property  for  which  no  DOD  requirement  exists,  in 
accordance  with  existing  disposal  procedures. 

The  initial  phases  of  screening  will  be  accomplished  by  manual  or 
mechanized  procedures,  but  the  program  will  become  fully  mechanized  as  soon 
as  practical.  When  this  phase  has  been  accomplished  there  will  be  for  the 
first  time  a  world-wide  DOD  mechanized  utilization  and  redistribution  program, 
PLUS  in  CONUS,  MARCE  in  Europe  and  PURM  in  the  Pacific. 

An  agency  known  as  the  Pacific  Utilization  and  Redistribution  Agency 
has  been  established.  During  fiscal  year  1968,  under  test  and  limited 
operation  conditions,  a  total  of  $88. k   million  of  assets  were  reported  for 
screening  with  $5.0  million  redistributed. 
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Published  Directives  and  Instructions 

Digests  of  the  principal  regulations,  Directives,  and  Instructions 
providing  for  the  recording  or  reporting  of  inventory  data,  issued  by 
the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense  since  the  enactment  of  Title  IV 
of  the  National  Security  Act  and  in  effect  as  of  30  June  1968,  are 
presented  in  this  part  of  the  report.  These  current  Directives  and 
Instructions,  in  some  instances,  supersede  or  revise  earlier  Directives 
and  Instructions  on  the  subject  of  property  accounting  and  reporting. 

1.  Method  of  Financing,  Funding,  Accounting,  and  Eeporting  for 
Military  Assistance  Sales  to  Eligible  Foreign  Governments  or  Inter- 
national Organizations  (POD  Instruction  2110.29),  reissued 

27  September  19&3 >   "with  subsequent  amendments. 

The  purpose  of  this  Instruction  is  to  prescribe  uniform  procedures 
to  be  followed  in  financing,  funding,  accounting  and  reporting  with  res- 
pect to  all  sales  of  military  equipment,  materials,  and  services  made 
under  the  authority  of  the  Mutual  Security  Act  of  195*+,  as  amended. 

2.  Aircraft  Inventory  Record  Series  (POD  Instruction  3232.3) 
issued  23  March  1956,  reprinted  7  July  i960. 

This  Instruction  establishes  a  uniform  Aircraft  Inventory  Record 
Series  within  the  Department  of  Defense  in  order  to  ensure  that  an 
accurate  accountability  and  inventory  record  control  of  components 
installed  in  aircraft  may  be  maintained.  This  requirement  is  applicable 
to  all  aircraft  including  those  subject  to  inter -department  transfer, 
maintenance  cross -servicing,  and  utilization  by  National  Guard  Units, 
Reserve  Training  Units  and  the  Mutual  Assistance  Program. 
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3.   Basic  Regulations  for  the  Military  Supply  System  (POD  Directive 
4000.8),  reissued  13  June  1963- 

This  Directive  provides  for  the  continuous  and  comprehensive  inple- 
mentation  of  Title  10,  U.S.C.,  Section  2202,  in  achieving  the  efficient, 
economical,  and  practical  operation  of  an  integrated  supply  system  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  military  departments  without  duplicate  or  over- 
lapping operations  and  function,  and  sets  forth  the  policy  defining  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  law. 

k.     Military  Supply  and  Transportation  Evaluation  Procedures  (MIISTEP) 
(POD  Instruction  UOOO.23),  issued  12  June  1967- 

This  Instruction  establishes  procedures  for  the  preparation  and 
reporting  of  basic  measurements  of  supply  system  performance  and  trans- 
portation effectiveness  as  a  management  tool  throughout  the  D0D. 

5-  Reports  on  Single  Manager  Operations  (POD  Instruction  4100-31) j 
reissued  2  September  i960,  with  subsequent  amendments. 

This  Instruction  prescribes  quarterly  statistical  reports  required 
by  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Pefense  relative  to  the  operations  of 
the  Single  Managers  in  their  respective  areas  of  assigned  responsibility. 
These  reports  provide  significant  data  upon  which  effective  management 
policies  and  decisions  can  be  formulated.  The  following  single  manager 
assignments  are  being  reported  upon:  Airlift  Service,  Ocean  Transportation, 
Traffic  Management  within  the  United  States,  Subsistence,  Clothing -Textiles, 
Medical  Material,  Petroleum,  Military  General  Supplies,  and  Military 
Industrial  Supplies. 
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6.  Commercial  or  Industrial  Activities  -  Operation  of  (POD  Instruction 
4100-33) j  reissued  22  July  1966,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  implements  basic  DOD  policy  in  starting,  continuing, 
curtailing,  or  discontinuing  commercial  or  industrial  activities,  and 
establishes  procedures  for  maintaining  inventory  records  for  reporting 
purposes. 

7.  Retention  and  Transfer  Policy  (POD  Directive  4100.37),  issued 
15  September  1965,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Directive  provides  uniform  policy  for  the  retention  and  transfer 
of  materiel,  industrial  facilities,  and  other  military  installations. 

8.  Armed  Services  Procurement  Regulation  (POD  Directive  4l05-30)j 
issued  11  March  1959- 

This  Directive  continues  the  Armed  Services  Procurement  Regulation 
as  a  regulation  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense.   Appendix  B  thereof  pre- 
scribes the  record-keeping  and  reporting  for  Government  property 
furnished  to  or  acquired  by  contractors  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  their 
contracts. 

9-  Requirements  for  Contractors  to  Price  Deliveries  of  Military 
Supply  Items  (POD  Instruction  4ll0.l),  issued  7  April  1959,  reprinted 
22  March  1968. 

The  purpose  of  this  Instruction  is  to  provide  for  the  furnishing  of 
unit  prices  by  contractors  on  materiel  inspection  and  receiving  reports 
for  shipments  of  materiel  procured  by  the  military  departments.  The  unit 
price  data  furnished  on  materiel  inspection  and  receiving  reports  is 
used  by  the  military  departments  in  developing  departmental  standard 
prices  and  for  financial  and  supply  accounting. 
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10.  Development,  Maintenance,  and  Use  of  the  Federal  Catalog 
System  within  the  POD  (POD  Directive  ^130. 2),  reissued  K   December  1963, 
with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Directive  states  the  mission  and  objectives  of  the  Federal 
Cataloging  Program  and  the  scope  and  policies  of  the  Federal  Catalog 
System,  and  assigns  the  responsibilities  within  the  Department  of  Defense. 

11.  Inventory  Management  Policies  (POD  Directive  IkU+O.l),  issued 

12  October  195&,  with  subsequent  amendments,  and  a  series  of  POP  Pirectives 
and  Instructions:   (a)  Management  of  Mobilization  Reserve  Stocks 
(Instruction  fclA-0.2),  issued  28  July  195^-j  with  subsequent  amendment; 
(b)  Management  of  Materiel  Pipeline,  Including  Levels  of  Supply 
(Instruction  ^1^-0.4),  issued  3  September  195^;  (c)  Management  and 
Transaction  Reports  for  Materiel  Assets  (instruction  4l40.l8),  reissued 
15  Pecember  19&5,  with  subsequent  amendment;  and  (d)  Management  of 
Mobilization  Reserve  Stocks  of  Items  Assigned  to  the  Defense  Supply 
Agency  (POD  Directive  IklAO . 21 ) ,  reissued  19  November  1966. 

Directive  kl.40.1  established  the  Department  of  Defense  basic  policy 
for  the  management  of  materiel  inventories  and  provided  for  uniform 
definitions.   It  calls  for  a  physical  inventory  of  materiel  and  recon- 
ciliation of  records  at  least  once  a  year,  and  requires  that  each  item 
of  materiel,  both  for  military  or  industrial  use  within  a  military 
service,  be  under  the  cognizance  of  only  one  inventory  control  point. 
These  supply  and  inventory  control  points  are  required  to  maintain  records, 
make  reports,  channel  the  transportation  of  materiel  in  the  most  economical 
manner,  review  the  inventory  status  in  relation  to  current  and  future 
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requirements,  determine  and  declare  Service -wide  excess  stocks,  and 
schedule  rebuilding  of  economically  reparable  stocks.   Instruction  1*140.2 
establishes  the  policies  regarding  the  retention,  storage,  care  and 
preservation  of  mobilization  reserve  stocks  and  their  stock  record 
accounting,  reporting  and  control.   Instruction  lkLlj-0.4  prescribes  defi- 
nitions to  be  used  for  identifying  the  levels  of  supply  in  the  materiel 
pipeline.   Instruction  4140.18  prescribes  semi-annual  reporting  of  the 
status,  condition,  and  purpose  of  world-wide  Department  of  Defense  assets 
of  principal  items  and  of  supply  system  assets  of  secondary  items, 
reporting  of  the  transactions  for  materiel  financed  by  procurement  or 
other  appropriations,  and  reporting  of  the  value  of  base -funded  inventory. 
Directive  4l40.21  calls  for  periodic  reports  by  the  Defense  Supply  Agency 
of  stocks  on  hand. 

12.  Uniform  Property  Records  (POD  Instruction  IklAO .  15 ) ,  issued 
10  April  I961,  with  subsequent  amendments. 

This  Instruction  establishes  a  single  property  record  within  the 
military  departments  for  use  in  the  management  accounting  and  reporting 
of  Government -owned  plant  equipment  in  the  hands  of  contractors. 

13-  Military  Standard  Transaction  Reporting  and  Accounting 
Procedures  (MIISTRAP)  (POD  Instruction  41^-0.22),  issued  3  August  1964. 

This  Instruction  establishes  a  standard  procedure  for  reporting  of 
and  accounting  for  inventory  and  related  financial  transactions  within 
the  Department  of  Defense. 
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lk.      Requirements  Priority  and  Asset  Application  for  Secondary 
Items  (POD  Instruction  4l40.2^),  reissued  12  February  1968,  with 
subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  prescribes  a  uniform  sequence  of  priorities  in 
which  secondary  items  are  to  be  reported  and  provides  a  means  of  showing 
the  readiness  to  supply  material  as  specified  in  logistics  guidance. 

15.  Selective  Inventory  Management  of  Secondary  Items  (POD 
Instruction  4l^0.30)> issued  18  May  19^7  >  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  establishes  an  inventory  management  system 
covering  selected  high  procurement -value  secondary  items,  and  provides 
for  summary  supply  control  reporting  to  facilitate  management  of  such 
item. 

16.  Secondary  Item  Inventory  Analysis  (POP  Instruction  kUK).3l), 
issued  12  February  1968. 

This  Instruction  provides  a  uniform  basis  for  reporting  secondary 
item  inventory  management  data  for  use  in  budgeting  and  apportionment 
processes. 

17-  Pefense  Inactive  Item  Program  (POP  Pirective  41^-0.32),  issued 
19  February  1968. 

This  Pirective  establishes  the  program  and  authorizes  publication 
of  a  Manual  (4l^0-32-M)  which  provides  for  the  elimination  of  inactive 
items  from  the  System  and  the  Federal  Supply  Catalog. 

18.  Grouping  of  Secondary  Items  for  Supply  Management  Purposes 
(POP  Instruction  Ij-l^O .  33 ) ,  issued  12  June  1968. 

This  Instruction  establishes  uniform  criteria  for  the  grouping  of 
secondary  items  into  several  groups  that  are  to  be  accorded  varying 
degrees  of  management  intensity  in  the  supply  management  process. 
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19-   Nonexcess  Personal  Property  to  be  Sold  or  Exchanged  for 
Replacement  Purposes  (POD  Instruction  kl60.l),   reissued  10  August  1966. 

This  Instruction  establishes  Department  of  Defense  policy  relating 
to  the  exchange  or  sale  of  personal  property  for  replacement  purposes 
where  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  are  applied  to  acquire  similar  items.   It 
also  prescribes  policy  and  procedures  affecting  the  utilization  screening 
of  such  property  before  sale  or  exchange . 

20.  Policy  Governing  the  Utilization  Screening  of  Excess  Personal 
Property  Under  Control  of  the  POD  (POD  Instruction  4160-9),  reissued 
11  January  i960. 

This  Instruction  establishes  Pepartment-wide  policy  and  procedures 
for  reporting  personal  property  under  Department  of  Pefense  control  which 
is  excess  to  the  needs  of  the  organization  holding  such  property.   It 
routes  notifications  of  excess  personal  property  so  that  all  elements  of 
the  Pepartment  of  Pefense  may  be  informed  of  its  existence  and  character. 
Provision  is  made  for  notifying  all  other  elements  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment of  excesses  remaining  after  Pepartment  of  Pefense  needs  are  met. 
Finally,  the  Instruction  provides  for  disposal  of  such  excesses  which  are 
not  absorbed  by  the  Federal  Government. 

21.  Reporting  Requirements  for  POP  Materiel  Utilization  and  Pis- 
posal  Programs  (POP  Instruction  4l60.17),  reissued  6  May  1963,  reprinted 
5  November  1963. 

This  Instruction  reissues  the  basic  requirements  for  a  Pepartment  of 
Pefense  reporting  system  for  excess,  foreign  excess  and  surplus  materiel, 
and  provides  for  the  quarterly  submission  of  specific  information  relating 
to  the  utilization  and  disposal  of  excess  and  surplus  personal  property. 
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22.  Reporting;  Screening,  and  Disposition  of  Redistributable 
Military  Assistance  Program  Property  (POD  Instruction  4l60.20),  reissued 
20  December  1967. 

This  Instruction  establishes  policy  and  procedures  governing  uniform 
reporting,  screening,  and  disposition  of  Military  Assistance  Program  (MAP) 
property  which  a  recipient  government  has  declared  to  be  no  longer  needed 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  furnished. 

23.  POD  Facility  Classes  and  Construction  Categories  (POD  Instruction 
^165.3),  reissued  13  October  1966. 

This  Instruction  provides  a  standard  numerical  code  for  the  identifi- 
cation and  classification  of  facility  classes  and  construction  categories 
to  permit  uniform  identification  and  classification  of  real  property  in 
planning,  programming,  budgeting,  accounting,  and  reporting,  exclusive  of 
the  Civil  Works  activities  of  the  Army  Chief  of  Engineers,  or  emergency 
construction  in  direct  support  of  combat  operations  for  any  of  the  mili- 
tary departments. 

2k.     Real  Property:  Acquisition,  Management  and  Disposal  (POP 
Directive  kl6^.6),   issued  15  September  1955,  with  subsequent  amendment; 
Program  for  Management  of  Real  Property  Maintenance  Activities  (POP 

Instruction  4165.9),  issued  23  June  1955,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

.  — 

Pirective  4l65-6  states  the  Pepartment  of  Pefense  policy  relative 
to  the  acquisition,  management  and  disposal  of  real  property  and  dele- 
gates the  authority  to  accomplish  these  actions  within  each  of  the 
military  departments  to  the  respective  Secretary.  Instruction  ^165.9 
outlines  a  program  for  uniformly  effective  management  of  real  property 
maintenance  activities. 
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25-  Inventory  of  Military  Real  Property  (POD  Instruction  kl6^.lk), 
reissued  21  Pecember  1966,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  provides  a  uniform  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the 
military  departments  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  world- 
wide inventory  of  real  property  (land  and  improvements)  and  for  the 
preparation  of  an  abridged  inventory  in  summary  form.  Specific  instruc- 
tions are  contained  in  this  Instruction  as  to  the  categories,  physical 
units  of  measure,  the  data,  maps,  and  descriptive  information  which  are 
to  be  kept  current  on  the  records  in  the  military  departments.  Summary 
reports  are  to  be  submitted  annually  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of 
Pef ense . 

26.  Form  for  Transfer  and  Acceptance  of  Military  Real  Property 
(PP  Form  135*0  (POP  Instruction  hl6^.h0)}   issued  Ik   November  1961, 
reprinted  28  July  1967. 

This  Instruction  prescribes  a  single  form  (PP  Form  135*0  to  be  used 
by  all  military  departments  for  the  recording  of  primary  documentation 
upon  transfer  and  acceptance  of  real  property. 

27.  Nonutilization  of  Military  Real  Property  (POP  Instruction 
Kl65.kl),   issued  18  Pecember  1961,  with  subsequent  amendments. 

This  Instruction  establishes  criteria  and  requirements  for  reporting 
on  significant  areas  of  unused  land  and  space  at  certain  domestic  and 
overseas  military  installations.  It  is  designed  in  part  to  assure 
maximum  utilization  of  existing  installations  and  in  part  to  assist  in 
screening  real  property  construction  requests. 
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28.   Production/Delivery  Status  and  Progress  Reporting  Between 
Military  Departments  (POD  Instruction  4200. 4),  issued  11  October  1955 , 
with  subsequent  amendment. 

Instruction  4200 .4  establishes  a  requirement  for,  and  a  method  to 
accomplish,  the  exchange  of  information  between  two  or  more  of  the 
military  departments  relative  to  Production/Delivery  Status  and  Progress 
Reporting  in  connection  with  basic  items  procured  or  produced  by  one 
military  department  for  another  as  the  result  of  a  single  procurement 
assignment  agreement. 

29-  Reporting  of  Certain  Fiscal  Data  with  Regard  to  Metalworking 
Machinery  (POD  Instruction  4215-16),  reissued  23  June  1965. 

This  Instruction  establishes  an  annual  report  designed  to  reflect 
the  number  and  dollar  value  of  machine  tools  having  an  acquisition  cost 
of  $1,000  or  more  approved  for  procurement  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 
It  also  includes  the  number  and  dollar  value  expected  to  be  procured 
during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

30.  Management  of  Defense -Owned  Industrial  Plant  Equipment  (IPE) 
(POD  Instruction  4215.18),  issued  10  December  1964,  with  subsequent 
amendments . 

This  Instruction  prescribes  the  procedures  for  reporting  inven- 
tories of  industrial  plant  equipment  owned  by  the  Department  of  Defense 

31-  Military  Public  Works  Basic  Record  Keeping  Requirements  (POD 
Instruction  4270.3),  reissued  13  October  1955- 

This  Instruction  provides  for  the  maintaining  of  basic  records, 
relative  to  military  public  works  construction  activities,  at  the 
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headquarters  of  each  of  the  military  departments,  from  which  summary 
data  may  be  extracted  as  required. 

32.  POD  Motor  Vehicle  Uniform  Reporting  System  (POD  Instruction 
45OO.7) )   reissued  13  August  1963;  with  subsequent  amendments. 

This  Instruction  establishes  standard  terminology,  definitions  and 
reporting  of  motor  vehicle  inventories.   The  system  provides  data  on 
utilization,  operating  and  maintenance  costs. 

33-   Resource  Management  Systems  of  the  Pepartment  of  Pefense 
(POP  Pirective  7000.1),  issued  22  August  1966,   with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Pirective  establishes  the  objectives  and  basic  policies  for 
the  improvement  of  Pepartment  of  Pefense  resource  management  systems. 
Resources  consist  of  men,  materials  (i.e.,  real  and  personal  property), 
services  and  money. 

3k.      Selected  Acquisition  Reports  (SAR)  (POP  Instruction  7000-3), 
issued  23  February  1968,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  provides  standards  for  reporting  technical,  schedule, 
and  cost  data  for  selected  acquisitions  under  the  Five  Year  Pefense 
Program. 

35-   Operations  Subsystems  to  the  Five  Year  Pefense  Program  (POP 
Instruction  7OOO.5),  issued  5  June  1968. 

This  Instruction  provides  procedural  guidance  and  specifications 
for  the  establishment  of  a  data  system  to  meet  information  requirements 
for  operations  pursuant  to  POP  Pirective  7000.1,  "Resource  Management 
Systems  of  the  Pepartment  of  Pefense". 
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36.  POD  Programming  System;  Program  Element  Summary  and  Descrip- 
tive Data  Sheets  (POD  Instruction  70^5.3),  issued  29  January  1965,  with 
subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  provides  specific  procedural  guidance  in  support  o 
the  DOD  Programming  System,  and  for  the  preparation  and  submission  of 
summary  data  to  reflect  approved  programs  or  approval  of  program  changes. 

37«  Review  and  Approval  of  Changes  to  the  Five  Year  Defense  Program 
(DOD  Instruction  70^5-7),  issued  22  December  I967. 

This  Instruction  establishes  procedural  guidance  for  processing  changes  to 
the  FYDP,  for  review,  analysis,  and  approval  of  new  programs,  and  for 
maintenance  and  updating  of  the  program  structure.  It  also  authorizes  the 
publication  of  the  FYDP  Codes  and  Definitions  Handbook  (DOD  JOk^. 7-H) . 

38.  Procedures  for  Updating  Program  Data  in  the  Five  Year  Defense 
Program  (FYDP)  (POP  Instruction  70*4-5-8),  issued  23  May  1968. 

This  Instruction  establishes  procedural  and  technical  guidance  for 
the  submission  of  program  element  change  data. 

39-  Accounting  and  Pricing  for  Materiel  Financed  by  Procurement 
Appropriations  for  Military  Functions  (POP  Pirective  7200. 7),  issued 
16  December  196^. 

This  Directive  establishes  policies,  procedures,  and  criteria  to 
be  followed  by  Defense  components  in  the  pricing  of  and  financial 
accounting  for  inventories,  receipts,  and  issues  of  materials,  supplies, 
and  equipment. 

kO.      Regulations  Governing  the  Use  of  Project  Orders  (POP  Directive 
7220.1),  reissued  27  September  1958,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Directive  prescribes  the  regulations  governing  the  use  of 
project  orders  and  the  basis  upon  which  the  performing  establishment 
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will  "be  reimbursed.  A  project  order  is  a  specific,  definite  and  certain 
order  issued  for  the  manufacture  of  materials,  supplies  and  equipment, 
or  for  other  work  or  services,  which,  when  placed  with  and  accepted  by 
a  Government -owned  and  operated  establishment,  serves  to  obligate  appro- 
priations in  the  same  manner  as  orders  or  contracts  placed  with  commercial 
enterprises. 

lH.  Billing  and  Collection  for  Sales  of  Department  of  Defense 
Materiel  (POD  Instruction  7220.13),  reissued  28  January  1965,  with 
subsequent  amendments. 

This  Instruction  implements  DOD  Directive  7^20.1  and  DOD  Instruc- 
tion 7200.7,  both  digested  herein,  with  respect  to  requirements  for 
billing  and  effecting  reimbursement  for  sales  of  all  materials,  supplies, 
and  equipment  except  for  aircraft,  ships,  and  plant  equipment  not  in  the 
supply  system. 

k2.     Accounting  and  Reporting  for  Property  Disposal  and  Proceeds 
from  the  Sale  of  Disposable  Personal  Property  and  Lumber  and  Timber 
Products  (DOD  Instruction  7310.1),  reissued  1$  April  1968. 

This  Instruction  sets  forth  the  policies  with  respect  to  accounting 
and  reporting  on  disposition  of  proceeds  from  sale  of  scrap  salvage, 
surplus  materials,  foreign  excess  personal  property,  and  timber  and 
lumber  products  of  the  Department  of  Defense,  except  (a)  proceeds  from 
sale  of  such  material  held  by  working  capital  funds  of  the  military 
departments  (these  are  handled  in  accordance  with  Regulations  Governing 
Stock  Fund  and  Industrial  Fund  Operations)  and  (b)  proceeds  from  sale 
of  such  material  held  for  the  Military  Assistance  Program. 
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1^3-   Accounting  for  Excess,  Surplus ,  and  Foreign  Excess  Personal 
Property,  Including  Scrap  and  Salvage  (POD  Instruction  7310.2),  reissued 
20  September  1963,  with  subsequent  amendment. 

This  Instruction  establishes  uniform,  simplified  procedures  for 
accounting  for  excess,  surplus,  and  foreign  excess  personal  property 
(including  scrap  and  salvage)  transferred  from  supply  system  inventories 
or  turned  in  from  use  and  placed  in  the  process  of  disposal.   The 
procedures  provide  for  the  establishment  of  separate  property-disposal 
accounts;  quantitative  accounting  for  scrap;  a  method  of  allocation  of 
net  sales  proceeds  to  working  capital  funds;  simplified  accounting  for 
individual  sales;  and  pre -determined  rates  for  reimbursable  expenses. 

kk.      Regulations  Governing  Industrial  Fund  Operations  (POD  Directive 
7^10.4),  reissued  20  May  1968. 

This  Directive  provides  for  the  establishment  of  Industrial  Funds 
within  the  Department  of  Defense.   It  also  establishes  the  policy  for 
the  initial  transfer  of  funds,  inventories,  and  properties  to  the  Indus- 
trial Funds;  the  handling  of  project  and  other  work  orders  and  reimburse- 
ments for  such  work;  provision  for  accounting  and  cost  accounting  systems; 
authorization  to  incur  obligations  and  expend  funds;  budgetary  control; 
reporting  on  operations;  and  auditing. 

4-5  •  Financial  Reports  for  Department  of  Defense  Industrial  Funds 
(POD  Instruction  7^10.5),  reissued  ik   August  I963,  with  subsequent 
amendment. 

This  Instruction  sets  forth  the  requirements  for  financial  reports 
of  Industrial  Funds  by  the  Pepartment  of  Pefense  to  cover  its  responsi- 
bilities under  the  National  Security  Act  Amendments,  and  to  meet  other 
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reporting  requirements  under  a  single  uniform  system  of  reporting  for 
activities  operating  under  Industrial  Funds. 

46.  Regulations  Governing  Stock  Fund  Operations  (POD  Directive 
7420.1),  reissued  26  January  1967 ,   with  subsequent  amendments. 

Directive  7420.1  provides  for  establishment  of  a  Stock  Fund  in 
each  of  the  four  services  and  one  for  the  Defense  agencies;  sets  up 
procedures  for  the  issuance  of  charters,  initial  transfer  of  fund, 
inventories,  and  other  assets;  covers  pricing  policy,  management  policy, 
sales  of  stocks  and  accounting;  and  provides  authority  to  obligate  and 
expend  funds;  and  provides  for  budgetary  control,  reporting  and  auditing. 

47.  Billing  and  Collection  Procedures  for  Sales  of  Stock  Fund 
Materiel  (POD  Instruction  7*120.9),  reissued  13  March  1967,  with  subse- 
quent amendments. 

This  Instruction  supplements  DOD  Instruction  7220.13,  digested 
above,  by  establishing  procedures  for  billing  and  effecting  collection 
for  certain  sales  of  stock  fund  materiel,  with  special  instructions  for 
accounting,  reporting  and  controlling  transactions. 

48.  Quarterly  Stock  Fund  Reports  on  Financial  Status  and  Program 
Projections  (POD  Instruction  7420.10),  issued  6  November  1962. 

This  Instruction  prescribes  planning  objectives  and  progress  reports 
against  which  accomplishments  may  be  measured  for  key  budget  program 
elements . 

k9.  Chart  of  Accounts  and  Financial  Reports  for  Pepartment  of 
Pefense  Stock  Funds  (POP  Instruction  7420.11),  issued  10  June  1964, 
with  subsequent  amendments. 

This  Instruction  provides  for  the  financial  statements  required 
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for  the  preparation  of  reports  to  the  Congress  and  other  Government 
agencies  and  for  use  in  financial  control  actions  under  the  budget 
process. 

50.  Report  on  Real  and  Personal  Property  and  Selected  Financial 
Assets  (POD  Instruction  7500.1) ,  reissued  19  August  1966,  with  subse- 
quent amendment. 

This  Instruction  prescribes  uniform  reporting  formats  and  criteria 
to  the  military  departments  for  the  recurring  annual  submission  of  narra- 
tive, accounting,  and  statistical  material  required  by  the  Office  of  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Comptroller)  for  the  preparation  of  a 
consolidated  Department  of  Defense  report  to  the  Congress  and  the 
President  on  property  records  maintained  under  10  U.S.C.  2701.   It  also 
prescribes  the  instruction  and  reporting  format  for  the  financial  assets 
of  each  military  department  exclusive  of  real  and  personal  property, 
requested  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  House 
of  Representatives. 

51.  Accounting  for  Military  Real  Property  in  the  Department  of 
Defense  (POD  Instruction  7500.2),  issued  20  October  1966. 

This  Instruction  establishes  policies  for  accounting  for  military 
real  property. 

52.  Use  of  Source  Documents  and  Source  Records  in  Quantitative 
and  Financial  Inventory  Accounting  (DOD  Instruction  7510.2),  issued 
2  July  1937 y   reprinted  27  July  1967. 

This  Instruction  defines  the  type  of  basic  source  documents  and 
source  records  to  be  used  in  the  military  departments  to  ensure  that  the 
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inventory  accounting  and  reporting  system  provide  for  the  accumulation 
of  both  quantitative  and  financial  data  from  original  transaction  docu- 
ments and  stock  records. 

53.  Pricing  of  Government -owned  Plant  Equipment  in  the  POD  (POD 
Instruction  75IO.3),  issued  2k  May  i960. 

This  Instruction  establishes,  for  inventory  and  other  purposes, 
uniform  pricing  policies  for  Government -owned  plant  equipment. 

54.  Uniform  Policy  for  Charging  Accessorial  and/or  Administrative 
Costs  Incident  to  Issues,  Sales,  and  Transfers  of  Materials,  Supplies, 
and  Equipment  (POP  Instruction  7510.4),  reissued  7  April  1967. 

This  Instruction  establishes  policies  and  procedures  for  charging 
expenses  arising  from  issues,  sales,  and  transfers  of  materials,  supplies, 
and  equipment. 

55-   Simplified  Inventory  Accounting  for  Low-Value  Materiel  (POP 
Instruction  75IO.5),  issued  1  July  1963- 

This  Instruction  authorizes  procedures  for  simplified  inventory 
accounting  for  low-value  items  of  materials,  supplies  and  equipment 
(materiel) . 

56.  Progress  Report  on  Military  Family  Housing  Projects  (POP 
Instruction  7720. 5),  issued  1  October  1962. 

This  Instruction  provides  for  submission  of  progress  reports  as 
various  stages  of  development  are  reached  in  the  planning  and  construc- 
tion of  military  family  housing  projects. 

57-  Inventory  and  Utilization  Reporting  on  Military  Family  Housing 
(POP  Instruction  7730.20),  reissued  31  Pecember  I963,  with  subsequent 
amendments . 
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This  Instruction  prescribes  quarterly  reports  on  inventory  of 
military  family  housing  units  and  occupancy  and  assignment  of  personnel 
to  these  units.   The  Instruction  is  applicable  to  all  DOD  components. 

58.   Petroleum  Reporting  Requirements  (POD  Instruction  7730.21), 
reissued  19  June  1968. 

This  Instruction  prescribes  the  various  required  reports  concerning 
petroleum  programs,  status,  inventories,  requirements,  production, 
deliveries,  and  other  logistics  areas. 

59-  Equipment  Distribution  and  Condition  (EDAC)  -  Measuring  and 
Reporting  System  (POD  Instruction  7730-25),  reissued  13  February  1968. 

This  Instruction  establishes  a  uniform  reporting  system  for  selected 
items  of  military  equipment.   It  does  not  include  equipment  associated 
with  real  property,  installations  and  facilities. 

60.  Selected  Item  Status  Report  for  Major  Items  of  Munitions  and 
Equipment  (POP  Instruction  7730 -i^),  issued  26  May  I967. 

This  Instruction  provides  guidance  and  instructions  for  the  prepara- 
tion and  submission  of  reports  designed  to  provide  data  for  intensive 
inventory  management  of  a  selected  group  of  principal  items  of  munitions 
and  equipment. 
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Section  B  -  Army 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Army  has  participated  in  DOD- sponsored  joint 
efforts  outlined  in  Section  A  above  from  which  have  emanated  not  only  DOD 
publications  but  also  Army  and  other  Departmental  implementing  directives. 
The  projects  below  include  those  of  both  DOD  and  Army  origin. 
General 

The  phased  replacement  and  merging  of  the  specialized  logistical  systems 
operated  by  the  former  technical  services  of  the  Army,  has  required  that 
responsive  interlocking  systems  be  developed  and  implemented  by  the  United 
States  Army  Materiel  Command  (USAMC).   These  advanced  methods  provide  the 
Army  with  a  single  integrated  system  under  the  command  jurisdiction  of  USAMC 
all  in  consonance  with  DOD  and  Army  logistics  doctrine.  The  USAMC  systems 
provide  for  effective  exercise  of  control  over  specific  functions,  and,  in 
appropriate  instances,  control  by  commodity.   They  extend  to  all  Army 
materiel  operations  relating  to  research,  development,  testing,  production, 
and  most  important  to  supply  itself.  The  controls  have  application  to  include 
operations  of  installations  and  activities  such  as:   (i)  laboratories; 
(ii)  arsenals;  (iii)  proving  grounds;  (iv)  test  facilities;  (v)  depots;  and 
(vi)  supply  control  activities.   There  still  remain  some  problem  areas  to  be 
refined.   These  are  segments  and  elements  of  the  basic  USAMC  systems,  they  are 
being  subjected  to  continuous  study  for  development  and  improvement  to  permit 
achievement  of  optimum  performance  of  operational  responsibilities  delegated 
to  USAMC. 

As  reported  for  fiscal  year  1967,  the  number  of  USAMC  major  subordinate 
commands  was  increased  from  six  to  eight.  During  the  fiscal  year  1968  the 
major  subordinate  commands  were  again  increased  with  the  establishment  of  the 
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United  States  Army  Sentinel  Logistics  Systems  Command  (USASENSCOM)  which 
has  been  located  at  Redstone  Arsenal,  Alabama. 
Financial  Inventory  Accounting 

During  fiscal  year  1968,  continued  efforts  were  made  at  revising  and 
updating  the  Army  FIA  System.  The  following  Army  Regulations,  dated  8  April 
1968>  governing  the  stratification  process  and  financial  reporting  of 
Principal  and  Secondary  Items  were  published  with  an  effective  date  of 
30  June  1968:  AR  735-75,  AR  735-63,  AR  735-50,  AR  710-15,  and  Change  II  to 
AR  37-111- 

Significant  changes  made  to  the  FIA  reporting  system  were  during  the 
year  included: 

1.  Establishment  of  two  new  FIA  Category  Codes  for  DSA-managed  items, 
i.e.,  J  -  Ground  Forces  Support  Materiel,  and  Q,  -  Electronics  Materiel. 

2.  Reduction  in  number  of  subgroupings  of  principal  items  in  FIA 
Category  Code  from  17  to  10. 

3.  Changes  in  report  formats  (inventory  transaction  and  stratification 
reports) . 

k.     Elimination  of  transaction  feeder  data  on  principal  items  from 
oversea  commands  and  CONARC. 

5.   Inclusion  of  secondary  items  at  AMC  installations  in  FIA  reporting 
system. 
Supply  System  Inventories  Overseas 

The  high  usage  rate  of  SEA  equipment  has  increased  the  demand  for 
repair  parts  and  related  items.  Both  stock  fund  and  consumer  funded 
inventories  were  affected,  and  aggressive  actions  were  taken  to 
attain  adequate  control.   At  the  stock  funded  wholesale  level, 
the  Army  provided  leadership  in  implementing  the  Defense  asset 
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stratification  program  under  DOD  Instruction  lklA0.24.   At  the  same  time 
the  consumer  level  was  emphasized  with  major  attention  directed  at 
increasing  physical  inventory  and  accounting  accuracy  in  SEA.   Programs 
were  setup  in  SEA  and  are  heing  continued  to  locate,  identify,  and 
record  assets  on  hand  and  to  provide  maintenance  shops  with  an  adequate 
stock  of  repair  parts  needed  for  the  vehicles,  aircraft  and  other  major 
items  serviced.   A  standard  supply  accounting  method  developed  for  use 
throughout  U.  S.  Army,  Pacific  was  also  extended  to  depots  and  the 
inventory  control  center  located  in  SEA,  and  the  improved  control  and 
discipline  achieved  should  be  even  greater  in  the  next  fiscal  year.   An 
improved  ledger  card  type  accounting  method  was  also  implemented  to 
account  for  stocks  of  repair  parts  at  maintenance  shops.   The  improved 
method  uses  simplified  automation  to  reduce  personnel  training  require- 
ments and  improve  accuracy  and  responsiveness,  and  will  be  extended  to 
other  areas  in  fiscal  year  1969'   In  Europe,  the  move  from  France  caused 
an  over-concentration  of  supply  activities  in  the  FRG,  and  activities  of 
the  comsumer- funded  Seventh  Army  Inventory  Control  Center  were  phased 
out,  with  their  stocks  being  either  issued  to  units  or  returned  to 
storage  at  stock  funded  supply  and  maintenance  agency  depots.   Thus,  a 
closer  user-to-depot  relationship  was  provided,  with  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  inventory  stock  locations. 
Inventory  Management  in  Continental  United  States 

Several  programs  were  emphasized  in  the  continental  United  States 
in  fiscal  year  1968  to  improve  control  and  use  of  installations  assets 
or  to  increase  responsiveness  to  overseas  requirements.  The  program 
called  Centralization  of  Supply  Management  Operations  (COSMOS)  discussed 
last  year  was  continued,  and  indications  to  date  are  that  modest  savings 
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in  operational  expenses  and  substantial  reductions  in  inventory  invest- 
ment will  be  possible  when  the  pilot  operations  in  the  Sixth  U.  S.  Army 
is  extended  to  other  Armies. 

In  support  of  SEA  maintenance  operations,  the  use  of  RED  BALL  and 
other  premium  handling  systems  continued  to  aid  substantially  the  prompt 
repair  of  equipment  in  South  Viet-Nam  and  its  return  to  field  operations. 
Where  repair  of  needed  major  items  of  equipment  beyond  the  capacity  or 
practical  capability  of  maintenance  facilities  in  SEA,  the  reparable  items 
were  placed  under  an  intensified  control  to  provide  for  their  prompt 
return  to  the  United  States  for  needed  work  and  return  to  combat.  Under 
the  retrograde  system,  expensive  items  were  rapidly  repaired  and  re-used 
where  the  cost  of  new  purchases  would  be  higher  or  would  not  meet  minimum 
combat  needs.   The  weapons  systems  management  technique  was  also  employed 
to  support  missiles,  aircraft,  and  a  few  major  weapons  in  South  Viet-Nam. 
Army  Operated  Defense -wide  Programs 

At  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  the  Army  is  gradually 
assuming  greater  responsibility  for  the  Common  Supply  Support  System  for 
forces  in  South  Viet-Nam.  The  objective  is  to  achieve  greater  economy  by 
reducing  the  number  of  common  items  supplied  by  more  than  one  supply 
system.   Since  March  1966,  many  administrative  and  general  housekeeping 
type  items,  packaged  petroleum  products,  and  subsistence  have  been 
provided  by  the  Army  to  all  U.  S.  military  forces  and  Free  World  Military 
Assistance  Forces  and  other  third-country  forces  in  South  Viet-Nam.  The 
support  is  programmed  for  expansion  during  calendar  year  1968,  to  include 
the  full  range  of  Army -managed  materiel  as  well  as  Department  of  Defense - 
managed  materiel  of  DSA  and  the  GSA. 
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Section  C  -  Navy- 
Navy  Policy  and  Standards  for  Supply  Management  Publication 

The  purpose  of  this  publication  is  to  govern  actions  by  all  levels  of 
the  Navy.   The  contents  cover  basic  policy  regarding  the  functional  areas 
of  supply  organizations  and  will  be  used  by  inventory  managers  as  policy 
guidance  in  the  control  and  management  of  inventories  under  their  cognizance. 

The  publication,  which  is  a  complete  rewrite  of  the  i960  edition,  is 
based,  in  part,  on  uniform  DOD  policy  and  procedures.  Further,  it  reflects 
the  various  organizational  changes  which  have  occurred  within  the  Navy. 
The  sections  on  mobilization  and  stratification  have  been  revised  to  incor- 
porate current  terminology  and  strata  elements.   The  following  areas  have 
received  expanded  coverage:   (l)  physical  inventory;  (2)  inter-service 
supply  support;  (3)  supply  requirement  analysis;  and  (k)   provisioning. 

New  subject  areas  which  have  been  included  are:   (l)  selective  manage- 
ment techniques  for  shelf- life  and  High  Value  items;  (2)  repairable  item 
management  including  rotatable  pools  and  the  management  of  base  supply 
levels;  (3)  quality  control;  (k)   integrated  logistic  support;  (5)  integrated 
inventory  management;  (6)  standardization;  (7)  item  entry  control;  (8)  mater- 
ial control  coding;  (9)  pricing  of  stock  items;  and  (10)  the  location  audit 
program. 
High  Value  Item  Management 

A  General  Accounting  Office  review  at  the  Aviation  Supply  Office,  and  a 
concurrent  Navy-wide  supply  management  policy  review,  disclosed  significant 
deficiencies  in  the  previous  High  Value  Item  Management  Program. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  achieve  inventory  economies  without 
impairing  combat  readiness  through  intensive  management  attention  to  the 
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small  percentage  of  items  representing  the  major  segment  of  annual  pro- 
curement dollar  expenditures  of  the  Navy. 

Specifically,  the  previous  program  had  the  following  defects: 

1.  The  item  selection  criteria  created  too  large  a  universe,  result- 
ing in  unwieldly  program  administration. 

2.  Depth  of  asset  reporting  from  activities  was  too  broad,  i.e.,  it 
applied  to  small  fleet  units,  and  was  burdensome  to  the  fleet. 

3.  No  reporting  of  any  kind  was  made  by  contractors,  thus  losing  a 
significant  portion  of  asset  visibility. 

Accordingly,  the  High  Value  Item  Management  Manual  was  rewritten  and 
published  as  a  SECNAV  Instruction.   Significant  features  include  tightened 
item  selection  criteria;  fleet  reporting  limited  to  larger  units  (i.e., 
carriers,  store  ships,  tenders  and  repair  ships);   and  daily  transaction 
reports  from  contractors  who  repair  or  hold  assets  included  in  this  program. 
In  addition,  a  Program  Administrator  was  established. 
Effective  Utilization  of  Inactive  Ships  Assets 

The  Navy  has  implemented  the  Inactive  Ship  Supply  Overhaul  Program  in 
order  to  ensure  the  most  effective  utilization  of  assets  which  may  be  made 
available.  The  program  consists  of  two  phases,  the  first  in  which  the  con- 
tractor was  responsible  for  identification,  cataloging,  and  redistribution 
of  assets  obtained  from  stricken  ships  (equipage,  repair  parts  and  consum- 
ables), and  the  second  in  which  the  contractor  isolated  the  equipment  and 
repair  parts  to  be  retained  on  ships  for  possible  reactivation. 

The  worth  of  this  program  was  shown  in  the  case  of  the  ex-USS  TARAWA. 
Total  costs  to  process  the  ship  amounted  to  $58,822  and  the  value  of  the 
material  re-distribution  was  nearly  $1.5  million. 
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At  the  present  time,  contractors  are  working  at  k   of  the  6  Inactive 
Ship  Maintenance  Facilities  on  contracts  to  process  k2   ships  at  a  cost  of 
$185,^18.   Contracts  for  work  at  the  two  remaining  sites  will  be  awarded 
in  the  next  two  months.  All  future  contracts  will  be  awarded  on  an  annual 
basis  instead  of  a  lot  basis. 

Future  plans  include  program  expansion  into  component /equipment 
removals  in  order  to  consolidate  the  responsibility  for  all  material 
removed  from  stricken  ships  under  the  Inactive  Ship  Supply  Overhaul  Pro- 
gram. 
Preposting  vs  Post-posting  of  Issues 

In  February  1968,  all  transaction  reporting  stock  points  were  directed 
to  perform  their  issue  operations  on  a  preposting  basis.  Preposting  is  the 
adjustment  of  stock  status  as  recorded  on  the  local  stock  record  prior  to 
issue  of  material  out  of  storage.   In  this  method,  the  quantity  requested  is 
compared  to  the  on-hand  balance.   If  there  is  a  balance  available,  then  the 
issue  process  continues.  On  the  other  hand,  post-posting  is  the  adjustment 
of  stock  status  as  recorded  on  the  local  level  stock  record  after  issue  of 
material  out  of  storage.   This  decision  affects  one-half  of  the  continental 
United  States  Naval  Air  Stations.  These  are  the  only  remaining  stock  points 
which  post-post  issues. 

The  main  reason  for  promulgating  this  policy  was  that  a  comprehensive 
supply  management  review  revealed  a  low  stock  record  reliability  at 
activities  which  post-posted  issues  compared  to  those  which  preposted. 
Previous  Navy  policy  permitted  local  option  in  the  selection  of  issue 
posting  methods. 

The  benefits  gained  from  implementations  of  issue  preposting  are: 
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(l)  an  increase  of  stock  record  accuracy;  preposting  created  a  better 
climate  for  document  control  and  audit  trails;  (2)  more  rapid  update  of 
stock  status,  both  locally  and  system  wide  (for  centrally  managed  items); 
and,  (3)  a  savings  of  warehouse  personnel  engaged  in  issue  operations. 
Prepositioned  War  Reserve  Stock  Interrogation  and  Readiness  Reporting 
System  (PIRR) 

During  fiscal  year  1968,  the  Navy  developed  and  implemented  Phase  I 
of  the  PIRR  System.  This  automated  system  provides,  within  72  hours, 
readiness  information  with  respect  to  Advanced  Base  Functional  Components 
(ABFCS)  prepositioned  in  support  of  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  Special 
Projects.  Additionally,  quarterly  summary  reports  of  the  readiness  status 
of  all  ABFCs  are  being  provided.  These  interrogation  replies  and  reports 
are  stated  in  terms  of  requirements,  assets,  and  deficiencies  by  Federal 
Stock  Number  and  cognizance  symbol  and  also  listed  by  CNO  Special  Project. 
The  system  was  used  to  good  advantage  during  the  activation  of  Reserve 
Mobile  Construction  Battalions  12  and  22  in  May  1968 .  Phase  II  of  PIRR, 
under  development  and  scheduled  to  be  implemented  during  fiscal  year  1969? 
expands  the  system  to  cover  all  material,  component  and  non- component,  in 
support  of  CNO  Special  Projects. 
Inventory  Record  Accuracy  (IRA) 

In  May  1968,  contracts  were  awarded  to  two  commercial  contractors 
and  to  Office  of  Civilian  Manpower  Management  (OCMM)  for  a  long-range, 
in-depth  research  study  to  improve  inventory  record  accuracy. 

The  contractors  have  been  asked  to  develop  and  implement  a  program 
to  maintain  agreement  between  on-hand  stock  balances  and  stock  point 
records  and  to  develop  a  program  to  maintain  agreement  between  stock  point 
and  ICP  records. 
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OCMM  will  serve  as  technical  monitor  to  the  contractors  for  the 
Human  Factors  portion  of  the  study,  and  will  provide  recommendations 
regarding  manpower  needs,  training  requirements  and  motivational  factors 
for  improvement  of  record  accuracy.  Navy  Supply  System  Command  monitors 
the  project's  direction  and  coordinates  the  achievements  of  the  tasks 
assigned  to  the  contractors  and  OCMM. 
Uniform  ADP  Afloat  System  (UADPS-Afloat) 

UADPS-Afloat  is  rapidly  being  implemented  in  fleet  issue,  carrier, 
and  tender  type  ships.  The  Uniform  U-1500  Computer  System,  which  encom- 
passes many  advanced  features  of  inventory  management,  is  part  of  the 
Standard  Navy  Maintenance  and  Material  Management  System  (3-M)  and  is 
designed  for  use  in  carriers  and  tenders.  The  first  successful  Uniform 
Tender  prototype  was  installed  in  the  USS  SHENANDOAH  (AD-26)  in  February 
1968;  the  Uniform  Carrier  prototype  is  scheduled  for  early  calendar  year 
1969.   In  addition,  the  Interim  U-1500  Computer  System  is  now  operational 
in  32  Atlantic/Pacific  fleet  ships.   The  U-100U  Computer  System,  which 
has  been  revised  to  include  better  inventory  management  techniques,  is 
installed  in  three  (3)  AFS  (Combat  Store  Ship).  A  second  generation  AFS 
Computer  System  for  supply  and  accounting  has  been  developed  and  submitted 
to  the  fleet  for  approval. 
Quarterly  State  of  Inventory  Report 

In  order  that  more  effective  control  of  the  inventory  of  Navy  owned 
material  might  be  exercised,  procedures  have  been  instituted  requiring 
the  submission  of  a  quarterly  report  by  major  stock  points  covering  the 
state  of  inventory  at  these  activities.   It  is  intended  that  this  report 
create  greater  awareness  of  the  actual  state  of  inventory  accountability 
at  all  levels  of  inventory  management.   By  establishing  specific  items  to 
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be  reported,  i.e.,  gross  adjustments,  net  loss  adjustments,  warehouse 
refusal  rates,  etc.,  along  with  expected  performance  and  attained  goals, 
management  at  all  levels  gains  greater  visibility  of  supply  effectiveness. 
In  addition,  comparison  of  performance  to  expected  attainment  goals 
indicates  areas  of  under  or  over  application  of  resources  and  should  assist 
management  in  focusing  on  problem  areas. 
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Section  D  -  Air  Force 

Economic  Order  Quantity  (EOQ)  Pre -buy  Inventory 

A  system  of  inventorying  EOQ  items  with  an  average  annual  demand 
of  $1,500  or  more  just  prior  to  buying  the  item  has  been  developed. 
The  system  is  designed  to  insure  that  the  recorded  balance  is  accurate 
for  items  amounting  to  90  percent  of  the  dollars  invested  in  EOQ  items 
by  inventorying  a  sample  of  8  percent  of  the  total  EOQ  items.  During 
a  service  test,  it  was  determined  that  this  system  was  cost-effective. 
It  permitted  an  inventory  of  fewer  items,  selected  items  most  likely 
to  be  out  of  balance,  and  validated  items  in  a  buy  position.  The 
system  will  be  implemented  AFLC-wide  on  July  1,  1968. 
Implementation  of  POD  Integrated  Weapon  Support  Management  System 

An  integrated  logistics  management  and  reporting  system  for  Fk 
joint  support  list  items  selected  for  one  year  service  test  has  been 
set  up.   A  manual  system  was  implemented  in  March  1968.   The  conversion 
from  manual  to  a  mechanical  system,  implemented  1  July  1968,  involved 
the  establishment  of  a  new  data  management  system  and  coordinated  with 
existing  data  systems.  Key  management  and  data  system  improvements 
include: 

1.  A  centralized  inventory  control  system  with  AFLC  which  will 
maintain  a  central  knowledge  of  assets  located  at  Navy  reporting 
activities. 

2.  Computation  of  stock  levels  for  CONUS  Navy  reporting  activities 
using  Air  Force  stockage  policy. 

3.  Direct  support  from  Air  Force  integrated  support  manager 
(wholesale)  to  the  Navy  (user)  reporting  activities. 
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k.     Automatic  resupply  (push  logistics)  to  CONUS  Navy  reporting 
activities  for  pre-planned  or  replenishment  stocks. 

5.  Revision  of  Navy  reported  transaction  data  to  conform  with 
Air  Force  data  for  requirements  and  distribution  purposes. 

6.  Increased  credibility  in  requirements  processes  through 
current  Navy  reporting  activities  asset  knowledge.   Improved  procurement 
and  repair  requirements  through  the  Air  Force  knowledge  of  Navy  assets 
and  levels. 

Stock  List  Change  Actions  Supporting  the  Air  Force  Recoverable  Assembly 
Management  System  (AFRAMS) 

A  significant  change  in  the  handling  of  stock  list  change  actions 
was  put  into  effect  during  fiscal  year  1968.  The  main  features  include 
a  new  starting  point  for  stock  list  changes  relying  upon  the  ability  to 
produce,  distribute  and  record  the  changes  mechanically;  changeover  to 
use  of  MILSTRIP  routing  identifier  to  indicate  the  item  manager  as 
"source  of  supply"  thus  replacing  the  "activity  codes"  which  had  to  be 
translated  into  routing  identifiers;  and  synchronizing  the  mechanized 
stock  list  change  processes  with  mechanized  management  and  logistics, 
operating  systems  as  initial  actions  channeled  through  new  subsystems. 

Benefits  from  these  advancements  will  key  mechanized  stock  list 
changes  and  additions  to  scheduled  hardware  delivery  dates,  establish 
identity  and  interchangeability  of  items  at  an  earlier  point  in  provision- 
ing processes  (for  recoverable  assemblies);  improve  item  intelligence 
interchange  between  maintenance  and  supply  and  between  bases  and  depots; 
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put  part  number  to  Federal  stock  number  cross-references  into  the  hands 
of  users  by  hardware  delivery  dates;  and  improve  standardization  for 
procurement  use. 

Uniform  Technical  Publications  to  Support  the  Military  Assistance 
Program  (MAP) 

For  many  years  technical  manual  support  for  MAP  was  accomplished 
by  each  department  for  its  respective  manuals.  With  expansion  of  Mili- 
tary Assistance  to  participating  countries,  joint  procurement  of  weapon 
systems,  and  joint  utilization  of  other  DOD  components'  equipment,  it 
became  necessary  to  develop  agreements  pertaining  to  the  responsibilities 
of  each  component  in  relation  to  technical  manual  support  of  MAP.  A  DOD 
level  task  group,  chaired  by  the  Air  Force,  has  successfully  reached 
agreements  with  all  DOD  components  with  procedures  published  in  the 
regulations  of  each.  These  regulations  prescribe  policy  and  procedures 
for  exchanging  technical  publications  (on  a  reimbursable  basis)  for  use 
by  foreign  countries  participating  in  MAP  (Grant  Aid  and  Foreign  Military 
Sales). 
Revised  Engine  Reporting  Procedures 

During  fiscal  year  1968  revised  reporting  procedures  have  been 
developed  for  complete  management  of  aircraft,  missile,  drone,  auxiliary, 
and  aerospace  ground  equipment  engines  in  possession  of  Air  Force,  Air 
National  Guard,  reserve  forces,  and  contractors.  Advantages  include 
reduction  in  status  codes  and  much  of  reports,  firm  pipeline  data,  and 
improved  programming  techniques. 
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Consolidation  of  Army /Air  Force  Inventory  of 'Communications  Equipment 
in  Europe 

In  the  past,  the  Army  and  Air  Force  separately  procured  and 
maintained  inventories  of  communications  materiel  to  support  foreign- 
manufactured  equipment  utilized  in  Europe.  This  supporting  materiel 
does  not  conform  to  Federal  or  DOD  standards.  In  order  to  provide  for 
a  more  economical  and  effective  supply  support  system,  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Defense  (i&L)  recommended  consolidation  of  inventories  of 
this  materiel  and  designation  of  a  single  Service  to  take  support 
responsibility.  A  plan  for  consolidation  of  inventories  was  developed 
jointly  by  USAREUR  and  USAFE,  and  was  approved  by  the  JCS  in  March  1968. 
The  Air  Force,  being  the  chief  user  of  the  equipment,  was  assigned  single 
service  support  responsibility,  which  will  result  in  an  annual  savings  of 
approximately  $100,000. 
Excess  Property  Screening 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  under  which  DISC  supplies  AFLC  with 
weekly  tapes  listing  excess  items  available.  Existing  Air  Force  ADP 
systems  have  been  modified  to  eliminate  centrally-procured  items  which 
would  not  interest  an  ICP  other  than  the  one  that  reported  the  item 
excess  to  DI£C,  and  to  make  other  items  available  to  base  supply  activi- 
ties which  have  a  recorded  interest. 
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Section  E  -  Defense  Supply  Agency- 
General 

As  of  30  June  1968,  the  Defense  Supply  Agency,  with  headquarters 
at  Cameron  Station,  Alexandria,  Virginia,  had  the  following  major  DSA 
field  activities:

Transfer  of  Logistics  Responsibility 

During  fiscal  year  1968,  the  number  of  items  assigned  to  DSA 
increased  13 .1  percent  owing  to  the  transfer  of  278,^7^  items  for  the 
military  services  to  DSA  as  a  result  of  the  Retroactive  Item 
Management  Coding  Program. 

DSA  centrally -managed  items  increased  lk.7   percent  to  1,765,500 
items,  but  the  number  of  local  purchase  items  decreased  2.7  percent  to 
159  >  300..  Items  managed  by  the  military  services,  other  DOD  components, 
and  GSA  decreased  30. 8  percent  to  53^,000. 
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PSA  Provisioning  Supply  Support  of  the  Military  Services 

In  provisioning  a  new  piece  of  equipment,  the  military  services 
query  DSA  as  to  availability  of  needed  items.   Such  Supply  Support 
Requests  (SSRs)  continued  to  increase  from  a  total  of  590,992  in  1967 
to  701,638  in  1968.  This  is  an  overall  increase  of  18.7  percent  in 
total  SSRs  received  by  DSA.  Additional  SSR  requirements  for  items 
already  managed  by  DSA  increased  lk.6   percent  from  255,588  in  1967  to 
292,280  in  1968.   New  items  with  Federal  Stock  Numbers  (FSNs)  assigned 
again  increased  29  percent  from  150,277  in  1967  to  19^,^50  in  1968. 
New  items  without  FSNs  assigned  increased  15^7  percent  from  185,127  in 
1967  to  214,208  in  1968. 
POD  Cataloging  Program 

During  fiscal  year  1968,  the  DOD  portion  of  the  Federal  Cataloging 
System  increased  slightly.   This  increase  resulted  from  the  addition 
of  356,954  items  to  the  System  while  deleting  351,^37  items,  a  net 
addition  of  5,517  items  for  a  total  of  3,969,209  items  in  the  DOD 
portion. 

Also  a  concern  of  the  Cataloging  Program  is  the  Federal  Item 
Identification  Guide  Program  (FUG).  For  each  commodity  area  the 
FUG  is  a  single  document  including  full  guidance  to  describe  an  item 
for  multiple  logistics  purposes,  determine  if  it  is  or  can  be  replaced 
by  a  standard  or  preferred  item,  and  record  item-related  support  manage- 
ment data.  As  of  3 0  June  1968,  121  FIIGs  were  in  various  stages  of 
completion  with  29  published. 
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POD  Item  Entry  Control  Program 

Effective  1  July  1967  >  ttie  DSA  Centers  were  assigned  35  high -growth 
Federal     Supply  Classes  under  the  DOD  Item  Entry  Control  Program 
for  the  purpose  of  screening  proposals  for  new  Federal  Stock  Numbers 
(FSNs)  and  accomplishing  certain  cataloging  actions.   The  DSA  Centers 
processed  217,309  requests  for  new  FSNs  during  the  year.  Thirty-six 
percent  or  78*^51  items  of  the  total  requests  processed  by  DSA  Centers 
were  prevented  from  entering  the  supply  system.   The  prevention  of 
these  items  from  entering  the  supply  system  resulted  from  (l)  determina- 
tion that  the  new  items  were  already  duplicates  of  existing  items,  (2) 
substitutions  currently  available  in  the  supply  system  and  (3)  return 
of  new  items  because  they  were  unprocessable  due  to  errors. 
DSA  Engineering  and  Standardization  Programs 

The  fiscal  year  1968  DSA  Value  Engineering  audited  savings  was 
$23.78  million  against  a  goal  of  $12  million.  DSA  Supply  Centers 
completed  the  revision  of  Ik   specifications  involving  approximately 
$32.4  million  annual  procurement. 

In  fiscal  year  1968,  DSA  Supply  Centers,  in  coordination  with 
the  military  services,  reviewed  184,132  items  for  essentiality  and 
identified  64,623  as  non-standard  and  not  authorized  for  future 
procurement.   In  addition,  the  DSA  Supply  Centers  determined  through 
review  that  215,190  items  were  not  susceptible  of  standardization 
(unique  items  for  which  the  benefits  do  not  warrant  the  cost  of 
securing  more  complete  data  and  technical  review) . 
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Industrial  Plant  Equipment 

Significant  improvements  to  IPE  Management  have  resulted  from  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  DSA  Handbooks  to  the  military  departments 
and  to  their  Defense  contractors.   Forty  IPE  handbooks  have  been  published 
and  distributed  throughout  the  DOD  and  are  available  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.   They  provide 
standards  for  use  in  preparing  the  DOD  Property  Record  (DD  Form  13^-2) 
for  reporting  in-use  and  idle  assets  to  the  Defense  Industrial  Plant 
Equipment  Center  (DIPEC)  and  for  preparing  the  DOD  IPE  requisitions 
(DD  Form  1^19)  for  DIPEC  to  screen  the  idle  inventory.   In  combination 
with  DSAM  1*215.1  -  DIPEC  Operations,  April  1968,  containing  IPE  policy 
systems,  and  procedures,  the  handbooks  establish  the  basis  for  achieving 
uniformity  in  classifying  items  as  IPE  and  for  accurate  and  prompt 
reporting  to  DIPEC. 
Defense  Utilization  Program 

The  Defense  Utilization  Program,  administered  by  DSA,  has  as  its 
basic  purpose  the  full  use  of  all  available  assets  within  the  DOD. 

Utilization  of  DOD  assets  in  fiscal  year  1968  totaled  $1,102 
million.   This  is  a  decrease  of  $^38  million  from  fiscal  year  1967. 
Transfers  to  Civil  agencies  and  to  MAP  amounted  to  $480  million  in 
fiscal  year  1968. 

The  High  Value  Program  continued  to  show  increased  utilization 
in  its  third  full  year  of  operation.   This  program  resulted  in 
utilization  transfers  of  $83 . ^4-  million  out  of  a  total  of  $11^-9 
million  which  was  advertised.   Comparable  figures  for  1967  were 
$55  •!  million  utilized  from  the  $66.6   advertised. 
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The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  completed  its  first  full  year  of 
participation  in  the  DOD  Central  Mechanized  Screening  System.  During 
fiscal  year  1968,  FAA  received  offers  valued  at  more  than  $66   thousand. 
The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  (NASA)  will  also 
participate  in  the  Central  Mechanized  Screening  Program  on  a  full- 
time  basis. 

The  two  primary  responsibilities  assigned  DIFEC  are:   (l)  Develop- 
ment and  maintenance  of  central  records  of  the  DOD  inventory  of 
Industrial  Plant  Equipment  and  (2)  the  management  of  idle  IPE.  During 
this  year  13,226  items  of  idle  IPE  valued  at  more  than  $11^  million 
were  reutilized  through  DIPEC  efforts.   Of  these,  9>568  items  valued 
at  more  than  $105  million  were  reutilized  within  DOD.   An  additional 
3,658  items  valued  at  more  than  $19*5  million  were  provided  to  vocation- 
al training  schools  and  to  other  Government  agencies.  During  the 
year  1968  DIPEC  was  able  to  fill  lf0.2  percent  of  the  total  requisitions 
received.

(worldwide)  which  cost  $73.1  billion  (land  and  improvements),  an 
increase  of  $1.6  billion  over  last  year's  report.  The  Department  of 
Defense  accounts  for  $47  billion,  or  64.3  percent ;  while  all  other  agen- 
cies account  for  $26.1  billion,  or  35.7  percent  of  the  total.

Coverage  of  Inventory  of  Real  Property  Owned  by  the  United 
States  Throughout  the  World,  as  of  June  30,  1968 

The  inventory  of  real  property  owned  by  the  United  States  through- 
out the  world  as  of  June  30,  1968,  includes  all  land,  buildings,  and 
other  structures  and  facilities  owned  by  the  United  States  (including 
wholly  owned  Government  corporations).  It  is  based  on  detailed 
inventory  reports  submitted  by  the  participating  agencies  as  pre- 
scribed by  Federal  Property  Management  Regulations,  part  101-3. 

Land  reported  in  the  inventory  includes  unreserved  public  domain ; 
public  domain  lands  reserved  for  national  forests,  national  parks, 
military  installations,  and  other  purposes;  and  land  acquired  by 
purchase,  donations,  and  other  methods.  It  also  includes  land  in 
which  the  Government  has  long-term  interest  which  is  considered 
by  the  reporting  agency  as  being  equivalent  to  ownership. 

Buildings  or  other  structures  and  facilities  owned  by  the  Govern- 
ment, whether  or  not  located  on  Government-owned  land,  are  included 
in  the  inventory.  Buildings  and  other  structures  and  facilities  in 
process  of  construction  are  included  only  if  they  were  available  for 
use  as  of  June  30,  1968. 

Real  property  excess  to  the  needs  of  the  reporting  agency  or  surplus 
to  the  needs  of  the  United  States  is  included  in  the  inventory. 

The  Federal  Government  accounts  for  real  property  at  cost  in 
accordance  with  principles  prescribed  by  the  General  Accounting 
Office.  The  inventory  consequently  shows  acquisition  cost  data  for 
all  federally  owned  real  property.  Estimated  costs  (as  of  date  of 
acquisition)  are  used  when  actual  costs  are  not  reasonably  ascer- 
tainable. 
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Costs  include  all  capital  improvements  and  such  items  as  plumbing, 
elevators,  heating  and  lighting  fixtures,  and  air-conditioning  systems, 
which  are  normally  required  for  the  functional  use  of  a  building.  In 
addition,  costs  include  such  items  as  safes  and  vaults,  which  are  built 
into  the  structure  or  are  permanently  affixed  thereto.  No  costs  have, 
been  included  in  this  inventory  for  (1)  unreserved  public  domain; 
(2)  public  domain  reserved  for  national  parks,  national  forests,  mili- 
tary installations,  and  other  purposes;  and  (3)  historical  sites,  when 
such  sites  have  been  acquired  by  methods  other  than  by  purchase. 
However,  the  acreage  for  such  lands  is  included  in  the  inventory. 

Inventory  data  are  presented  in  three  major  geographical  groupings : 
(1)  United  States;  (2)  outlying  areas  of  the  United  States  (e.g.,  Com- 
monwealth of  Puerto  Kico,  Virgin  Islands) ;  and  (3)  foreign  countries. 
The  Department  of  Defense  reported  only  summary  data,  separately 
for  each  State,  covering  number  of  installations,  acreage,  number  and 
floor  area  of  buildings,  and  costs  for  its  military  functions  in  Alaska 
and  Hawaii.  The  Department  of  Defense  also  reported  only  overall 
summary  data  on  total  acres  and  total  costs  for  its  military  functions 
located  in  outlying  areas  of  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries. 

Excluded  from  the  inventory  are  lands  administered  by  the  United 
States  under  trusteeship  by  authority  of  the  United  Nations  and  lands 
owned  by  the  sovereign  governments  of  the  various  outlying  areas  of 
the  United  States.  The  inventory  excludes  properties  acquired  through 
foreclosure,  confiscation,  or  seizure  to  be  disposed  of  in  settlement  of 
a  claim  or  debt  to  the  Federal  Government.  It  also  excludes  property 
owned  by  the  District  of  Columbia  government. 

Machinery,  processing  equipment,  demountable  and  movable  struc- 
tures, as  well  as  furniture  and  special-use  items  which  are  not  consid- 
ered part  of  the  realty  reported,  are  also  excluded  from  the  inventory. 

Easements,  rights-of-way,  as  well  as  improvements  to  land,  build- 
ings, or  structures  and  facilities  occupied  by  the  Government  as  lessee, 
are  excluded.

Dear  Mr.  Chairman  :  As  you  requested  on  February  26,  1968,  here 
is  a  tabulation  showing  by  States  the  acreages  and  estimated  value  of 
the  public  domain  realty  administered  by  the  Department  as  of 
June  30, 1968. 

The  various  transactions  and  statistical  adjustments  made  by  the 
Department  during  fiscal  years  1967  and  1968  resulted  in  an  increase 
of  418,007  acres  and  $20,339,000  of  value  over  the  1966  report. 

The  Department  adjusted  previously  reported  valuations  to  reflect 
the  landownership  changes  and  other  adjustments  made  during  the 
past  2  fiscal  years.  Those  shown  in  the  table  are  our  best  estimates  of 
the  fair  market  value  of  public  domain  land  and  timber  in  the  Depart- 
ment's custody.  These  lands,  of  course,  contain  or  contribute  to  other 
public  values  that  are  not  readily  appraisable  and  that  are  not  included 
in  this  report,  such  as  minerals,  water,  recreation,  etc.

606,000  and  other  structures  and  facilities  valued  at  $406,000  making  a 
total  of  $2,190,000  were  transferred  to  the  custody  of  General  Services 
Administration  in  1964.  As  of  June  30,  1968,  final  disposition  is  still 
pending. 

FEDERAL  REFORMATORY,  EL  RENO,  OKLA. 

At  present  there  are  3,595  acres  of  public  domain  land  valued  at 
$224,000.  The  buildings  are  presently  valued  at  $2,422,000  and  other 
structures  and  facilities  valued  at  $727,000  making  a  total  book  value 
of  $3,373,000.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $43,000  in  alterations  to 
buildings  since  our  last  report. 

FEDERAL  PRISON  CAMP,  FLORENCE,  ARIZ. 

The  456.5  acres  of  public  domain  land  are  valued  at  $10,000.  The 
buildings  are  valued  at  $548,000  and  other  structures  and  facilities  at 
$228,000  making  a  total  book  value  of  $786,000.

Buildings  are  presently  valued  at  $4,835,000  and  other  structures  and 
facilities  at  $1,986,000  making  a  total  book  value  of  $7,009,000.  This 
represents  a  decrease  in  value  of  buildings  of  $12,000  and  an  increase 
of  $238,000  in  other  structures  and  facilities  since  our  last  report. 

FEDERAL  PRISON  CAMP,  S AFFORD,  ARIZ. 

The  238.7  acres  of  public  domain  land  are  valued  at  $2,387.  This 
is  a  reduction  of  1.3  acres  since  our  last  report,  this  small  amount  hav- 
ing been  withdrawn  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  Buildings  are 
valued  at  $345,000.  Other  structures  and  facilities  are  valued  at  $133,- 
000  making  total  valuation  $480,387  as  of  June  30,  1968. 
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The  above  values  listed  for  public  domain  land,  as  heretofore,  were 
excluded  from  the  1968  fiscal  year  report  on  SF  1166  to  GSA.

The  post  office  building  at  Dutch  John,  Utah  (Flaming  Gorge 
Recreation  Area) ,  was  acquired  by  the  Government  in  1962,  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  Post  Office  Department  in  December  1965.  The  evaluation 
of  the  building,  according  to  the  transfer  document  submitted  by  the 
the  National  Park  Service,  is  listed  at  $16,593.  The  Post  Office  De- 
partment reimbursed  the  General  Services  Administration  $6,000  as 
the  fair  value  of  the  building. 

The  land  underlying  is  listed  as  0.45  an  acre,  with  a  value  of  $2,000. 
However,  the  land  was  not  transferred  to  this  Department  but  is  being 
used  under  a  special -use  permit  issued  by  the  Department  of  the  Inte- 
rior. Therefore,  while  the  building  will  be  included  in  our  inventory  as 
of  June  30, 1968,  it  is  understood  the  land  will  be  reported  by  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior  in  its  inventory.

Attached  is  a  tabulation  by  States,  showing  (1)  the  area,  the  value  as 
of  June  30,  1968,  and  the  use  of  the  public  domain  land  controlled  by 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  in  connection  with  its  operations,  (2) 
the  number,  classification,  and  the  value  as  of  June  30, 1968,  of  "Build- 
ings,"  and  the  classification  and  value  as  of  June  30,  1968,  of  "Other 
Structures  and  Facilities"  constructed  on  such  land  by  the  AEC.  The 
statistical  tabulation  has  been  prepared  on  the  basis  of  information 
furnished  by  field  offices  using  public  domain  land  in  accordance  with 
the  following  instructions : 

1.  Public  domain.  For  the  purpose  of  the  report  the  term  public 
domain  was  defined  as  that  land  within  the  continental  United  States, 
title  to  which  was  acquired  by  the  United  States  of  America  by  treaty, 
conquest,  or  cession  from  the  original  thirteen  colonies  and  such  title 
is  still  vested  in  the  United  States ;  and,  that  land  which  has  acquired 
the  status  of  public  domain  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress. 

2.  Present  value  of  public  domain  land.  The  values  shown  cover 
the  surface  land  only.  The  value  of  land  reported  for  this  year  is  based 
on  valuations  furnished  informally  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
as  to  the  estimated  value  of  public  domain  lands  in  1968.  These  current 
valuations,  in  general,  represent  the  average  of  all  classifications  of 
land  in  a  particular  State. 

3.  Present  value  of  buildings.  The  estimated  present  day  value  for 
buildings  and  other  structures  and  facilities  was  determined  by  taking 
the  total  net  book  cost  as  of  June  30,  1968,  for  each  classification  re- 
ported and  applying  a  ratio  from  the  Engineering  News  Record  for 
June  1968  to  a  corresponding  Engineering  News  Record  cost  index  ap- 
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plicable  at  the  time  of  construction.  In  general,  this  method  results  in 
a  valuation  based  upon  current  replacement  cost  adjusted  for 
depreciation. 

General :  When  "Buildings"  and  "Other  Structures  and  Facilities" 
were  located  on  public  domain  land  and  nonpublic  domain  land,  effort 
has  been  made  to  prorate  that  portion  on  the  public  domain  land.  The 
value  for  "Buildings"  excludes  the  cost  of  equipment  which  is  not  cap- 
italized as  a  part  of  the  most  of  the  buildings.

Preparation  of  Financial  Statements  by  Government  Agencies 
Pursuant  to  Treasury  Department  Circular  No.  966,  Dated 
January  30, 1956,  as  Supplemented  and  Amended 

The  purpose  of  this  notice  is  to  call  attention  to  certain  require- 
ments of  Treasury  Department  Circjular  No.  966,  as  supplemented 
and  amended  through  September  13, 1967,  and  to  emphasize  and  clari- 
fy matters  discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs : 

A.  Relating  to  Amendment  No.  i,  dated  September  13, 1967 

1.  Amendment  No.  1  requires  the  annual  submission  of  a  Supple- 
mentary Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contingencies  (Schedule  6) 
to  accompany  the  Statement  of  Financial  Condition  (Standard  Form 
220)  effective  with  the  reports  for  fiscal  year  1968.  The  original  Sup- 
plementary Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contingencies  should  be 
sent  to  Treasury  and  two  copies  directly  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
Washington,  D.  C.  20503.  ;. 

2.  The  Report  of  Long-Range  Commitments  and  Contingencies 
(Standard  Form  223)  was  rescinded  after  the  reports  for  fiscal  year 
1967  had  been  submitted  to  Treasury. 

3.  Amounts  to  be  reported  on  the  Supplementary  Statement  of 
Commitments  and  Contingencies  (Schedule  6)  for  Categories  B 
through  J  should  be  in  millions;  and,  in  thousands  for  Category 
A  only. 

4.  Report  under  Category  B  all  long-term  contracts  other  than 
those  recorded  as  obligations  and  included  under  Category  A — Un- 
delivered Orders  and  Contracts,  (not  Category  C  as  incorrectly  stated 
in  par.  83.b  of  the  instructions  dated  September  13,  1967).  It  is  essen- 
tial, in  order  to  arrive  at  totals  in  Treasury  financial  statements  to 
Congress,  that  an  amount  be  stated  for  the  "Cost  of  remaining  portion 
of  contract"  even  though  it  might  only  be  a  very  rough  estimate.  Any 
pertinent  comments,  such  as  the  basis  used  for  the  estimate,  past  ex- 
perience, high  and  low  estimates,  etc.  should  be  included  under  "Ex- 
planatory notes,"  using  as  many  lines  as  necessary. 

5.  Report  under  Category  G  the  actuarial  status  of  annuity  pro- 
grams, such  as  veterans  pensions  and  compensation,  social  security 
benefits,  retirement  benefits,  and  similar  obligations  for  past  services. 
Due  to  the  varied  bases  used  in  the  reports  received  for  fiscal  year  1967, 
a  concise  description  of  the  basis  used  in  determining  the  actuarial  as- 
sets, liabilities,  and  deficiency  or  surplus  must  be  given  under  "Explan- 
atory notes."  Section  402  of  Public  Law  89-809,  approved  November 
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13, 1966  (80  Stat.  1590) ,  specifies  that  the  actuarial  status  of  insurance 
and  annuity  programs  be  shown ;  a  mere  projection  of  budget  expendi- 
tures would  not  appear  to  comply  with  the  intent  of  the  law. 

6.  Agencies  are  to  report  under  Category  H  all  of  their  unad- 
judicated  claims,  including  any  which  may  have  been  turned  over  to 
the  Justice  Department  or  the  General  Accounting  Office  for  adjudica- 
tion. 

7.  It  is  particularly  important  to  show  under  "Explanatory  notes," 
for  each  category  of  contingency  reported,  the  amoiunt  of  collateral 
pledged,  assets  available  (or  to  be  realized)  as  security  for  the  various 
contingencies  (with  Government  securities  stated  separately),  and 
other  assets  and  revenues  that  would  become  available  in  the  normal 
course  of  events  to  liquidate  such  contingencies. 

8.  The  Supplementary  Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contin- 
gencies, and  all  other  statements  required  under  Department  Circular 
No.  966  at  the  fiscal  year  end,  must  be  submitted  by  all  agencies  as  soon 
as  possible  following  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  not  later  than 
September  30. 

B.  Relating  to  the  financial  statements' 

1.  Unexpended  balances  of  allocations  made  to  other  agencies 
(transfer  appropriation  accounts)  must  be  reported  as  part  of  the 
fund  balances  on  the  SF  220  (Statement  of  Financial  Condition)  of 
the  agency  making  the  advance:  These  amounts  must  agree  with  the 
related  amounts  shown  in  column  5  (Postclosing  Unexpended  Balance) 
of  BA-R  2108.  Receivables,  accounts  payable  and  amounts  equal  to 
other  unpaid  obligations,  and  unobligated  balances  must  also  be  re- 
ported on  the  SF  220  of  the  agency  making  the  advance.  The  agency 
receiving  the  advance  will  furnish  a  schedule  showing  by  line  number 
of  the  SF  220,  the  amount  that  is  applicable  to  allocations  from  other 
agencies  as  reported  on  line  5  (Allocations  from  other  agencies)  of  the 
SF  220. 

2.  The  balances  in  the  F0101  accounts  and  the  reciprocal  amounts 
must  be  excluded  from  the  body  of  the  SF  220  and  shown  in  a  foot- 
note. The  same  applies  to  imprest  funds,  which  are  carried  in  the 
accountability  of  disbursing  officers  (par.  13b  of  the  Instructions  under 
Circular  No.  966). 

3.  Report  on  line  51  (Accrued  annual  leave)  of  the  SF  220  the 
amount  of  unpaid  accrued  annual  leave.  Compensatory  leave  may  be 
included  if  not  reported  as  a  liability  elsewhere. 

4.  (a)  The  gross  amount  of  participation  certificates  issued  and 
outstanding  is  to  be  shown  by  the  trustor  under  "Other  Liabilities," 
appropriately  identified  on  line  52  or  53  of  the  SF  220.  The  amount 
of  collections  (principal  and  interest)  turned  over  to  the  trustee  and 
held  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  participation  certificates 
must  be  shown  under  "Advances  to  Contractors  and  Agents"  on  line 
11  (Government  agencies)  and  appropriately  identified. 

(b)  Interest  accruals  on  outstanding  participation  certificates  must 
be  shown  under  "Interest  expense"  on  line  20  (Other)  of  the  SF  221 
(Statement  of  income  and  expense).  Allocations  of  interest  income 
and  administrative  expenses  of  the  trustee  to  the  trustor  must  be  shown 
on  line  3  (Other  interest  income),  and  line  17  (Administrative  ex- 
penses) . 
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(c)  The  face  amount  of  participation  certificates  sold  must  be 
shown  by  the  tiiustor  on  line  36  (Issuance  of  obligations  not  guar- 
anteed by  the  U.S.)  of  the  SF  222  (Statement  of  Sources  and  Applica- 
tion of  Funds),  and  identified.  Transfers  of  principal  to  the  trustee 
must  be  shown  and  identified  on  line  46  of  the  SF  222.  When  the 
trustee  makes  principal  payments,  line  46  of  the  SF  222  will  be  re- 
duced by  such  amounts,  and  line  48  (Redemption  of  obligations  not 
guaranteed  by  the  U.S.)  of  the  SF  222  increased  by  an  equal  amount. 
Therefore,  the  balance  of  line  60  (Advances  to  contractors  and  agents 
.  .  .)  of  the  SF  222,  as  it  relates  to  transfers  to  the  trustee  should  not 
include  amounts  attributable  to  principal. 

5.  The  face  amount  of  participation  certificates  and  mixed-owner- 
ship agency  securities  held  is  to  be  shown  on  line  9  (Other  securities) 
of  the  SF  220. 

6.  Agency  holdings  of  family  housing  mortgages  issued  by  the  De- 
partment of  Defense  must  be  included  under  "Investments"  on  line  7 
(Securities  of  wholly  owned  Government  enterprises)  of  the  SF  220, 
and  identified. 

7.  Relating  to  Direct  and  Guaranteed  Loans  (Schedule  £a). —  (a) 
All  agencies  must  report  annually,  on  Schedhile  4a,  the  gross  amount 
of  outstanding  loans  made,  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired.  Guaran- 
teed and  insured  loans,  and  loans  sold  with  recourse  must  also  be  in- 
cluded. The  data  reported  must  be  consistent  with  similar  informa- 
tion reported  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget.  The  amount  of  direct  loans 
included  must  agree  with  the  amount  shown  under  "Loans  receivable" 
on  line  24  (Other)  of  the  SF  220.  The  amount  of  guaranteed  and  in- 
sured loans  must  agree  with  comparable  information  included  on 
Schedule  6. 

(b)  All  columns  must  be  completed.  If  information  for  any  column 
is  not  applicable  or  is  indefinite,  it  must  be  fully  disclosed  by  a  foot- 
note.

To  Heads  of  Departments  and  Agencies   and   Others  Concerned: 

AUTHORITY   AND   PURPOSE 

1.  This  amendment  is  issued  pursuant  to  Section  114  of  the  Budget 
and  Accounting  Procedures  Act  of  1950  (31  U.S.C.  66b)  which  au- 
thorizes the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  require  reports  and  informa- 
tion from  Government  agencies  for  preparing  financial  reports  for  the 
President,  the  Congress,  and  the  public. 

The  requirements  of  this  amendment  will  enable  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  to  discharge  his  responsibilities  under  Section  402  of 
Public  Law  89-809,  approved  November  13,  1966  (80  Stat.  1590), 
which  requires  him  to  submit  to  the  Congress  annual  reports  relating 
to  contingent  and  unfunded  liabilities  of  the  Government. 

REPORTING   REQUIREMENTS 

2.  This  amendment  requires  annual  submissions  of  reports  of  com- 
mitments and  contingencies  which  are  not  presently  included  on  the 
Statement  of  Financial  Condition  (Standard  Form  220).  The  Report 
of  Long-Range  Commitments  and  Contingencies  (Standard  Form 
223)  is  hereby  superseded  by  the  Supplementary  Statement  of  Com- 
mitments and  Contingencies  (Schedule  6). 

AMENDMENTS  TO  DEPARTMENT  CIRCULAR  NO.  9  G  6  REGULATIONS  DATED 
JANUARY    3  0,    165  6 

3.  a.  The  first  sentence  of  paragraph  6  of  the  regulations  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Agencies  responsible  for  the  administration  of  corporate  or 
noncorporate  activities  of  the  type  specified  in  subparagraphs  a, 
b,  and  c  in  paragraph  3  shall  furnish  all  of  the  following  periodic 
financial  statements  for  each  such  activity,  whereas  agencies  re- 
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ferred  to  in  subparagraph  d  of  paragraph  3  are  requested  to 
furnish  only  the  Statement  of  Financial  Condition  and  the  Sup- 
plementary Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contingencies  re- 
ferred to  in  subparagraphs  a  and  d  of  this  paragraph." 
b.  Subparagraph  d  of  paragraph  6  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
"d.  A  Supplementary  Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contin- 
gencies containing  a  brief  description  of  the  program  and  showing 
the  maximum  amounts  of  commitments  and  contingencies,  related 
assets,  and  other  explanatory  data." 

APPLICABILITY 

4.  The  provisions  of  this  amendment  are  applicable  Government 
wide  to  each  department,  agency,  and  instrumentality  thereof.  As  with 
the  other  reports  required  under  this  Circular,  these  reports  shall  cover 
all  programs  and  activities  under  the  control  of  the  agency  reporting, 
with  trust  programs  or  activities  reported  separately  and  so  identified. 

EFFECTIVE  DATE 

5.  The  provisions  of  this  amendment  are  effective  with  the  reports 
for  fiscal  year  1968.  However,  agencies  are  requested  to  report  for 
fiscal  year  1967,  by  October  31,  1967,  those  additional  liabilities  called 
for  in  the  Supplementary  Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contin- 
gencies (Schedule  6)  which  are  not  presently  required  to  be  reported 
on  the  Statement  of  Financial  Condition  (Standard  Form  220)  or 
the  Statement  of  Lon^-Range  Commitments  and  Contingencies 
(Standard  Form  223).  The  Statement  of  Long-Range  Commitments 
and  Contingencies  (Standard  Form  223)  is  rescinded  after  the  reports 
for  June  30, 1967  have  been  submitted  to  Treasury.

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4.  Amend  subparagraphs  b  and  c  of  paragraph  28  to  read : 

"b.  Accrued  annual  leave  {line  51). — Report  on  this  line  the 
amount  of  unpaid  accrued  annual  leave. 

"c.  Blank  lines  (lines  52  and 53) . — Report  on  line  52  the  amount 
of  unfunded  liabilities  other  than  accrued  annual  leave  (i.e.  those 
liabilities  for  which  current  obligational  authority  has  not  been 
provided).  Liabilities  which  cannot  be  classified  under  any  other 
line  shall  be  reported  on  line  53  with  appropriate  descriptive  title." 

5.  Delete  part  V  (pars.  81,  82,  and  83)  and  insert  the  following: 

"V.  Supplementary  Statement  of  Commitments  and 
Contingencies 

"81.  This  statement  is  supplementary  to  the  Statement  of  Financial 
Condition  (Standard  Form  220)  and,  as  such,  will  be  prepared  at  the 
same  level  as,  and  will  be  submitted  annually  as  an  attachment  to,  the 
Statement  of  Financial  Condition  for  June  30.  It  will  include  all  finan- 
cial commitments  and  contingencies  of  Government  agencies  stated 
at  the  maximum  limit  of  risk — not  the  expected  actual  cost.  This  state- 
ment is  designed  to  capture  those  items  which  are  normally  included 
in  footnotes  to  a  balance  sheet  since  they  cannot  properly  be  classified 
as  real  liabilities.  The  objective  is  to  capture  all  contractual  commit- 
ments which  bind  the  Federal  Government  to  pay  out  money  under 
specified  conditions,  but  which  do  not  represent  present  liabilities  of 
the  Government  in  the  sense  of  debts  owing  for  cash,  goods,  services, 
or  other  consideration  received. 

"82.  Form  to  be  Used. — Attached  is  an  exhibit  of  the  Supplementary 
Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contingencies  (Schedule  6)  which 
includes  all  of  the  categories  described  in  paragraph  83.  It  is  not  nec- 
essary to  reproduce  those  categories  of  the  statement  for  which  there 
are  no  amounts  to  be  reported.  If  there  is  more  than  one  significant 
program  for  a  category,  report  each  program  separately.  Information 
to  be  submitted  should  be  typed  on  8  by  lO1/^  inches  bond  paper  with 
two  copies. 

"Amounts  to  be  reported  under  the  various  categories  will  be  stated 
gross.  Lines  have  been  provided  under  Category  A — Undelivered 
orders  and  contracts,  for  deducting  the  amount  obligated  to  other 
Government  funds  to  arrive  at  the  amount  of  the  Government's  com- 
mitment to  the  public.  Lines  have  also  been  provided  under  Categories 
C,  E,  F,  and  H  for  deducting  amounts  for  which  funds  have  already 
been  obligated  and  included  under  Category  A  as  undelivered  orders 
and  contracts. 

"For  each  of  the  categories  described  in  paragraph  83,  use  as  many 
lines  as  necessary  under  'Explanatory  notes'  to  show  the  amounts  of 
collateral  pledged,  assets  available  (or  to  be  realized)  as  security  for 
such  contingencies  (witH  Government  securities  stated  separately), 
and  other  assets  specifically  available  to  liquidate  such  contingencies. 
Description  of  the  assets  is  essential  even  if  the  dollar  amounts  cannot 
be  ascertained.  Also  include  under  'Explanatory  notes'  comments  per- 
taining to  the  significance  of  the  contingencies  in  terms  of  past  experi- 
ence and  probable  risk.  Use  as  much  space  as  needed. 

"Amounts  to  be  reported  are  to  be  rounded  to  the  nearest  million, 
except  amounts  for  undelivered  orders  which  are  to  be  rounded  to  the 
nearest  thousand. 
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"As  with  the  other  statements  required  under  Department  Circular 
No.  966  for  the  period  ending  .June  30,  postclosing  rather  than  pre- 
closing  balances  are  to  be  used.  Agencies  are  also  reminded  that  pur- 
suant to  paragraph  5  of  the  instructions  under  this  circular  trust 
programs  and  activities  will  be  reported  separately  and  so  identified. 

"83.  Description  of  Categories  To  Be  Reported: 

"a.  Undelivered  Orders  and  Contracts. — Report  in  this  group  obli- 
gations legally  incurred  against  appropriations  and  funds  for  goods 
and  services  not  yet  received,  including  undisbursed  balances  of  loan 
agreements  entered  into.  This  amount  should  exclude  advances  and 
equal  the  amount  reported  on  the  Analysis  of  Appropriation  and  Fund 
Balances  (Form  No.  BA-R  2108,  Treasury  Department  Circular  No. 
965,  Revised)  in  column  9 — Undelivered  orders  and  contracts. 

"b.  Long-Term  Contracts  (other  than  those  recorded  as  obligations 
and  included  under  Category  C). — Report  in  this  category  long-term 
purchase  agreements,  leases,  lease-purchase  agreements,  and  other  con- 
tracts under  which  delivery  is  expected  in  the  future  although  there 
may  be  cancellations  in  some  cases. 

"c.  Guaranteed  or  Insured  Credits. — Report  in  this  category  the 
maximum  amount  of  coverage  provided  for  short-  or  long-term  loans 
or  mortgages  made  or  held  by  financial  institutions,  public  authorities, 
or  agents,  which  are  guaranteed  or  insured  by  Government  agencies.  In 
cases  where  coverage  is  less  than  100  percent,  the  uninsured  or  unguar- 
anteed portion  of  the  loans  should  be  stated  in  the  explanatory  notes. 
Also  include  in  this  category,  on  a  separate  line,  the  maximum  amount 
of  coverage  to  be  provided  under  commitments  outstanding  for  the 
guarantee  and  insurance  of  loans  which  have  not  yet  been  disbursed 
by  the  financial  institution,  public  authority,  or  agent. 

"d.  Participation  Certificates. — Report  in  this  category  the  face 
amount  of  participation  certificates  outstanding.  Under  'Explanatory 
notes'  show  the  amount  of  pooled  loans  and  other  assets  underlying 
such  certificates. 

"e.  Insurance  Programs. — Report  in  this  category  the  maximum 
amount  of  coverage  provided  under  programs  of  insurance  for  bank 
deposits,  crops,  life,  war  risk,  etc.  Exclude  loans  and  credit  insurance 
covered  under  Category  C.  Where  the  total  risk  is  readily  identifiable, 
the  amount  and  portion  not  insured  by  the  Government  should  be 
identified  in  the  explanatory  notes. 

uf.  Indemnity  Agreements. — Report  in  this  category  the  maximum 
amount  of  coverage  provided  under  agreements  of  indemnification. 
An  example  which  would  be  included  in  this  category  is  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission's  agreements  to  indemnify  licensees  and  con- 
tractors from  public  liability  arising  from  nuclear  incidents.  Where 
the  amount  of  the  indemnity  agreement  is  indefinite,  an  explanatory 
note  should  indicate  the  nature  of  the  open-end  indemnity  agreements 
and  the  number  of  such  agreements  in  effect. 

"g.  Actuarial  Status  of  Annuity  Programs. — Report  in  this  category 
the  actuarial  liabilities,  assets,  and  deficiencies  of  each  annuity 
program. 

"h.  Unadjudicated  Claims. — Report  in  this  category  the  total 
amount  of  unadjudicated  claims. 

"i.  Commitments  to  International  Institutions. — Report  in  this  cate- 
gory programs  committing  the  use  of  Government  funds  in  the  future, 
such  as  unpaid  subscriptions  to  capital  stock  of  international  orga- 
nizations, etc.

To  Heads  of  Departments  and  Agencies  and  Others  Concerned: 

PURPOSE   OF   THIS   SUPPLEMENT 

1.  This  revision  has  as  its  basic  purpose  the  clarification  and  updat- 
ing of  requirements  for  descriptive  narrative  (a)  on  the  source  of 
data  for  the  reports  submitted;  (b)  explanation  of  the  accounting 
bases,  principles,  and  standards;  (c)  the  nature  of  underlying  assets 
and  liabilities;  and  (d)  such  other  information  as  may  be  of  assistance 
in  the  proper  evaluation  of  such  reports.  The  basic  purpose  is  set 
forth  in  paragraph  5. 

In  addition,  this  revision  consolidates,  without  substantive  change, 
all  amendments  and  instructions  issued  subsequent  to  January  30, 
1956,  the  date  of  the  basic  regulation  and  instruction. 

With  the  effective  date  of  this  revised  Supplement,  the  following 
releases  are  hereby  rescinded :  Supplement  No.  1  to  Department  Cir- 
cular No.  966,  dated  June  1,  1956  and  instructions  relating  thereto, 
and  the  Amendment  of  Instructions  under  Department  Circular  No. 
966,  dated  June  23, 1960. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  DEPARTMENT  CIRCULAR  NO.  9  66  REGULATIONS  DATED 
JANUARY    30,    19  56 

2.  Paragraph  3  of  the  regulations  is  amended  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing subparagraph : 

"d.  Each  executive  agency  and  activity  not  included  in  the 
preceding  subparagraphs." 

3.  The  first  sentence  in  paragraph  6  of  the  regulations  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows :

AMENDMENTS    TO   INSTRUCTIONS   UNDER   DEPARTMENT   CIRCULAR   NO.    966 

4.  Paragraph  5  of  the  Instructions  is  amended  to  read : 

"The  reports  required  shall  cover  all  programs  and  activities 
under  the  control  of  the  agency  reporting,  including  those  opera- 
tions conducted  in  the  Territories  or  overseas.  Trust  programs  or 
activities  will  be  reported  separately  and  so  identified.  Agencies 
maintaining  accounts  at  the  bureau  level  will  submit  individual 
bureau  reports  without  consolidation.  Assets  and  liabilities  ac- 
counted for  at  the  departmental  level  and  not  included  in  the  in- 
dividual bureau  reports  should  be  reported  separately  so  that  all 
assets  of  the  department  will  be  included.  Where  there  are  several 
regional  corporations  or  institutions  in  a  financial  system  per- 
forming identical  functions,  such  as  the  twelve  banks  of  the  Fed- 
eral intermediate  credit  bank  system,  consolidated  statements  shall 
be  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  system.  Separate  statements 
for  each  regional  corporation  or  institution  are  not  required. 
Where  a  single  fund  operated  by  an  unincorporated  agency  covers 
activities  made  up  of  unlike  functions,  agencies  may  be  requested 
to  submit  separate  statements  on  a  program  or  functional  basis." 

5.  Paragraph  6  of  the  Instructions  is  amended  to  read : 

"As  stated  in  the  regulations,  one  of  the  principles  upon  which 
the  Treasury  Department  is  proceeding  in  connection  with  its 
responsibility  for  preparing  central  financial  reports  is  that  such 
reports  should  present  fairly  the  financial  condition  and  results 
of  operations  of  the  agencies  as  shown  by  their  books  and  sup- 
porting records.  Therefore,  all  statements  submitted  shall  be  sup- 
ported by  a  descriptive  narrative  summary  as  follows : 

"(a)  A  general  description  of  the  accounting  system  including 
(1)  the  extent  to  which  the  accounting  system  is  on  the  accrual 
basis;  (2)  the  extent  to  which  the  financial  statements  are  based 
on  an  integrated  set  of  accounts;  (3)  where  data  are  derived  from 
non-integrated  records,  the  nature  of  such  records  and  the  ac- 
counting or  statistical  control  thereover,  and  the  basis  for  any  esti- 
mates used;  and  (4)  whether  the  accounting  system  underlying 
all  or  specified  segments  of  the  financial  statements  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Accounting  Office  under  Section  113  of  the 
Budget  and  Accounting  Procedures  Act  of  1950  (31  U.S.C. 
66 (a) ) ,  or  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Accounting  Office 
for  approval.  In  either  case  the  date  of  approval  or  submission  for 
approval  should  be  indicated. 

"(b)  A  statement  of  accounting  principles  and  standards  ap- 
plied to  major  accounts,  covering  such  matters  as  (1)  basis  of 
valuation — whether  at  cost,  market,  appraisal,  or  other  basis;  (2) 
inventory  method — whether  on  first-in — first-out,  weighted  aver- 
age or  other  method;  (3)  method  of  determining  allowances  for 
losses;  and  (4)  method  of  computing  depreciation  and  amortiza- 
tion. 
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"(c)  A  description  of  each  major  account  group  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  underlying  assets  or  liabilities,  terms  and  conditions  of 
financial  agreements,  and  other  factors  having  a  material  bearing 
on  the  interpretation  of  the  statements.  The  descriptive  narra- 
tive shall  be  presented  in  the  same  order  in  which  the  account 
groups  appear  in  the  statements,  and  may  be  combined  with  the 
material  required  by  sub-paragraph  (b)  above." 
The  submission  of  this  descriptive  material  shall  be  effective  for  all 
statements  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1965,  but  need 
not  be  repeated  thereafter  unless  there  has  been  a  change  from  the  pre- 
ceding report  (in  which  case  an  explanation  of  the  change  should  be 
made,  including  the  effect,  if  any,  on  comparability  with  the  financial 
statements  thereafter  submitted  to  the  Treasury  should  carry  a  refer- 
ence to  the  most  recently  submitted  descriptive  material  and  indicate 
that  it  is  still  applicable.  From  time  to  time  the  Treasury  Department 
may  ask  for  revised  descriptive  statements.  This  descriptive  material 
does  not  eliminate  the  need  for  current  notes  to  the  financial  state- 
ments dealing  with  specific  matters  of  significance  in  interpreting  the 
data. 

6.  Paragraph  7  of  the  Instructions  is  amended  as  follows: 
(a)   Insert  Schedule  4a  in  proper  numerical  sequence:

(b)  Delete  "Description  of  Items"  and  references  thereto,  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof :

(c)  Change  the  address  to  whom  the  original  of  each  statement  and 
schedule  should  be  submitted  to  read : 

"Division  of  Central  Accounts  and  Reports 
Bureau  of  Accounts 
Treasury  Department". 

7.  Delete  paragraph  8  of  the  Instructions. 

8.  Paragraph  9  of  the  Instructions  is  amended  to  read : 

"Reporting  agencies  shall  exercise  care  to  insure  consistency 
of  data  submitted  under  these  regulations  with  any  similar  infor- 
mation reported  to  committees  of  the  Congress,  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget,  the  General  Accounting  Office,  and  other  Government 
agencies,  or  with  the  regularly  published  reports  of  the  agency. 
Where  periodic  financial  reports  dealing  with  financial  condition 
and  results  of  operations  stated  on  the  accrual  basis  are  prepared 
by  the  agency  and  are  published  for  general  distribution,  one  copy 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Division  of  Central  Accounts 
and  Reports,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  Treasury  Department,  and  two 
copies  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  at  the  time  the  report  becomes 
available." 

9.  Paragraph  19  of  the  Instructions  is  amended  as  follows : 
( a)  Revise  the  first  sentence  to  read : 

"Report  in  this  group  the  balance  of  outstanding  loans  receiv- 
able made,  purchased,  or  acquired  by  rediscount,  also  purchase 
money  mortgages  and  similar  long-term  paper  accepted  in  the  sale 
of  acquired  security  or  collateral." 
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(b)  Insert  a  new  subparagraph  (d)  in  connection  with  Schedule 
4a  (see  par.  6  above)  relating  to  "Direct  and  Guaranteed  Loans" 
which  reads : 

"(d)  Report  on  Schedule  4a  both  the  direct  and  insured  or 
guaranteed  loans,  by  agency  and  program,  as  illustrated  in  the 
suggested  form  attached.  This  Schedule  should  be  submitted  as 
of  June  30  of  each  year.  If  an  agency  prepares  reports  for  in- 
ternal use,  containing  substantially  the  data  called  for  in  Sched- 
ule 4(a),  such  reports  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  suggested 
form." 

10.  The  third  sentence  of  paragraph  21  of  the  Instructions,  relating 
to  the  reporting  of  buildings,  structures,  and  facilities  in  process  of 
construction,  is  amended  by  deleting  the  period  and  inserting  a  comma, 
followed  by : 

"and  will  be  reported  and  so  identified  on  line  36  of  Form  220 
rather  than  on  lines  30  and  31." 

11.  The  first  two  sentences  of  paragraph  22  of  the  Instructions  are 
amended  to  read : 

"22.  Other  assets. — Report  under  this  group  all  other  assets 
which  cannot  be  properly  classified  under  any  of  the  previous  asset 
groups.  Real  estate  or  installment  sales  contracts  and  other  owned 
property  will  be  reported  under  this  group." 

12.  In  the  case  of  agencies  reporting  under  paragraph  3d  of  the  reg- 
ulations to  Department  Circular  No.  966  (see  par.  2  above),  line  68 
may  be  used  for  reporting  the  amount  of  "Unexpended  Appropria- 
tions" and  line  69  may  be  used  for  reporting  "Invested  and  Donated 
Capital"  or  its  equivalent.  Such  titles  shall  be  typed  in. 

EFFECTIVE    DATE 

13.  The  provisions  of  this  revised  supplement  to  Department  Circu- 
lar No.  966  are  effective  immediately.

To  Heads  of  Departments  and  Agencies  and  Others  Concerned  : 

PURPOSE    OF    REGULATION 

1.  The  financial  statements  and  related  information  to  be  submitted 
under  these  regulations  are  required  to  furnish  financial  information 
for  use  by  the  Treasury  Department  in  discharging  its  responsibility 
under  the  Budget  and  Accounting  Procedures  Act  of  1950  for  com- 
pilation of  overall  financial  reports  of  the  Government,  and  for  use 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  following  through  with  the  budgetary 
programs  of  the  reporting  agencies. 

AUTHORITY    FOR    REGULATION 

2.  This  regulation  is  issued  pursuant  to  section  114  of  the  Budget 
and  Accounting  Procedures  Act  of  1950  (31  U.S.C.  66b)  which  au- 
thorizes the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  require  from  agencies 
reports  and  information  for  the  effective  performance  of  his  responsi- 
bility for  preparing  such  reports  for  the  information  of  the  President, 
the  Congress,  and  the  public  as  will  present  the  results  of  the  financial 
operations  of  the  Government.  As  authorized  by  said  section,  the 
regulation  provides  for  the  furnishing  of  such  financial  data  as  are 
required  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

SCOPE    OF    REGULATION 

3.  This  regulation  requires  the  submission  of  financial  statements 
by  corporate  and  noncorporate  Government  agencies  of  the  following 
character : 

a.  All  wholly-owned  and  mixed  ownership  Government  cor- 
porations specifically  included  in  the  Government  Corporation 
Control  Act  and  amendments  thereto,  or  subsequently  brought 
under  the  provisions  of  that  act. 

♦With  corrections  made  by  supplement  No.  1  of  June  16,  1955,  and  amendment  No.  1  of 
Sept.  13,  1967. 
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b.  All  other  activities  of  the  Government  operating  as  revolving 
funds  (accounts  symbolized  4000-4999  and  8400-8499  by  the 
Treasury  Department),  for  which  business-type  public  enter- 
prise or  intragovernmental  fund  budgets  are  required  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Budget. 

c.  Other  activities  or  agencies  (1)  which  are  of  a  business-type 
nature;  or  (2)  whose  operations,  services,  or  functions  are  largely 
self-liquidating  or  primarily  of  a  revenue  producing  nature;  or 
(3)  whose  operations  result  in  the  accumulation  of  substantial 
inventories,  investments  or  other  recoverable  assets.  Agencies  and 
other  activities  to  report  under  this  category  will  be  designated 
by  the  Fiscal  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

d.  Each  executive  agency  and  activity  not  included  in  the  pre- 
ceding subparagraphs. 

ISSUANCE    OF    INSTRUCTIONS 

4.  Financial  statements  and  related  information  under  this  regula- 
tion shall  be  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  agencies  concerned,  in 
the  form  and  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  procedural  instructions 
issued  by  the  Fiscal  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

WAIVERS 

5.  The  Fiscal  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized 
to  waive  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  in  whole  or  in  part  as  to 
any  agency  or  activity  when  it  is  determined  that  full  compliance  by 
such  agency  or  activity  is  not  necessary  to  accomplish  the  overall 
objective  to  obtain  information  required  for  the  preparation  of  finan- 
cial reports  or  for  the  purposes  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

PERIODIC    REPORTS    REQUIRED 

6.  Agencies  responsible  for  the  administration  of  corporate  or  non- 
corporate activities  of  the  type  specified  in  subparagraphs  a,  b,  and 
c  in  paragraph  3  shall  furnish  all  of  the  following  periodic  financial 
statements  for  each  such  activity,  whereas  agencies  referred  to  in 
subparagraph  d  of  paragraph  3  are  requested  to  furnish  only  the 
Statement  of  Financial  Condition  and  the  Supplementary  Statement 
of  Commitments  and  Contingencies  referred  to  in  subparagraphs  a 
and  d  of  this  paragraph. 

a.  A  Statement  of  Financial  Condition  showing  the  assets, 
liabilities,  and  investments  of  the  United  States  Government  in 
the  enterprise. 

b.  A  Statement  of  Income  and  Expense  and  Changes  in  Ac- 
cumulated Net  Income  (or  Deficit)  showing  in  condensed  form 
the  earnings  or  losses  arising  from  operations  and  changes  in 
accumulated  net  income  (or  deficit)  for  the  fiscal  year  to  the  end 
of  the  reporting  period. 

c.  A  Statement  of  Sources  and  Application  of  Funds  showing 
the  manner  in  which  funds  have  been  applied  to  the  acquisition 
of  assets,  to  expenses,  and  to  retirement  of  borrowings  and  capi- 
tal ;  the  manner  in  which  funds  have  been  provided  by  the  realiza- 
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tion  of  assets,  by  income,  by  borrowings  and  capital  contributions ; 
and  from  which  the  net  effect  of  such  operations  on  the  budget 
for  the  Government  as  a  whole  can  be  determined. 

d.  A  Supplementary  Statement  of  Commitments  and  Contin- 
gencies containing  a  brief  description  of  the  program  and  show- 
ing the  maximum  amounts  of  commitments  and  contingencies, 
related  assets,  and  other  explanatory  data. 

ACCOUNTING   SUPPORT   FOR   REPORTS 

7.  One  of  the  principles  upon  which  the  Treasury  Department 
is  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  responsibility  for  preparing 
central  financial  reports  is  that  such  reports  should  present  fairly 
the  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  agencies  as 
shown  by  their  books  and  records.  Hence,  agencies  shall  furnish  the 
Treasury  Department  with  such  information  regarding  the  account- 
ing basis  for  their  reports  submitted  under  this  regulation,  as  may 
be  required  for  proper  evaluation  of  such  reports. 

EFFECTIVE    DATE 

8.  This  regulation,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,  supersedes  Budget-Treasury  Regulation  No. 
3,  dated  September  1,  1944,  and  revised  March  15, 1947,  issued  pursu- 
ant to  Executive  Order  No.  8512  of  August  13,  1940,  as  amended  by 
Executive  Order  No.  9084  of  March  3,  1942,  and  shall  be  effective 
with  the  period  ending  March  31, 1956.

I.  GENERAL 

AUTHORITY  FOR  INSTRUCTIONS 

1.  These  instructions  are  issued  pursuant  to  Treasury  Department 
Circular  No.  966,  issued  under  the  authority  contained  in  Section  114 
of  the  Budget  and  Accounting  Procedures  Act  of  1950  (31  U.S.C.  66b) . 
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SCOPE  OF  INSTRUCTIONS 

2.  These  instructions  explain  the  kinds  of  reports  and  other  informa- 
tion to  be  furnished  to  the  Treasury  Department  under  the  regulation ; 
the  periods  of  time  to  which  the  reports  shall  relate;  and  other 
reporting  specifications,  including  information  concerning  accounting 
support  for  the  data  reported. 

3.  All  questions  pertaining  to  the  regulations  or  these  instructions 
should  be  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  Treasury  Department. 

KINDS  OF  REPORTS  AND  INFORMATION  REQUIRED 

4.  The  financial  statements  shall  be  submitted  on  the  following 
standard  forms : 

Standard  Form  220.  Statement  of  Financial  Condition 
Standard  Form  221.  Statement  of  Income  and  Expense 
Standard  Form  222.  Statement  of  Sources  and  Application  of 
Funds 
The  printed  forms  may  be  purchased  through  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Supporting  schedules  to  be  submitted  as  hereinafter 
required  should  be  prepared  or  reproduced  on  letter  size  (8  by  10M$ 
inches)  paper  with  appropriate  title  and  references.  Minus  or  "red" 
figures  should  be  indicated  by  an  asterisk   (*).  A  duly  authorized 
officer  of  the  reporting  agency  will  sign  the  original  Standard  Form 
221.  The  copies  need  not  be  signed  but  should  bear  the  name  of  the 
signing  officer. 

5.  The  reports  required  shall  cover  all  programs  and  activities 
under  the  control  of  the  agency  reporting,  including  those  operations 
conducted  in  the  territories  or  overseas.  Trust  programs  or  activities 
will  be  reported  separately  and  so  identified.  Agencies  maintaining 
accounts  at  the  bureau  level  will  submit  individual  bureau  reports 
without  consolidation.  Assets  and  liabilities  accounted  for  at  the 
departmental  level  and  not  included  in  the  individual  bureau  reports 
should  be  reported  separately  so  that  all  assets  of  the  department  will 
be  included.

Separate  statements  for  each  regional  corporation  or  institution  are 
not  required.  Where  a  single  fund  operated  by  an  unincorporated 
agency  covers  activities  made  up  of  unlike  functions,  agencies  may  be 
requested  to  submit  separate  statements  on  a  program  or  functional 
basis.

proved by  the  General  Accounting  Office  under  section  113  of  the 
Budget  and  Accounting  Procedures  Act  of  1950  (31  U.S.C.  66 
(a) ),  or  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Accounting  Office  for 
approval.  In  either  case  the  date  of  approval  or  submission  for 
approval  should  be  indicated. 

(b)  A  statement  of  accounting  principles  and  standards 
applied  to  major  accounts,  covering  such  matters  as  (1)  basis 
of  valuation — whether  at  cost,  market,  appraisal,  or  other  basis; 
(2)  inventory  method — whether  on  first-in — first-out,  weighted 
average  or  other  method;  (3)  method  of  determining  allowances 
for  losses;  and  (4)  method  of  computing  depreciation  and 
amortization. 

(c)  A  description  of  each  major  account  group  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  underlying  assets  or  liabilities,  terms  and  conditions  of 
financial  agreements,  and  other  factors  having  a  material  bearing 
on  the  interpretation  of  the  statements.

The  statements  due  quarterly  as  of  the  quarters  ending  September  30, 
December  31,  March  31,  and  June  30  of  each  year  shall  be  submitted  on 
or  before  the  15th  of  the  second  month  following  those  dates,  except 
that  all  statements  required  at  the  fiscal  year  end  should  be  submitted 
as  soon  as  possible  following  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  not  later 
than  the  following  September  30.  Schedule  2 — Investments  in  Public 
Debt  Securities,  provided  for  in  paragraph  14f,  shall  be  submitted 
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each  month  within  20  days  after  the  month  for  which  it  is  rendered. 
The  original  of  each  statement  and  schedule  shall  be  submitted  to :

Two  copies  of  each  statement  indicated  above  for  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  shall  be  submitted  directly  to  that  agency  at  the  same  time 
the  originals  are  sent  to  the  Treasury. 

Accounting  Support  for  Reports 

9.  Reporting  agencies  shall  exercise  care  to  insure  consistency  of 
data  submitted  under  these  regulations  with  any  similar  information 
reported  to  committees  of  the  Congress,  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
the  General  Accounting  Office,  and  other  Government  agencies, 
or  with  the  regularly  published  reports  of  the  agency.  Where 
periodic  financial  reports  dealing  with  financial  condition  and  results 
of  operations  stated  on  the  accrual  basis  are  prepared  by  the  agency 
and  are  published  for  general  distribution,  one  copy  thereof  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Division  of  Central  Accounts  and  Reports,  Bureau 
of  Accounts,  Treasury  Department,  and  two  copies  to  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  at  the  time  the  report  becomes  available. 

Effective  Date 

10.  These  procedural  instructions  shall  be  effective  with  the  reports 
to  be  submitted  for  the  quarter  ending  March  31, 1956. 

II.  STATEMENT  OF  FINANCIAL  CONDITION 
GENERAL 

11.  The  Statement  of  Financial  Condition  {Standard  Form  220) 
will  show  in  condensed  form  the  assets,  liabilities,  investment  of  the 
United  States  Government,  and  other  capital  of  each  of  the  reporting 
corporations  and  enterprises.  The  items  to  be  reported  under  each 
classification  are  described  below  with  appropriate  reference  to  the 
line  number  on  Standard  Form  220.  For  purposes  of  uniformity,  re- 
porting agencies  will  adhere  to  the  group  classifications  provided.  Cer- 
tain group  classifications  contain  blank  lines  for  reporting  items  to 
be  determined  and  titled  by  the  reporting  agency.  Supporting  detail 
for  certain  items  shall  be  furnished  in  supplemental  schedules  as  in- 
dicated. Other  supplemental  schedules  in  addition  to  those  specified 
herein  may  on  occasion  be  requested  from  selected  reporting  agencies. 

12.  Interagency  Items. — Interagency  receivables  and  payables  rep- 
resenting amounts  due  to  and  from  other  Federal  Government  agencies 
on  open  accounts,  notes,  or  similar  indebtedness  will  be  reported  on  the 
separate  lines  provided  therefor  under  the  appropriate  asset  and  lia- 
bility groups  on  the  Statement  of  Financial  Condition.  Any  reporting 
agency  holding  securities  or  a  proprietary  interest  in  the  capital  of 
another  Government  agency  will  report  such  holding  under  invest- 
ments and  include  the  same  as  a  separate  item  in  schedule  3  (see  par. 
14f).  Bonds,  debentures,  and  notes  payable  of  the  reporting  agency 
which  are  payable  to  other  Government  agencies  shall  be  reflected  on 
schedule  5. 
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Reporting  of  Assets 

13.  Cash  and  Fund  Balances. — Report  under  this  group  cash  be- 
longing to  the  reporting  agency  or  held  for  the  account  of  others, 
including  unexpended  balances  of  funds  made  available  by  appro- 
priation. Balances  on  deposit  in  banks  and  in  the  Treasury  should  be 
reflected  on  a  basis  of  confirmed  deposits  and  checks  issued  and  con- 
sistent with  the  basis  for  determining  unexpended  balances  of  appro- 
priations and  funds  in  the  Treasury  central  accounts.  The  itemization 
hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Cash  in  hanks  (line  1). — Report  on  this  line  cash  in  com- 
mercial banks  which  is  subject  to  withdrawal  by  the  reporting 
agency  for  regular  operations. 

b.  Cash  on  hand  and  in  transit  (line  2). — Report  on  this  line 
cash  on  hand.  Imprest  funds  and  advances  with  agent  cashiers 
will  be  included  only  in  cases  where  the  amount  of  the  initial 
advance  was  made  from  a  commercial  bank  account  or  was  treated 
as  a  reduction  in  the  fund  balance  available  with  the  United 
States  Treasury.  Imprest  funds,  advances  to  agent  cashiers,  and 
all  other  cash  on  hand  not  related  to  specific  appropriations  or 
funds  but  treated  as  part  of  the  accountability  of  disbursing  of- 
ficers shall  not  be  included.  This  item  will  also  include  collections 
undeposited  and  deposits  for  which  certificates  of  deposit  have 
been  confirmed  by  depositaries  as  of  the  close  of  the  period  except 
where  such  amounts  have  been  included  in  the  accountability  of 
disbursing  officers. 

c.  Fund  balances  with  U.S.  Treasury. — 

(1)  Operating  funds  (line  3). — Report  on  this  line  (a) 
amounts  available  in  general,  special,  and  revolving  fund 
accounts  including  all  amounts  on  deposit  in  corporation 
checking  accounts  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
and  on  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  as  special  agent  for  the 
payment  of  matured  principal  and  interest  of  bonds  and  de- 
bentures; and  (b)  unexpended  balances  of  allocated  working 
fund  advances  made  to  other  agencies. 

(2)  Trust  and  deposit  funds  (line  4)  • — Report  on  this  line 
balances  of  trust  and  deposit  fund  accounts  which  have  been 
segregated  as  such  under  separate  symbols  in  the  Treasury 
and  for  which  the  liabilities  are  included  on  lines  46  and  47. 

(3)  Allocations  from  other  agencies  (line  5). — Report  on 
this  line  unexpended  balances  of  allocation  and  allocated 
working  fund  advances  received  from  other  agencies,  regard- 
less of  the  type  of  fund  account  from  which  advanced  (con- 
solidated reports  prepared  by  the  Treasury  will  eliminate  this 
line  together  with  the  corresponding  liability) . 

d.  Supplemental  Schedule  1. — A  schedule  showing  the  distribu- 
tion by  appropriation  and  fund  account  symbol  of  the  amounts 
reported  under  "Cash  and  Fund  Balances,'"  by  line  item,  will  be 
presented  in  accordance  with  the  format  illustrated.  In  those 
instances  where  the  statement  covers  only  a  single  fund,  the  sym- 
bol of  the  fund  may  be  shown  in  the  stub  for  the  appropriate  line 
in  lieu  of  submitting  a  separate  schedule.  Once  each  year,  as  of 
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June  30,  the  amount  of  "Cash  in  banks"  (line  1)  will  be  itemized 
by  bank,  location,  and  amount  in  accordance  with  the  format 
illustrated  as  schedule  la. 

14.  Investments. — Report  under  this  group  securities  acquired  and 
held  for  investment  purposes.  The  itemization  hereunder  will  show: 

a.  Public  debt  securities  {par  value)  {line  6). — Report  on  this 
line  the  par  value  of  investments  in  bonds,  notes,  bills  or  other 
public  debt  obligations  issued  by  the  United  States. 

b.  Securities  of  wholly  owned  Government  enterpjises  {line 
7). — Report  on  this  line  investments  in  securities  wholly  owned 
Government  enterprises,  including  evidences  of  obligations,  capi- 
tal stock,  and  paid-in  surplus.  Such  securities  shall  be  reported  at 
par. 

c.  Una/mortized  premium  or  discount  {line  8). — Report  on  this 
line  the  amount  of  unamortized  premium  ( + )  or  discount  ( — ) 
applicable  to  the  securities  reported  on  lines  6  and  7. 

d.  Other  securities  {line  9). — Report  on  this  line  all  securities 
acquired  and  held  for  investment  purposes  other  than  those  re- 
ported on  lines  6  and  7  above.  Such  securities  shall  be  reported 
at  par,  plus  or  minus  unamortized  premium  or  discount,  if  any. 

e.  Allowance  for  losses  {line  10). — Report  on  this  line  the  esti- 
mated losses  on  "Other  securities"  line  9. 

f.  Supplemental  schedules  2  and  3. — The  supporting  data  for 
"Public  debt  securities  (par  value)"  (line  6)  will  be  prepared 
monthly  as  illustrated  by  schedule  2  and  submitted  each  month 
within  20  days  after  the  month  for  which  it  is  rendered.  Data 
supporting  "Securities  of  wholly  owned  Government  enterprises" 
(line  7)  and  "Other  securities"  (line  9)  will  be  prepared  quar- 
terly to  accompany  the  Statement  of  Financial  Condition.  The 
amounts  of  investments  shown  on  line  7  shall  be  supported  in  de- 
tail in  schedule  3  showing  for  each  issue,  the  name  of  the  issuing 
agency,  the  date  of  the  issue,  the  interest  rate,  the  call  and  ma- 
turity dates,  the  par  and  book  values  and  whether  guaranteed  or 
not  guaranteed  by  the  United  States.  Investments  reported  on  line 
9  shall  be  shown  on  schedule  3  itemized  to  show  securities  of 
mixed-ownership  and  Government- sponsored  corporations  sepa- 
rately from  securities  in  other  general  classifications. 

15.  Advances  to  Contractors  and  Agents. — Report  under  this  group 
the  amount  of  unapplied  advances  outstanding  with  contractors  or 
agents.  The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  {line  11). — Report  on  this  line  ad- 
vances made  to  other  Government  agencies  net  of  the  unex- 
pended balances  remaining  in  allocated  working  funds  advanced 
to  such  agencies.  ( Since  an  advancing  agency  normally  debits  an 
advance  account  for  the  full  amount  of  advances  made,  a  report- 
ing adjustment  will  be  necessary  at  the  end  of  each  period  trans- 
ferring from  this  account  to  "Operating  funds,"  line  3,  an  amount, 
equal  to  the  unexpended  balance  remaining  in  any  allocated 
working  fund  held  by  the  receiving  agency.  No  such  adjustment 
is  necessary  where  the  advance  is  made  to  a  revolving  fund  or  con- 
solidated working  fund) . 
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b.  Other  {line  12) . — Report  on  this  line  the  balance  of  advances 
made  to  private  contractors  and  other  individuals,  except  where 
such  advances  are  included  in  the  accountability  of  a  disbursing 
officer. 

16.  Accov/nts  and  Notes  Receivable. — Report  under  this  group  ac- 
counts and  notes  receivable.  Notes  receivable  under  this  item  normally 
should  include  only  those  short-term  notes  that  have  been  accepted  in 
liquidation  of  open  accounts  as  distinguished  from  loans  made  in  con- 
nection with  authorized  lending  programs  which  should  be  reported 
under  "Loans  Receivable."  The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  (line  13). — Report  on  this  line  re- 
ceivables due  from  other  Government  agencies,  exclusive  of  ad- 
vances which  are  to  be  reported  on  line  11  above. 

b.  Other  (line  H) . — Report  on  this  line  the  amount  of  accounts 
and  notes  receivable  due  from  other  than  Government  agencies, 
exclusive  of  advances  which  are  to  be  reported  on  line  12  above. 

c.  Allowance  for  losses  (line  IS) . — Report  on  this  line  the  esti- 
mated losses  on  "Accounts  and  Notes  Receivable — Other." 

17.  Inventories. — Report  under  this  group  inventories  purchased, 
produced  or  acquired  by  forfeiture  of  loan  collateral  or  donation. 
The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Commodities  for  sale,  finished  goods,  etc.  (line  16) . — Report 
on  this  line  commodities,  completed  work  not  yet  delivered  or 
finished  goods  available  for  sale  or  delivery  though  sometimes 
used  by  the  reporting  agency. 

b.  Work-in-process  (line  17) . — Report  on  this  line  the  value  of 
work-in-process. 

c.  Materials  and  supplies  (line  18). — Report  on  this  line  sup- 
plies or  materials  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  a  finished 
product  or  charged  to  expense  when  used.  (Supplies  normally 
charged  to  expense  at  time  of  purchase  shall  not  be  included.) 

d.  Allowance  for  losses  (line  19). — Report  on  this  line  the 
estimated  losses  which  may  be  realized  on  the  disposition  of  the 
above  inventories. 

18.  Accrued  Interest  Receivable. — Report  under  this  group  accrued 
interest  receivable.  The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  On  public  debt  securities  (line  20). — Report  on  this  line 
the  amount  of  accrued  interest  receivable  on  direct  obligations  of 
the  United  States  issued  by  the  Treasury.  The  accrual  should  be 
computed  on  the  same  basis  that  the  Treasury  Department  com- 
putes the  accrued  interest  liability,  as  set  forth  in  Treasury  De- 
partment Circular  No.  300,  Revised,  dated  April  30,  1955. 

b.  On  securities  of  other  agencies  (line  21). — Report  on  this 
line  accrued  interest  on  securities  of  other  Government  agencies. 
This  item  would  include  interest  on  obligations  issued  by  other 
Government  agencies  whether  guaranteed  or  not  guaranteed  by 
the  United  States. 

c.  Other  (line  22). — Report  on  this  line  all  accrued  interest  re- 
ceivable not  reported  on  lines  20  and  21. 

19.  Loans  Receivable. — Report  in  this  group  the  balance  of  outstand- 
ing loans  receivable  made,  purchased,  or  acquired  by  rediscount,  also 
purchase  money  mortgages  and  similar  long-term  paper  accepted  in 
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the  sale  of  acquired  security  or  collateral.  The  amounts  reported  here- 
under will  include  matured  and  unmatured  principal;  extensions,  and 
advances  to  borrowers.  Deposits  of  borrowers  held  subject  to  refund 
or  disbursement  on  behalf  of  the  borrowers  will  be  reported  under  the 
group  "Trust  and  Deposit  Liabilities."  The  itemization  hereunder 
will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  {line  23). — Report  on  this  line  loans 
to  Government  agencies,  which  will  usually  be  evidenced  by  notes 
receivable  or  other  similar  obligations. 

b.  Other  (line  24). — Report  on  this  line  loans  to  other  than 
Government  agencies  made  pursuant  to  authorized  lending  pro- 
grams of  the  agency.  The  amount  of  other  loans  will  be  supported 
by  supplemental  schedule  4,  showing  the  following  information : 

( 1 )  Loans  to  aid  agriculture. — Report  under  this  item  loans 
to  farmers  and  to  institutions  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  aid 
agriculture.  In  this  classification  will  be  included  loans  to 
agricultural  credit  corporations;  cooperative  associations; 
crop,  livestock,  and  commodity  loans ;  farm  mortgage  loans ; 
and  similar  loans. 

(2)  Loans  to  aid  homeowners. — Report  under  this  item 
loans  to  homeowners  and  to  institutions  whose  primary  pur- 
pose is  to  aid  homeowners.  In  this  classification  will  be  in- 
cluded mortgage  loans;  reconditioning  loans;  loans  to  sav- 
ings and  loan  associations ;  and  similar  loans. 

(3)  Loans  to  aid  industry. — Report  under  this  item  loans 
to  industrial  and  commercial  enterprises.  In  this  classifica- 
tion will  be  included  loans  to  railroads,  manufacturing  con- 
cerns, and  public  utilities ;  ship  construction  and  recondition- 
ing loans ;  and  similar  loans. 

(4)  Loans  to  aid  States,  territories,  etc. — Report  under  this 
item  loans  to  public  bodies,  such  as  States,  territories,  posses- 
sions, municipalities,  and  similar  governmental  subdivisions. 

(5)  Loans  to  aid  financial  institutions. — Report  under  this 
item  loans  to  general  financial  institutions  such  as  banks, 
insurance  companies,  loan  companies,  and  other  similar  finan- 
cial institutions. 

(6)  Foreign  loans. — Report  under  this  item  loans  to  for- 
eign governments  and  private  entities  in  foreign  countries. 

(7)  Other  loans. — Report  under  this  item  loans  which  can- 
not be  appropriately  classified  under  any  of  the  previous  loan 
classifications. 

c.  Allowance  for  losses  (line  25). — Report  on  this  line  the  esti- 
mated losses  on  "Loans  Receivable — Other"  (line  24). 

d.  Report  on  Schedule  4a  both  the  direct  and  insured  or  guaran- 
teed loans,  by  agency  and  program,  as  illustrated  in  the  suggested 
form  attached.  This  schedule  should  be  submitted  as  of  June  30 
of  each  year.  If  an  agency  prepares  reports  for  internal  use,  con- 
taining substantially  the  data  called  for  in  schedule  4(a),  such 
reports  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  suggested  form. 

20.  Acquired  Security  and  Collateral. — Report  under  this  item  real 
estate  and  other  mortgage  property  and  pledged  collateral  acquired 
and  held  for  sale,  including  real  estate  acquired  subject  to  redemp- 
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tion.  This  acquired  security  or  collateral  should  be  reported  net  of  prior 
mortgages  or  liens  not  assumed.  Where  the  reporting  agency  has 
assumed  any  mortgages  or  liens  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of 
security  or  collateral,  the  value  of  such  assets  will  be  reported  gross 
and  the  mortgage  or  lien  assumed  will  be  reported  under  "Other  Liabil- 
ities" (line  52  or  53). 

a.  Real  estate  (line  26) . — Report  on  this  line  real  estate,  includ- 
ing improvements,  acquired  in  the  liquidation  of  loans. 

b.  O titer  (line,  27). — Report  on  this  line  other  types  of  security 
and  collateral  acquired  in  the  liquidation  of  loans  where  the  col- 
lateral acquired  is  not  commingled  in  the  accounts  of  the  agency 
with  similar  items  purchased. 

c.  Allowance  for  losses  (line  28). — Report  on  this  line  the  esti- 
mated losses  on  "Acquired  Security  and  Collateral." 

21.  Land,  Structures,  and  Equipment. — Report  under  this  group  the 
cost  of  real  and  personal  property  acquired  by  purchase,  donation  or 
other  methods  of  acquisition.  Residential  and  farm  properties,  and 
other  real  estate  and  improvements  acquired  through  foreclosure  in- 
cident to  a  lending  operation  or  other  Federal-aid  projects  will  not  be 
reported  in  this  section  but  will  be  included  on  line  26.  Real  property 
shall  be  determined  for  lines  29,  30,  and  31  in  accordance  with  General 
Services  Administration  Circular  No.  80,  as  supplemented,  except 
that  buildings,  structures,  and  facilities  in  process  of  construction  shall 
be  included  whether  or  not  "available  for  service"  as  of  the  reporting 
date,  and  will  be  reported  and  so  identified  on  line  36  of  form  220 
rather  than  on  lines  30  and  31. 

Line  32  (leasehold  improvements)  shall  include  the  cost  of  ease- 
ments, rights-of-way,  and  leasehold  improvements  to  land,  buildings, 
or  structures,  and  facilities  occupied  bv  the  Government  as  lessee.  How- 
ever, cost  of  Government-owned  buildings,  structures,  and  facilities 
located  on  leased  land  shall  be  included  on  lines  30  and  31  as  appropri- 
ate. 

Line  33  (machinery  and  equipment)  shall  include  the  cost  of  ma- 
chinery and  processing  equipment,  motor  vehicles,  office  machinery, 
furniture,  etc. 

Accumulated  depreciation  (line  34)  should  represent  the  amount  of 
depreciation  (including  amortization  of  leasehold  improvements) 
applicable  to  the  properties  listed  which  has  been  charged  to  costs  or 
depreciation  expense. 

22.  Other  Assets. — Report  under  this  group  all  other  assets  which 
cannot  be  properly  classified  under  any  of  the  previous  asset  groups. 
Real  estate  or  installment  sales  contracts  and  other  owned  property 
will  be  reported  under  this  group. 

a.  Deferred  and  undistributed  charaes  (line  35). — Report  on 
this  line  prepaid  expenses,  unamortized  discount  on  bonds  or  de- 
bentures issued  and  outstanding  and  other  deferred  charges  appli- 
cable to  the  operations  of  future  periods  as  well  as  debits  arising 
from  disbursements  or  other  charges,  the  distribution  or  final  dis- 
position of  which  has  not  been  made. 

b.  Blank  lines  (lines  36  and  37). — Report  on  these  lines,  with 
appropriate  descriptive  titles,  anv  other  assets  which  cannot  be 
properly  classified  under  any  of  the  previous  asset  groups. 

c.  Allowance  for  losses  (line  38). — Report  on  this  line  the 
estimated  losses  on  "Other  Assets," 
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Reporting  of  Liabilities 

23.  Accounts  Payable. — Report  under  this  group  accounts  payable 
consisting  of  amounts  owed  to  creditors  on  open  account  (including 
voucher  schedules  not  yet  accomplished  by  disbursing  officers).  The 
itemization  under  this  group  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  (line  40). 

b.  Other  (line 41). 

24.  Accrued  Liabilities. — Report  under  this  group  accrued  interest 
and  other  accrued  liabilities.  Insofar  as  practicable,  similar  liabilities 
which  have  matured  should  be  reported  under  "Accounts  Payable." 
The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  (line  J$). — Report  on  this  line  accrued 
liabilities  due  Government  agencies  including  accrued  interest  due 
the  Treasury. 

b.  Other  (line  4$)- — Report  on  this  line  all  other  accrued 
liabilities,  including  interest  on  obligations  issued  to  the  public. 

25.  Advances  from. — Report  under  this  group  the  amount  of  un- 
applied advance  payments  received  for  goods  or  services  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  reporting  agency.  The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  (line  44)- — Report  on  this  line  the 
amount  due  Government  agencies  for  advance  payments  received, 
including  any  unliquidated  liability  for  goods  and  services  in 
connection  with  an  advance  of  funds  under  section  601  of  the 
Economy  Act  or  similar  legislation  (regardless  of  the  type  of 
fund  which  advanced) . 

b.  Other  (line  45)- — Report  on  this  line  all  other  liabilities 
arising  from  advance  payments  for  goods  and  services. 

26.  Trust  and  Deposit  Liabilities. — Report,  under  this  group  the 
liabilities  for  amounts  held  in  trust  or  on  deposit  (including  the  un- 
expended balances  of  trust  fund  appropriations)  covering  such  items 
as  cash  collateral,  proceeds  of  loans  held  for  the  borrowers,  time  and 
demand  deposits,  withholding  tax  and  United  States  savings  bond 
deductions,  undeposited  general  fund  receipts,  and  other  deposits  held 
subject  to  refund  or  application.  The  itemization  hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  (line  4$)- — Report  on  this  line  the 
trust  and  deposit  liabilities  due  Government  agencies,  including 
such  items  as  withheld  Federal  taxes  and  undeposited  general 
fund  receipts. 

b.  Other  (line  4?)- — Report  on  this  line  all  other  trust  and 
deposit  liabilities  not  recorded  (under  line  46. 

27.  Bonds,  Debentures  and  Notes  Payable. — Report  under  this 
group  the  par  value  of  all  outstanding  bonds,  debentures,  notes,  and 
other  obligations  of  a  similar  character  held  by  the  public  or  other 
Government  agencies  (other  than  the  Treasury).  The  itemization 
hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Government  agencies  (line  4^)- — Report  on  this  line  bonds, 
debentures,  notes,  etc.,  issued  to  other  wholly-owned  Government 
corporations  and  agencies  (other  than  the  Treasury) .  Borrowings 
from  the  Treasury  are  to  be  reported  under  "United  States 
Interest." 

b.  Other  (line  4$)- — Report  on  this  line  bonds,  debentures, 
notes,  etc.,  issued  to  other  than  wholly-owned  Government  cor- 
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porations  and  agencies.  All  marketable  obligations  shall  be  re- 
ported here  even  tho|ugh  a  portion  may  have  been  acquired  by 
another  Government  agency. 

c.  Supplemental  Schedule  5. — Information  on  the  balances  re- 
ported on  these  lines  will  be  submitted  as  illustrated  on  supple- 
mental Schedule  5,  "Bonds,  Debentures  and  Notes  Payable," 
showing  the  character,  date  of  issue,  the  interest  rate,  the  call  and 
maturity  dates,  the  par  value  of  each  issue  outstanding  and 
whether  guaranteed  by  the  United  States.  The  fact  that  another 
Government  agency  may  own  marketable  obligations  issued  to 
the  public  by  the  reporting  agency  need  not  be  reported. 

28.  Other  Liabilities. — Report  under  this  group  deferred  and  un- 
distributed credits  and  on  the  blank  lines  provided,  with  appropriate 
descriptive  titles,  all  liabilities  which  cannot  be  properly  classified 
under  any  of  the  other  liability  groups. 

a.  Deferred  and  undistributed  credits  (line  50). — Report  on 
this  line  deferred  income,  unamortized  premium  on  bonds  or 
debentures  issued  and  outstanding  and  other  credits  applicable 
to  operations  of  future  periods  as  well  as  items  arising  from  re- 
ceipts or  other  credits,  the  distribution  or  final  disposition  of 
which  has  not  been  made. 

b.  Accrued  annual  leave  (line  51). — Report  on  this  line  the 
amount  of  unpaid  accrued  annual  leave. 

c.  Blank  lines  (line  52  and  53). — Report  on  line  52  the  amount 
of  unfunded  liabilities  other  than  accrued  annual  leave  (i.e.  those 
liabilities  for  which  current  obligational  authority  has  not  been 
provided).  Liabilities  which  cannot  be  classified  under  any  other 
line  shall  be  reported  on  line  53  with  appropriate  descriptive  title. 

29.  Reserves. — Report  on  blank  lines  54  and  55  operating  reserves 
established  for  deferred  maintenance,  liability  reserves,  reserves  estab- 
lished for  the  benefit  of  equity  holders  and  other  similar  special 
reservations  of  earnings  not  classified  as  part  of  the  "Accumulated  net 
income  or  deficit"  of  the  enterprise. 

REPORTING    OF    NET   INVESTMENT PRIVATE    INTEREST 

30.  Private  Interest. — Report  under  this  group  the  amount  of  capi- 
tal provided  from  non-governmental  sources  and  the  accumulated  in- 
come or  deficit  applicable  thereto.  The  par  value  of  the  capital  stock 
held  by  the  public  will  be  reported  on  line  57,  and  the  accumulated 
net  income  or  deficit,  segregated  as  between  reserved  and  unreserved, 
on  lines  58  and  59. 

REPORTING    OF    NET    INVESTMENT UNITED    STATES    INTEREST 

31.  Interest-bearing  In/vestment. — Report  under  this  grotup  capital 
stock,  paid-in  capital,  paid-in  surplus,  advances  from  revolving  funds, 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  capital  items  provided  directly  by  the  United 
States  Treasury  or  through  other  Government  agencies  where  interest 
is  payable,  without  regard  to  earnings,  to  the  Treasury  or  other  Gov-

ernment  agencies  on  such  capital  investment  items.  The  itemization 
hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Capital  stock  (line  60) . 

b.  Borrowings  from  Treasury  (line  61). — Report  on  this  line 
borrowings  from  Treasury  represented  by  notes,  bonds,  or  any 
other  means  of  borrowing.  The  amount  of  unused  borrowing 
authority  remaining  available  shall  be  reported  as  a  footnote. 

c.  Blank  line  (line  62) . — Report  on  this  blank  line,  with  appro- 
priate title,  any  additional  items  necessary  to  reflect  the  proper 
total  interest-bearing  investment  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, including  advances  from  revolving  funds,  paid-in  capital, 
paid-in  surplus,  etc.  The  title  "Paid-in  capital"  or  "Paid-in  sur- 
plus" shall  be  used  only  for  those  items  of  Government  investment 
specifically  identified  as  such  in  the  legislation  authorizing  the 
capitalization.  Where  a  portion  of  the  capital  made  available  by 
Congress  for  an  item  reported  on  this  line  is  retained  by  the 
Treasury  in  a  separate  revolving  fund  or  other  holding  account, 
the  gross  amount  remaining  available  shall  be  reported  as  a  foot- 
note.

a.  Capital  stock  (line  63) . 

b.  Borrotoings  from  Treasury  (line  61+). — Report  on  this  line 
borrowings  from  Treasury  represented  by  notes,  bonds,  or  any 
other  means  of  borrowing.  The  amount  of  unused  borrowing 
authority  enacted  by  the  Congress  shall  be  reported  as  a  footnote. 

c.  Appropriations. — Report  under  this  group  the  cumulative 
amounts  made  available  through  congressional  appropriations  to 
finance  the  activity  being  reported  upon,  net  of  appropriation 
balances  rescinded,  transferred  to  "Payment  of  Certified  Claims" 
or  otherwise  returned  to  the  Treasury.  Agencies  operating  from 
other  than  revolving  funds  will  show  on  blank  lines  65  and  66 
a  segregation  of  appropriations  as  between  the  amounts  expended 
and  unexpended.  Revolving  fund  enterprises  may  use  blank  line 
66  for  reporting  the  amount  of  appropriated  funds  repaid  to  the 
Treasury  as  a  capital  transfer  in  those  instances  where  such  pres- 
entation is  required. 

d.  Capitalization  of  assets  (line  67). — Report  on  this  line  the 
net  amount  derived  through  recognition  of  the  capitalized  value 
of  property,  inventory,  and  other  assets  on  hand  at  the  inception 
of  the  fund,  donated  to  the  reporting  agency  or  charged  to  appro- 
priations other  than  those  included  in  amounts  reported  on  line 
65  or  66  above. 

e.  Blank  lines  (lines  68  through  70). — Report  on  these  lines 
with  appropriate  titles  any  other  segregation  of  the  investment 
of  the  Government  which  by  statute  or  otherwise  is  required  for 
full  disclosure,  including  advances  from  revolving  funds,  paid-in 
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capital,  paid-in  surplus,  etc.  The  titles  "Paid-in  capital"  or  "Paid- 
in  Surplus"  shall  be  used  only  for  those  items  of  Government 
investment  specifically  identified  as  such  in  the  legislation  author- 
izing the  capitalization.  Where  a  portion  of  the  capital  made 
available  by  Congress  for  an  item  reported  on  this  line  is  retained 
by  the  Treasury  in  a  separate  revolving  fund  or  other  holding 
account,  the  amount  so  retained  shall  be  reported  as  a  footnote. 

33.  Accumulated  Net  Income  or  Deficit. — Report  under  this  group 
the  accumulated  earnings  or  losses  applicable  to  the  "United  States 
Interest,"  segregate  as  between  reserved  earnings  as  required  by  stat- 
ute or  otherwise  and  unreserved  earnings  or  deficit.  The  itemization 
hereunder  will  show : 

a.  Non-revenue-producing  operations  {line  71). — Report  on 
this  line  as  a  deficit  (*)  item  the  cumulative  net  expenses  incurred 
for  any  programs  set  up  by  law  to  be  non-revenue  producing  and 
not  associated  or  identified  with  the  regular  revenue  producing 
services  provided  by  the  agency. 

b.  Reserved  {line  72). — Report  on  this  line  the  reserves  which 
are  established  by  statute  or  otherwise  from  annual  earnings. 
Normally  direct  charges  should  not  be  made  to  such  reserves  for 
losses  incurred ;  such  losses  should  be  reflected  in  the  income  and 
expense  statement. 

c.  Unreserved  {line  73). — Report  on  this  line  the  cumulative 
deficit  or  unreserved  surplus  resulting  from  operations. 

34.  Deposit  of  general  and  special  fund  revenues  {line  7h). — Those 
enterprises  which  are  not  permitted  to  reuse  or  hold  their  receipts  but 
are  required  to  deposit  their  collections  into  the  Treasury  as  miscel- 
laneous receipts  shall  report  the  cumulative  amount  of  such  deposits 
on  this  line  as  a  deduction  from  the  investment  of  United  States  Inter- 
est. This  will  apply  only  to  enterprises  that  are  financed  by  other  than 
revolving  funds.

b.  Subpart  101-6.1,  Commuted  Rate  Schedule  for  Transportation 
of  Household  Goods,  continues  in  effect  the  prior  regulatory  require- 
ments . 

c.  Subpart  101-6.2,  Nondiscrimination  in  Federally  Assisted 
Programs  of  the  General  Services  Administration  -  Effectuation  of 
Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  contains  the  President ially 
approved  regulations  of  GSA  under  Title  VI  to  promote  nondiscrimination 
in  designated  programs  or  activities. 

4.  Effect  on  other  issuances. 

a.  Title  1,  Personal  Property  Management,  Title  2,  Real  Property 
Management,  and  Title  3,  Federal  Records,  Regulations  of  the  General 
Services  Administration,  are  superseded. 

b.  General  Regulation  No.  25,  Nondiscrimination  in  Employment, 
March  29,  1961,  is  superseded. 

5.  Effective  dates.   Part  101-3  and  Subpart  101-6.1  are  effective  on 
December  15,  1964.  Subpart  101f672~ Is  effective  January  3,  1965.

§101-3.000     Scope  of  part. 

This  part  prescribes  the  procedure  and 
forms  for  use  by  executive  agencies  in 
connection  with  the  preparation  of  an- 
nual reports  necessary  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  publication  of  inventories  of 
real  property  owned  by  and  leased  to 
the  United  States  as  of  June  30  each 
year. 

Subpart  101-3.1 — General  Provisions 

§  101-3.100     Scope  of  subpart. 

This  subpart  deals  with  the  back- 
ground, objectives,  and  coverage  of  re- 
ports in  connection  with  the  real  prop- 
erty owned  by  and  leased  to  the  United 
States. 

§  101-3.101     Background. 

(a)  The  inventory  of  Federal  real 
property  was  initiated  and  is  being  con- 
tinued at  the  request  of  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations. 

(b)  The  House  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Operations  annually  requests  data 
on  all  Federally-owned  real  property  for 
inclusion  in  its  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty inventory  reports. 

§101-3.102     Program  objectives. 

The  principal  objectives  of  the  Gov- 
ernment-wide real  property  inventory 
program  are: 

(a)  To  provide  a  centralized  source  of 
information  on  Federal  real  property 
holdings, 


(b)  To  achieve  the  most  effective  con- 
trol and  economical  Government-wide 
utilization  of  available  property, 

(c)  To  facilitate  disposal  of  surplus 
property, 

(d)  To  provide  a  basis  for  the  intel- 
ligent evaluation  and  appraisal  of  budg- 
etary requirements,  and 

(e)  To  establish  a  ready  reference  for 
answering  inquiries  from  the  Congress, 
the  press,  trade  associations,  educational 
institutions,  Federal,  State,  and  local 
government  agencies,  and  the  general 
public. 

§  101-3.103     Coverage. 

The  inventory  reports  prescribed  in 
this  Part  101-3  shall  cover  land,  build- 
ings, and  other  structures  and  facilities 
throughout  the  world,  which  are  owned 
by  or  leased  to  the  United  States,  in- 
cluding wholly-owned  Federal  Govern- 
ment corporations. 

§  101-3.104     Source  of  data. 

Data  reported  shall  be  based  on  agency 
real  property  and  accounting  records. 

§  101-3.105     Agency  liaison. 

Each  reporting  agency  shall  designate 
an  official  to  serve  as  agency  representa- 
tive for  each  of  the  real  property  inven- 
tories. The  same  representative  may  be 
designated  for  the  federally  owned  and 
leased  real  property  inventories.

Subpart  101-3.2 — Annual  Report — 
Real  Property  Owned  by  the  United 
States 

§101-3.200     Scope  of  subpart. 

This  subpart  prescribes  the  procedure 
and  forms  to  be  used  by  executive  agen- 
cies in  connection  with  annual  reports 
on  real  property  owned  by  the  United 
States. 

§  101-3.201      Reporting  agency. 

Reports  on  real  property  owned  by  the 
United  States  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
agency  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
of  real  property  records  and  accounts 
as  prescribed  by  General  Accounting  Of- 
fice principles  and  standards  and  illus- 
trated in  2  GAO  1270  and  2  GAO  7030; 
i.e.,  the  agency  which  has  control  of 
and  the  authority  to  assign  and  reas- 
sign the  use  of  the  property  or  any  por- 
tion thereof.  For  purposes  of  this  in- 
ventory, the  above  rule  shall  apply 
regardless  of  the  manner  of  acquisition 
or  which  agency  is  currently  using  the 
property.     For  example: 

(a)  For  general  purpose  buildings, 
such  as  office  buildings  or  warehouses, 
which  are  occupied  by  a  Federal  agency 
or  agencies  upon  determination  by  GSA, 
and  for  which  GSA  is  responsible  for 
elevator  and  guard  service,  and  for 
cleaning  and  maintenance,  GSA  is  the 
reporting  agency. 

(b)  For  special  purpose  buildings,  such 
as  Coast  Guard  stations,  military  reser- 
vations, hospitals,  and  prisons,  those 
agencies  having  control  of  building  man- 
agement and  operation  including  au- 
thority to  assign  or  reassign  space  in 
such  buildings,  will  be  considered  as  the 
reporting  agencies. 

§  101-3.202      Coverage. 

The  annual  reports  of  real  property 
owned  by  the  United  States  shall  cover 
land,  buildings,  and  other  structures  and 
facilities  owned  by  the  United  States 
throughout  the  world.  These  reports 
shall  include  the  following: 

(a>  Unreserved  public  domain  lands. 

(b)  Public  domain  lands  reserved  for 
national  forests,  national  parks,  military 
installations,  or  other  purposes. 

(c)  Real  property  acquired  by  pur- 
chase, construction,  donation,  and  other 
methods. 

(d)  Real  property  in  which  the  Gov- 
ernment has  a  long-term  interest  con- 


sidered by  the  reporting  agency  as  being 
equivalent  to  ownership. 

(e)  Buildings  or  other  structures  and 
facilities  owned  by  the  Government 
whether  or  not  located  on  Government- 
owned  land. 

(f)  Excess  and  surplus  real  property. 
(The  reporting  agency,  as  defined  in 
§  101-3.201.  shall  continue  to  retain  ac- 
countability and  report  excess  and  sur- 
plus real  property  pending  its  transfer 
to  a  Federal  agency  or  disposal.) 

(g)  Buildings  being  acquired  under 
the  terms  of  the  Public  Buildings  Pur- 
chase Contract  Program  or  Lease  Pur- 
chase Agreements  (39  U.S.C.  2103,  40 
U.S.C.  356).  Buildings  shall  be  reported 
upon  completion  of  construction.  Sepa- 
rate annual  reports  shall  also  be  sub- 
mitted for  real  properties  held  in  trust 
by  the  Federal  Government. 

§  101-3.203     Exclusions. 

Annual  inventory  reports  on  real  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  United  States  shall 
not  include  the  following: 

(a)  Properties  acquired  through  fore- 
closure, confiscation,  or  seizure  to  be 
liquidated  in  settlement  of  a  claim  or 
debt  to  the  Federal  Government. 

(b)  Rights-of-way  or  easements 
granted  to  the  Government. 

(c)  Lands  administered  by  the  United 
States  under  trusteeship  by  authority  of 
the  United  Nations. 

(d)  Machinery  and  processing  equip- 
ment which  are  not  part  of  the  realty. 

(e)  Land  held  under  permit  from  an- 
other Government  agency. 

§  101-3.204      Reports  to  be  submitted. 

(a)  Each  agency  shall  prepare  in  ac- 
cordance with  instructions  in  §  101— 
3.4901-1166(1)  and  submit  to  GSA  a  sep- 
arate report  on  GSA  Form  1166,  Annual 
Report  of  Real  Property  Owned  by  the 
United  States  (see  §  101-3.4901-1166) 
for: 

(1)  Each  newly  acquired  or  previ- 
ously omitted  installation. 

(2)  Each  installation  received  by 
transfer  from  another  Federal  agency 
which  is  not  merged  with  an  existing 
installation. 

(3)  Each  installation  with  increases 
or  decreases  in  cost  of  $1,000  or  more 
affecting  any  line  item  or  the  total  for 
the  installation. 

(4)  Each  installation  declared  excess 
or  surplus,  in  whole  or  in  part. 
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(5)  Each  disposal  of  a  complete 
installation.

outside  the  United  States.  Reports  on 
GSA    Form    1209    shall    be    submitted

§  101-3.205     Optional  reporting  method. 

Agencies  with  electrical  accounting 
machine  equipment  may  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  GSA,  Office  of  Finance 
and  Administration,  to  furnish  detailed 
machine  listings  together  with  the  sup- 
porting punch  cards,  in  lieu  of  GSA

§  101-3.300     Scope  of  subpart. 

This  subpart  prescribes  the  procedure 
and  forms  to  be  used  by  executive  agen- 
cies in  connection  with  annual  reports 
on  real  property  leased  to  the  United 
States. 

§  101-3.301      Reporting  agency. 

Reports  on  real  property  leased  to  the 
United  States  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
agency  currently  administering  the  lease 
and  making  payments  to  the  lessor,  re- 
gardless of  which  agency  executed  the 
original  lease  or  is  currently  using  the 
property. 

§  101-3.302     Coverage. 

(a)  The  annual  report  of  real  property 
leased  to  the  United  States  shall  include 
all  real  property  leased  from  private  in- 
dividuals, organizations,  and  municipal, 
county,  State,  and  foreign  governments, 
as  evidenced  by  a  written  agreement  in- 
volving a  monetary  consideration  and  a 
landlord-tenant  relationship.  It  shall 
also  include  right  of  use  and  occupancy 
obtained  under  eminent  domain  proceed- 
ings or  equivalent  procedures.

(a)     Page  1  of  Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  GSA  Form  1166: 

(a)        General  Instructions. 

•    GSA  Form  1166,   Annual  Report  of  Real  Property  Owned  by  the 
United  States  (subsection  100-3.4901-1166)  shall  be  used  by 
agencies  to  report  their  real  property  holdings,    as  defined  in 
Subpart  101-3.2. 

Agencies  obtaining  approval  from  the  Administration  may  use  the 
"optional  method  of  reporting,  "  in  lieu  of  GSA  Form  1166  (section 
101-3.  205  of  Subpart  101-3.  2). 

Reports  shall  be  prepared  annually  as  of  June  30,   and  an  original 
and  one  copy  of  each  submitted  to  the  Administration  not  later  than 
September  1. 

For  purposes  of  this  inventory,    the  reporting  entity  shall  be  an 
installation.     An  installation  may  consist  of  land,   buildings,    other 
structures  and  facilities,    or  any  combination  thereof.     Installations 
may  vary  in  size  and  may  be  a  national  forest,    national  park,   hydro- 
electric project;  or,    on  the  other  hand,   may  be  a  single  office  or 
warehouse  building,    or  an  unimproved  site.     The  determination  as 
to  the  real  property  to  be  included  in  an  installation  shall  be  made 
by  the  reporting  agency.     However,   it  shall  be  in  conformance  with 
the  agency's  real  property  and  accounting  records. 

In  the  case  of  an  installation  located  in  more  than  one  State,   the 
portion  located  in  each  State  shall  be  treated  as  a  separate  in- 
stallation and  made  the  subject  of  a  separate  report. 

A  complete  report  covering  the  entire  installation  shall  be  submitted 
for: 

(1)  Each  newly  acquired  or  previously  omitted  real  property 
installation; 

(2)  Each  transfer  of  an  installation  from  another  Federal  agency 
which  is  not  merged  with  an  existing  installation;  and 
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(b)    Page  2  of  Instructions  for  the  Preparation  of  GSA  Form  1166. 

(3)     Each  previously  reported  installation  having  an  increase  or 
decrease  of  $1,  000  or  more,   affecting  any  line  item  or  total 
cost  for  the  installation;  or  for  a  change  in  acreage,   irrespective 
of  cost.     A  complete  report  shall  also  be  submitted  for  changes 
in  the  number  and/or  floor  area  of  buildings  and  predominant 
usage  category  of  land,   buildings,   or  other  structures  and 
facilities. 

In  the  case  of  item (3^  above,  the  adjusted  report  shall  be  a  complete 
restatement,    giving  effect  to  all  realty  changes  involving  the  instal- 
lation,   such  as;  acquisitions,   dispositions,   new  construction,   and 
correction  of  errors  or  omissions  in  the  previous  report. 

A  report,   requiring  no  entries  for  Blocks  11  thru  25  on  GSA  Form 
1166,   shall  be  submitted  for: 

(1)  Disposal  of  a  complete  installation; 

(2)  Transfer  of  a  complete  installation  to  another  Federal  agency; 

(3)  An  installation  declared  excess  or  surplus,   in  whole  or  in  part 
(the  reporting  agency,   as  defined  in  S  101-3.201  of  Subpart 
101-3.2,    shall  continue  to  retain  accountability  and  report 
excess  and  surplus  real  property  pending  its  transfer  to  a

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Blocks  23  and  24,   and  identified  as  such  in  Remarks, 
Block  26;  rather  than  as  costs  under  Land. 

When  records  for  acquisition  costs  are  not  available, 
report  estimated  costs  and  enter  the  letter  "E"  after 
the  amount.     Such  estimates  shall  be  based  on  costs 
at  date  of  original  acquisition  by  the  Government, 
adjusted  for  subsequent  capital  changes. 

Estimate,   if  not  known,   the  "cost"  of  property- 
acquired  through  donation,   devise,   forfeiture,   or 
judicial  process.

A  temporary  building  (not  demountable)  on  a  concrete  foundation 
shall  be  reported  as  real  property.     However,   temporary  buildings 
set  up  for  purposes  related  to  construction  shall  not  be  reported. 

In  the  case  of  an  installation  comprised  of  both  Government- owned 
and  trust  buildings,   a  separate  report  on  GSA  Form  1166  shall  be 
prepared  for  each  category.     With  regard  to  buildings  held  in  trust 
by  the  reporting  agency,   Blocks  20,   21,   and  22  shall  not  be  completed. 

For  purposes  of  this  inventory,   include  buildings  being  acquired 
under  the  Public  Buildings  Purchase  Contract  Program  or  Lease- 
Purchase  Agreements,   Public  Law  519,    83rd  Congress,   as  amended.
